Un- 
iloubtedly the newspapers were hostile 
and public opinion was hostile." 
'Turne'd Down Boer Delegates 
'"But what,' ho asked, 'did otTlclal 
Germany do, and what brought to a 
sudden stop. Indeed, to an ab.soluto col- 
lapse, that European tour of tho Boer 
delegates, who were striving to obtain 
European inter\-cntion '.' They were 
feted In Holland, I-'rance, who gave 
them a r'apturous welcome. They wish- 
ed to como to Berlin, wliere the Ger- 
man people would have crowned them 
with llowors, but when they asked mc! 
to receive thom I refused.' 

"Agitation linmedUitely died away 
and tho delogatlon returned enipty- 
liarded.

. Planned for English Success 

"Nor was that all. During your black 
week in IJecomber, 1899, when dlanstors 
followed one another in rapid succes- 
sion I received d letter from Queen 
Victoria.; my 'tevelrfed grandmother, 
written in sorrow and aniiction bring- 
ing manifest traces of the anxieties 
which were pveying upon her mind and 
health. I at once returned a symjia- 
thetlc reply. I did more. I bade one of 
my pfllcers procure as exact an ac- 
count as he could obta'.n of tho number 
of combatants on both sldo.s and the 
actual positions of the opiiosing forces. 
AVIIh the tlgures before me, 1 worked 
out what r considered th(! best jilan of 
caniiiaign under the circumstances and 
submitted it to my general staff for 
criticism. Then I despatched it to 
England, '.i'hiit document likewise la 
among tho state papers at W^indsor 
awaiting tho impartial verdict of his- 
tory.

IE the complaints, -\\-hlcli liavo 
KO fretiiiently appeared in the British 
j)reas are, as we think they arc, chiefly 
tt^ fault of Individuals, who. are so 
constituted that they would not be 
Ter.v sure of a cordial welcome any- 
•\viiere, tlic f.ict cannot lie too .soon as- 
certained. If, a.s we lielieve is the 
<.'ase, tlie very s^reat iiiajoritv of Eng- 
lishmen who come to Canada are 
3ieartIly.j;welconaed;rand,-, as the--saylng 
Js; "make good," the British public 
ouulit to bo so told. If ihe Canadians 
liieinsclvo.s arc at fault, this should bo 
demonstrated. Let us have a full and 
Ireo discussion - tro]m->,hpth, aldesi-.'ibut: 
especially iet the- Englishman tell us 
wherein his grievance lies. A great 
deal of good will be tlie result of such 
a discussion. It will have tlie effect 
of removing any niisumlerstandings 
Which exist, and it is time that they 
were removed, "We extend a cordial 
invitation to 'any one, • who feels able 
to cast any light upon tlie anestlon, to

Our eastern oxelianges, as they come 
In, aro full of e.\))lanatlons of why it 
happened. .Some of the explanations 
aro good-natured; some of them are 
the reverse.

If 
wrong had been done by his supporters 
ho was more sinned against than sin- 
ning, and now that he had reason to 
believe there had been wrongdoing ho 
would bo prompt to rid the public ser- 
vice of the men responsible for it., and 
all he asked was that he might be al- 
lowed to iinish his work. This wns 
politics as a line art. A suthcient num- 
ber of electors took him at iiis word to 
_Siye him a majority big enough to bo 
embarrassing In the liands of weak 
men, but potent for incalculable good 
in tile iiands of oi-;c wlio really means 
to do what Sir Wilfi-id promised. It is 
oarnegtly to be hoped, in the interst of 
Canada, that he meant what the elec- 
torate believed he did and that "his 
work" will not simply bo the carrying 
out of great public enterprises, but the 
purilifation of Canadian public life.

THE SONGHliES RESERVE. 

All negotiations for tho settlement 
of the Songhees Reserve have proved 
futile, and tlio ca.'-o stands exactly 
whore it did before Mr. Templeman 
began his negotiations. We foresaw 
such a result a year ago and said then 
that tlie Indiana should be made to 
understand that they cannot Interpose 
their unreasonable demands in the way 
of the development of AHcLorla. Our 
lato representative took great excep- 
tion to this position, when tlie Colo- 
ni.st advanced it, although he has 
oome to realize it to be correct. Mean- 
while a year lias been lost, for it will 
he Impossible to secure the necessary 
leg.iglation. for several manths yet, and 
under the most favorable circumstan- 
c- s the settlement. of tlie question can- 
not be brought abotit before next sum- 
nn-r. 

Tlie Iiulian.s are utterl.\- uiireasrm- 
ahle, but not more .so than those rieo- 
ple who liavo succeeded In convincing 
tliem that their rights are sacred ami 
cannot he !iltcred or varied without 
llieir consent. A\"e liave yet to learn 
when it came ab(jiit that an official of 
the Iliidsnn Tla.\- I'oniiiany eonlil, by 
signing an agreement witli tlie rep- 
resentatives of an Indian tribe, divest 
every parliamentary body in tlie Brit- 
ish I'^iiiiiire of Its .lurisdiel inn over the 
sulijcti jiiatter of tin? agrecinenl. A 
more nonsensical notion was never ut- 
tered, ajid yet It has.becn allowe.i to 
prevail throughout all the negullatloii'i 
witli tlie .Songhees.; ,1^0- pile acknowl- 
edges more fully thaii we do the obli- 
galioii of the Kovernnieiit of C.'iiuida to 
Ijeep faith with its Indian wards, but 
this obligation docs not extend so far 
a.-i to require assent to oyery- propo- 
sition, however absurd, and to every 
demand, liowever inconsistent with 
the pulilic "welfare, that 'the lndl;ins 
may put forward. There is si dispo- 
sition ill certain quarters to magnify 
unduly tlio acts of Hudson Bay offi- 
cers, and to regard their arrangements 
witii the aboriginal races as treaties 
between sovereign powers. Tho In- 
dians are siuhjccts of the British nrov.'n 
and aro as amenable to, laws regularly 
pas.'iod a? aiiv «i)e ,elB^, .wlietlier those 
laws relate to ' thoi'r persons, their 
property or their user of an>' part of 
tile imblle domain. The sooner the 
.Songhees get this Idea Into their heads 
the lietlcr for all concerned. Th:it Is 
all wo feel called upon to say just 
now, except to qdd that the people of 
Victoria must take this matter' up In 
dead earnest. It 'is conceded now on 
all hands that legislation Is iioce.i- 
sary. The petjple of A''lctoria should 
put themselves on record as lusi.Hthiff 
that this legislation .^liall be passed. ,

The question of forest preservation 
Is always a timel\- topic, especially In 
this iiroviiice, wliicli is exceiJtionally 
rich in timber resources. At St. Paul, 
the other day, a commission called Mv. 
Frederick W. Weyerhaeuser, the multl- 
millionji.'re lumber man, who has largo 
interests in British Columbia, and ex- 
amined him as to his knowledge of 
st.-uidlng- thnlier ;ind future sup]ily. In 
giving his experience as a lumberman 
Mr. Weyerhauser said he had been in 
the business for flfty-two years; hav- 
ing begun lumbering at LaCros.sc, 
Wis., on the Black river, .\t that time, 
he said, people wore crying that the 
lumbermen were cutting down the tim- 
ber so "fast that'the supply would soon 
be exhausted. We took 40,000,000 feet 
a year out of the Black river country 
and later Increased it to 200,000,000," 
said Mr. A\'eyerhauser, "and wo are 
still taking logs there. At that time 
they said .we.4idn't h.a^jB , timber enough 
to last ten 'years'."* ' The iicst way' to 
conserve the forests, Mr. AVeyerhauser 
said. Is to prevent llres. Asked If he 
thought tho Individual owners of for- 
est Iand9 sh'ould tiot attempt some 
form of fire protection, he' replied that 
the state should look after the preven- 
tion of llres and the reforestation of 
out-over or burhqd-ovor lands,

Curi'ous Result of Re-'Count As 
it has Gone Up to Date —

The recount .pf the votes cast at tho 
local olsction was continued .before 
Judge P. Lampman yesterday morning 
until 1:30 p.m., when the .matter was 
adjourned until Monday at noon'. The 
contents of the remainder of the 
twoiity-llve ballot boxes wore gone 
through and counted, and forty-seven 
ballots were laid aside for discussion 
latoi-. All told there were 88 ballots 
which were counted 011 election day 
•.vhlch liave been reserved for argu- 
ment on Monday, in addition to the 
92 spoiled and rejected ballots which 
wore not reckoned in by the returning 
officers. 

Th« remarkable thing about the 
count is that if all the ballots thus 
reserved ni-e thrown out, and tho re- 
turning ofllcer's decision In the other 
cases sustained, Mr. Barnard's ma- 
jority will remain at live. In other 
words the additional ballots In dis- 
pute are exactly evenly divided be- 
tween the two candidates. 

The arguments on all these will bo 
heard on Monday at noon, after which 
Judge Lampman will deliver tho de- 
cision which will finally settle the rep- 
resentation of Victoria at Ottawa.

The Victoria AVcst ami Gari'ison soc- 
cer teams played to <- draw in a local 
league match which took plate ycstor- 
blay afternoon, before a small crowd, 
at the Koyal Athletic g-rounds. Two 
goals were secured hy each side. The 
last to be converted was made by the 
Wests, and it was obtained only f- few 
minutes before the call of time. AVlth- 
out a doubt it was a narrow escape 
for the {jreon jerseyed lads from tlie 
■svcBtern district. They struggled des 
perately when they foimd that the 
trend of events was against them and 
their pluck was the clement which 
came to their rescue and enabled them 
to put thein.seIves...on. even terms be 
fore the linish. 

On the whole the exhibition was first 
class. Of course neither teams pul ii| 
such, gilt-edged combination or gave 
evidence -of a defence which would 
render them outside the bounds of 
criticism. When the heaviness of the 
ground Is considered, however, it must 
bo acltnowledgcn that the article put 
up was, perhaps, the l)Ost that lias 
been seen here, so far this season. And 
it must bo said tliat the imcertain foot- 
ing, owing to the softness of tho turf, 
terribly handicapped the civilians. Of 
course, tho same thing had to be con- 
tended with by tho Garrison, but In 
this they liad the advantage because 
• Of ■ their superior woiprbi. Victoria 
■West couldn't use the speed, nor, to 
i Bnjr extent, the combination which, 
■ heretofore, has carried them to victory. 
'; A toucn from one of the soldiers would 
' Band them oft their feet and the for- 
mer, would bo the masters of the stt- 
uadon; "While It Is right that this 
should be explained. It Is but just to 
stato that tho Garrison eleven put \i]> 
a steady and a fairly fast contest in all 
departments, and are fully entitled to 
credit for holding tho league leaders 
down to a draw. 

Garrison's Advantage 
The match started willi the Garri- 
son working' down tlie ^rade. And 
they took advantage of the fact in 
every possible manner. Largely on 
that account? and, al.so, owing to the 
heaviness of the ground, they were able 
to',.conflno the play to the vki(Hi.i 
West's end of the Held, pr.u tlorilly 
throughout the entire half. J!v this it 
Is* not Inferred that Beaney, the latter 
~ team's custodian, was kept busy sioi)- 
plngr shots. That was not tho case. 
Play was maintained pretty well on 
the lower sldo of centre field. When 
the Garrison tried to get closer in they 
w ( re for the most part forced to retire. 
Drice or twlco they got well Into tho 
il.-uiger zone, but then eltlu r Whyte or 
Prevost rose to the occasion an(i sent 
the .spliorc towards tlii^ other ■■nrl of 
tlio area. Antl then ji^j.'iia A'lctorla 
West occ;islonaIl.\- managed lo (;rl 
clear of their checks and to lalic tln ir 
turn hi making lui attacl<. Indeed 
several times It looked .ms Ihoiigh they 
were going to g(>t !i Icid on tlie G.ar- 
rlson despite the? slippery ilc'ld anrl in 
spite of the fact that their usual le;un 
work failed to operate suci'sssrully be- 
ciiusc of tho nnu.sual cii-cuinslaneeH. 

V. W. Defence Shattered 
This fairly even play cimtlinK-il until 
with a few minutes of half time. And 
•then somethlngr happened to A'ictoria 
^West's defence. Its front was s]Kiil< r- 
rjjed by an.attack, woll directed, forceful, 
•fifind-oftectlve. .Down the Garrison for- 
wards camo in a body. Tho ball shot 
from' ono .Ifoot to, another. First ono 
man ^nd thien anotlier among the lads 
III green were evaded. Finally Buxton 
got posseaislon of tho-ball right In front 
dot. Beanoy,, and , the latter ■ had no more 
chance of preventing a goal 'than a 
mqlo would havo of kicking a locomo- 
tive from a railway track." Tho Garri- 



son adherents cheered, hats flew into 
the air, canes were thrown hither and 
thither and everybody got busy root- 
ing. 

Centra Forward. O'Kell, of the Vic- 
toria Wests, came up with the ball 
placed and kicked It off in a manner 
which bespoke determination to show 
the opposing side a few wrinkles In the 
game. But ho wasn't given much op 
portunlty. Very soon after the whistle 
Bounded and the teams left the field for 
tho i^sua! half time intermission. 
One to Nil 
One to nil! That was the way the 
score stood when tho elevens lined up 
again. And it was against VlctorJa 
West! Spectators watched tho re- 
sumption of operations with keener 
Interest than has been evinced in a 
soccer game here this year. It looked 
as though tho leaders thus far in the 
race for tlio local championship were 
going to be put '"down and out" by 
the Garrison. But as play continued 
It was apparent that the civilians wore 
not going, to let victory slip through 
;thelr fingers withovit an crfort, and a 
•deterpilned one. Each green jerseyed 
man. stood to his' gun's and fought for 
the desired opening with commendable 
grit. As far as pluck Is concerned, 
however, they met those worthy of 
their steel. "Tommy"' Atkins wasn't 
solng to be done out of a triumph If 
it could l)e avoided. And so tho bat- 
tle wa.(rod fierce and with varying ad- 
vantage. Still it really looked as 
though Victoria West were beginning 
to overcome the handicaps aforemen- 
tioned and to find the wealc spots in 
the lineup of the other cisvon. 
Garrison Protest 
AVhlle the Garrison were not slow 
to attack when thoy got tho chance, 
tho Victoria West boys seemed to have 
the ball In their opponent's territory 
most of the time. However, they 
didn't score. Again and again they 
went in onl.v to come out ajjain foiled. 
Their supporters were beginning to 
get disappointed but it wasn't so with 
them. They persevered and their 
patience was rewarded. The second 
goal of the match was scored when 
the teams were bunched about the 
Garriaon'-s goal. From tho grand stand 
tho scoring shot by O'Keil looked a 
little high, but Referee Whyto de- 
creed that It was a point. Tho cap- 
tain of the soidlei's eleven protested. 
■^I'he referee consulted tho linesman. 
One sal<l the ball had gone under and 
tho other that It had shot tind'-r the 
bar. As they disagreed, Mr. Whytc's 
decision lieUl and tho sphere was 
kicked off from centre field, not bo- 
fore, however, the Garrison had given 
formal notice of protest before tho 
association. 

On Even Basis 
Now tlio score stood 1 to 1. Tho 
teams were off again with a rush. Both 
were thoroughly roused and they went 
at It hammer and tongs. But their 
frenzied zeal didn't improve matters, 
rather interfering with cool judgment 
and the possibility of bringing off of- 
foctlvQ combination. And . so after 
play of this ■style had progressed for 
some minutes and Its folly wa.3 realiz- 
ed, the boys sot down to earnest en- 
di'iLvor. The Garrison got th<^ llrst 
advantage iind It counted. They car- 
ried the b.-ill foi-ward In splendid for- 
mation. It was centred from the loft 
wing. Beaney came out to meet the 
riiih. He stooped and slapped tho 
ball. It rebounded on tho body of one 
of I he Garrison men and was taken 
into tho goal mouth over the head of 
the unfortunate Ifeaney. Again there 
was nothing to it and Carter convert- 
ed without dinioulty for which exploit 
he was tendered tho enthusiastic 
cheers of the soldiers who decked tho 
slde-Unes. 

Situation Saved 
Time was flying and Victoria West 
had another point to make to oven 
1 matters and two to win. It was a

"The election of-a eood' manyireprc 
.sontativos of labor unions as members 
of tho British parliament has been 
beneficial to our country in more ways 
than one," said James Edgerton, 
labor leader of Manchester, lingland, 
at Baltimore recently. "For one 
thing, It has reduced snobbishness in 
Fngland considerably. When a little 
over two years ago these horny-liiind- 
ed fello'iVK in their plain everyday 
clothes first took seats in the House of 
Commons, their rlcii and elegantly 
attired associates looked askance at 
this new element that liad suddenly 
been Injected Into, tho national legis- 
lature. Gradually .some of the more 
democratic and broader gauged men 
introduced thpmsplves to tho ncw- 
comerp, and pretty, stoon friendships 
were made and cordial relations were 
established. The members of more 
social prominence found these work- 
ingmenn to luive intellects as good as 
their own and just as iuuch manli- 
ness and jiittrlotisin. Of course, a 
few snoliH still hold aloof; but, on the 
whole, there Is a generiil interming- 
ling, and the labor members are as 
highly respected as any. It has been 
a groat triumph of democracy over 
caste." .

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EREWITII are shown a number of 
views illustrative of one of the 
most important of Vancouver Is- 
land's industries — that of whaling. 
The Pacific Whaling- Company has 
three stations, one at Sechart, in 
Barkley Sound, one on the w.es,t coast of Van- 
couver Island and one at Nanaimo, this beuig 
a winter station only. The company has two 
steam whalers, built in - Christiana vafter ' the 
Nor\yegiafti model for coast whaling, one en- 
gaged front^he SechartrStatioii, the other, from . 
the Kyuquot station. The crews are>' mostly 
Norwegians, who work on a percentagtf'basiSi 
..earning big wages. In August, 1908, the cap- 
■tain of the vSt. Lawrence, hurituig from Kyu- 
quot, earned .'?430, and the seamen forward av- 
eraged .S80 each. The whaling grounds are 
close ofl-shore, and the steamers during this 
season have brought in from three to five 
whales a day. From April to August the two 
stations took 500 wdialcs. Tiie steamers are 
fitted with a small harpoon gun at the bow, 
and when the , steamer - steams, up tO: a whale 
the gunner sends a harpoon tipped with an 
explosive bomb into the whale's carcase, kill- 
ing the manunal, which is then pumped full 
of air and buoyed until when the day's hunt- 
ing is done, the whales killed are taken in tow 
and the steamer returns to tiic M'haling depot, 
wdiere the oil is extracted and tlic carcase con- 
verted by patent process into fertilizer. The 
.oil is, shipped. mostly to Glasgow, the f fertilizer 
-tO'-Honbluki.'' The duty of 8. cents a gallon on 
oil has so far prevented the company from 
seeking a market in the United States. Ex- 
priments arc being- made to can whale flesh 
for sale in tiie Orient, particularly Japan, 
where there is a demand. An odd sperm 
whale is occasionally taken, the spermacetti 
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adding to the, profits. /I'hc stations employ pert .Whaling company.

There 
c^ri be no doilbt that the Roosevelt policies 
(• against Artist monopolies, discrimination of 
railways and Federalism were Bryan's, and it 
is these same policies, claimed by Roosevelt as 
his own, that have earned for Roosevelt the 
dislike of the capitalist classes at the head of 
the Republican';party and. the adoration of the • 
masses. ' ■ . •

...viii Br^aiit has- during the ' past two years 
»Bpoken. to some two million of people from the 
' public- platform, and earned a large, heartfelt 
■sympathy. But this kind of sympathy docs 
not earn votes. He is not sufficient of the 
hero for the .American people. He is called by 
some a dreamer, but the real trouble is that he 
is too much alone. He has not the smiling 
crowd of rich, easy living backers to cheer him 
on that Taft has, and while the working classes 
here do not mind howling down the rich, they 
nevertheless do not want a candidate who 
might cut off their own chances of one day 
reaching those heights that Taft's friends have 
attained. 

Bryan h.as a fairly solid backing south of 
what is known us the Mason and Di.xon's line, 
th.e home of Democracy. It is well known in 
Canada that the cause of the South being 
Democratic is found in conditions growing out 
of the civil war period. Bryan has also always 
polled big votes in the large cities, the reason 
in this case being found in his appeal to the 
masses against the classes. In New York the 
Tammany Tiger has handed him the votes of 
the labor classes, and in Boston he beat jNIc- 
Kinley in 1900 by a majority of 8,881 votes. 
Roosevelt Picked Wisely in Choosing Taft 
William Howard Taft, tq the general read- 
ing world, was not widely known until this 
election, though he has filled many important 
offices and among his own people has been 
an attractive figure, in picking him out for 
l)resi(lent .Mr. Koosevelt has shown that he 
knows the kind of man the .American likes to 
cheer for. Taft is big and healthy, both in 
body and mind.

His hapjiy disposition 
goes well w ith the flag, and there is nothing of 
the preacher about him, as there is about 
Bryan. Look over the candidates among the 
Republicans who were in the race with Taft 

■for nomination. Fairbanks, tall, sombre, sour 
looking; Knox, little and insignificant; 
Hughes, bearded and forbidding, and yow can 
imderstand how unlikely a sort of idol any of 
the others would have made. The American 
must have a man that can be idolized. It is 
not enough for him to be a good executive; he 
must have picturesque characteristics. Taft

riisgen, Debbs, and Chaifni are three other 
candidates in the field. liisgeir is known 
as Hearst's candidate because he has 
the backing of all Mr. Hearst's pa- 
pers, and the support of William 
Randolph Hearst, a former candidate for gov- 
ernor of New York, and as[>irant for a presi- 
dential nomination. He is an independent, and 
is making a big bid for the labor vote, though 
it is pretty gcnerall}-^ known that he does nut 
want it for himself, but to preycnt Goinpers, 
the head of the Federation of Labor, present- 
ing it to Brj'an, Hisgcn can be put down as a 
sacrifice hit to help Taft.

The Socialist an Interesting Figure 
Kugeno \'. Debs, the Socialists' cantlidaic, 
is running for the third lime, though he states 
that he would nut be a candidate if he thought 
he would be elected. He io attracting more in- 
terest in a campaign strangely devoid of intci - 
cstir.g features than any other candidate. He 
has been flying from one end of the 'country to 
the other by special train, collecting at the 
monster meetings held funds to contMiue his 
journey in his "Red vS]-)ecial" to other parts. 
Debs, it will be remembered, as the ]3resitlent 
of the Ketleration of Lal)or, was put in jail at 
Chicago over the great Pullman strike. When 
he came out of jail he had had time to review 
his successes and failures as a labor worker 
and decided to become a Socialist, Ijelieving 
tiiat it was not merely an orgainsm of labor lo 
. bring about redresses for individual needs, but 
a world wide union of all human interests 
against the inhuman institutions of society 
that was wanted. Because he realizes, that it 
is not only society that must be i-eadjustcil, 
ijut humanity itself, he states that he is facing 
a fight that will not end on November 3rd. but 
that will last many years. He is expected to 
poll about one million votes. His first candi- 
dature brought him only 50,000 votes, his sec- 
ond 447,000, and one million are conceded by 
shrewd politicians for this electi(3n. f3ebs 
makes scathing denunciation of both lirvan 
and Taft at all his meeting'^, but it is against 
Taft and Roosevelt that be is particularly bit- 
ter. He will be more likely to help Bryan than 
hurt him. 

A General Summing Up 

.\s a suinming up of what may be expected 
1 liave taken the views of variuiis ne\vs|)apers 
and w-ould predict the result as follows: Re- 
pid:lican, 60 per cent, of all \'otes; Democrat>, 
39 per cent.; scattering voles one per cent. In 
making this forecast I am quite aware that the 
newspai)ers of the best class, who will all favor 
Taft, 'and are creating the impression that 
Bryan has no chance of success, are controlled 
by. tlie class of men Bryan has avcjwed his en- 
mity for. It is not necessary to read the news- 
papers to see the impressions they have creat- 
ed. In the ^dieatrcs wdiile liryan's name calls 
forth a tremendous ajiplause. Taft's brings 
forth a tixmcndous ovation, and th.is in a 
Democratic city. The reason I see for a less- 
ening of a Democratic vote is simply this — 
the people are afraid lo go any farther in a 
warfare against trust.--. Roosevelt, driven t;.) 
this warfare, showed a state of affairs the peo- 
ple are not sliutting their eyes to. 

"You cant blame me for what the light 
shows you," Roosevelt says. "I only lit the 
lamp." 

But people want no more lamp lighting. It

AMERICAN PAPERS ON CAMPAIGN 



A staff correspondent of the New York 
Post, in contributing his letters dealing v/ith 
the political situation in the states of the Mid- 
dle West furnishes further mterestihg infor- 
mation as to the drift of |)ublic oj'jinion in that 
section of the Republic.

Heretofore 
they have been mostly Republican, and tlie 
explanation of the turning towards Bryan is 
found in the reputatii)ii of the Democratic 
candidate as an aggressive Christian, active in 
good works and church affairs. The situation 
was summed up by a Swede spoken to, whose 
reply, in broken linglisli to a query as to why ' 
he liked Bryan, said :

A more general nnluence making in favor 
of Drvan is lound m the ])lank of the De- 
mocratic i)lalform calling for guarantee of 
bank deposits. This issue more than any other 
gives Bryan's supjiorters cause for eiicoiu'- 
agement. Farmers in the Middle West near- 
ly, all have money ill the bank, and when it 
is proposed that the government sliall abso- 
lutely guarantee the security of these funds 
it strikes the fanners as being a pretty gO(j<l 
proposition. Proof of which, the correspon- 
dent sa\'s on this ])articular, is Inrmshed in 
the information obtained in reply to to.ooo 
circular letters of incjuiry sent out asking vot- 
ers as to the issue in the campaign wdiich was 
of most interest to them. Nine out of ten 
of those who replied- named bank deposit 
guarantees as the ])oint wdiich was of most 
interest to those wi'itten lo. 

While Nel)raskans feel ;ume little pride in 
the fact that their slate has produced the De- 
mocratic candidate, state pride does not seem 
to co\nit for so much as one would expect, 
and .Nebraska is considered a doubtful state. 
Labor Vote Going Bryan 
In Omaha, and the other large cities of the 
Middle West there is said to be a percepti- 
ble drift of the labor vote towards Bryan, 
Walter Wellman, Republican, writing in the 
Chicago Record-Herald, also declares that 
the railroad and labor vole generally is show- 
ing a distinct trend towards the Democratic 
])arty. Wellman says that while the ])roba- 
I)ilities favor the election of 'I'aft, there arc 
possibilities of surprise in the tentlency of the 
men who work, with their hands, to give their 
support to the other, party. . If the farmers of 
the West support Bryan \because of his idea 
in regard to bank deposits, and organized la- 
bor follows suit because of his attitude to- 
wards that interest, the Democrat should be 
reasonably sure of winning.

Never had the 
Republicans of the West so many faction 
fights on hand as they have this year. .

Things have not been 
coming their way in the [Kist two weeks, not 
by a long shot, and the}' can not help but real- 
ize it. 'ugly situations in a number of states 
are confrontitis;- the Kepublicans, and the jirc- 
senl drift of affairs seems to Ijc against them. 
Republican rejjoi'ls of actual conditions in 
several states which ought to be regarded as 
safely Republican indicate that the Republi- 
cans will have to make a fight, and a mighty 
competent, strenuous, and skilful fight, be- 
fore they can claim the statej..

In Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa and 
Nel)raska, the Presidential contest is scarcely 
ever heard of in railway trains, hotels, barber 
shops, or the street unless sonic stranger 
brings it up. One man who rode for an hour 
in a smoking compartment filled. with Indiana 
farmers said he did hot once hear politics 
mentioned. The wdiole subject of discussion 
Avas t-he— tilling of the land. This, however, 
docs not necessarily point to entire laciv of 
interest in public (juestions. People get their 
information nowaclays from the newspapers 
rather than from platform speeches, and con- 
sequently a platform speech docs not cause 
the subsequent discussion which it formerly 
did.

Wherever I have been, the trend 
seems to be all in our direction. Of course, I 
see only one side of it. .[ realize that the 
crowds and the brass bands, and the red fire 
are not a safe criterion upon which to base 
predictions. .Any speaker before enthusiastic 
audiences is apt to get the idea that his party 
is .going to v.'in.

I don't speak of the East — you knO.w 
how it is here better than I do — but the' West- 
and Middle West. .\n<l out there the move- 
ment tov.'ard the Democratic ticket is uninis- 
takalde. Heretofore the Republicans have 
been able to hold a considerable portion of 
the labor vote by filling them full of tariff 
talk. That talk isn't having such an effect 
this year,\becausc it's so mixed up with the:

ONE DAY WITH BRYAN 



Let me begin at the beginning and attempt 
to tell the .story of one day with Bryan on his 
cani])aign in the West. The day began at 1 
o'clock on the morning of October 6 at Lin- 
coln, Neb., and ended at ii o'clock that night, 
when the train pulled out from Cedar Rapids 
for Chicago. Br3'an made fifteen speeches in 
that interval, and shook hands with . many

Mr. Bryan spoke the preceding night at 
Havelock to a throng of railway employes. It 
was cold and raw and driz/cling' and the black 
mud w.-is sticky under foot. He got back into 
Lincoln, very hoarse, on a trolley car, about 
midnight, and had supper up in Frank Rich- 
ard's rooms, with the five correspondents wdio 
,\v<Sre tray^eling ;yvdtly;:himv»and his secretary, 
••'Bob" ;Rbse;:-fRicliards"is>the of the 

iVotcI at Lincoln/ The cold fried- chicken, the 
sliced toiilatoes, and the bread and butter 
sandwiches were finished, and the party came 
downstairs, lo find the streets shrouded in a 
heavy fog. It was like New York on a No- 
vember morning, wdien the wdnd blows up 
from tlie Lower Bay, bringing in the great 
banks of heavy sea mists. We were supposed 
to be on our way to Des Moines, and bought 
tickets for that point. There were twenty or 
more men on the platform of the little station ; 



most of them shook hands with Mr. Bryan 
before the train came in, a few minutes- be- 
fore I o'clock. 

The sleeping-car portm- waked the members 
of Mr. 13'-yan's party soon after 6 o'clock in 
the mor; ing, and they were in various stages 
of undress when the tram arriv^d-,<a^^^ 
Junction, an intermediate son of a*little town 
ivic miles below Des iVIoines. Mr. Bryan 
had his fr_e. covered with lather, preparatory 
to shaving. Some, of the other members of 
the party were j'.:.-'. ''i-nily.ng sleepily out of 
their upper berth;-. Kurly as was the hour, 
two or three hundred people were at the sta- 
tion, and the local committee clamored for ad- 
mission. • "Bob" Rose went out on;'_the plat- 
form to, explain. . ; . . " . . ^ 

"Mr. Bryan is dressing, and is sOrry that-he 
cannot come out 4nd see you all," he said. 

"But he is scheduled to make a speech here. 
We have come down to meet him. There is> 
a big crowd up the street waiting," was the 
amazing reply. 

A Picturesque Procession 
Neither Mr. Bryan nor any of his party had 
been notified of this enga.gemenl, but the I'. 
L. hastil}' washed the lather off his face, 
dressed, and got off the train. The laggard 
members of the party followed him, collarless, 
and in their shirt-sleeves and completed their 
toilet on the station pIatfQrm, in the preseiice 
of the amused and gaping crowd. The pro- 
cession started on foot up the main street, 
headed by the Junction Valley Silver Cornet 
band, consisting of two fifes and a drum. 

The first stop was at "Hy." Drexel's cafe 
for breakfast. 'J'he doors were closed to all 
except members of Mr. Piryan's party, while 
the populace did a collective Littlti-Nellic- 
with-her-face-agaiiist-lhc-pane act at the 
front windows, watching the greaf man and 
his'fiying squadron eat an excellent bXeakifast 
of 'Ham and eggs, lamb chops and slicied' or- 
anges. The.P, L. consumed two cavernous 
bowls of milk toast. ' 

From this nnsis the line of march led a 
block west and half a block north to a vacant 
lot adjoining the City Hall. The fire depart- 
ment occupies the ground floor of the munici- 
pal building, and on the side of it facing the 
vacant lot is painted an advertisement for a 
real Havana five-cent cigar. "Cap" de Ford 
introduced ]\lr. Bryan to the thousand or nioi'e 
people who crowded about the stand. 

A Depressing Environment 
U'liile wailing for the "Cap" to conclude 
his introduction, one somehow found one's 
self feeling sorry lor Air. Bryan. One invol- 
untarily recalled other days, and remembered 
uther scenes; of tired actors waiting in the 
old car shed at Atlanta, Ga., for the early 
morning train to Birmingham. The wdulo 
present performance seemed so abnormal. 
The environment evidently depressed Mr. 
Bryan, too. for he preached to- his audience, 
hardly talking politics at all. Those who>,»}iad 
been with him through the campaign r'cpm- 
mented on the new vein, and said tt vvas " the 
first time he .had made that sort of talk. 

The crowd followed Mr. Bryan to the sta- 
tion, and some girls sarig campaign songs, un- 
til' he 'got oh the rear day coach of a local 
train to go to Perry, where hej \yas■^sche(i'uIied 
td-speak at-noon. ' '. . M\ 

. Scenes at the Stopping PlaceSy^.- .f^^^^^ 
, At every stop Mr. Bryan maciejairear 
pliitform speech to shouting, enthitsiastic 
crowds of farmers, their wives, and children. 
The rear coach became crowded to the point 
of suffocation. At every stop the passengers 
in the forward coaches who had not contrivetl 
to squeeze into Mr. iiryan's coach got off the 
train, and ran back to the tail-end to hear the 
speeches. .At the warning cry, "AH aboard!'' 
lliev would make a dash for the train. The 
man in charge of the ba.ggagc car came back 
to hear every S|ieecli between Valley Junction 
and Perry, runnin.g the entire length of the 
train twice each time. He must have done 
sixty-three miles before noon. 

Bryan's Effective Oratory 
In these rear platform si;)eechcs at Waukec, 
Dallas Center, and Minburn, Mr. Bryan used 
freely Biblical quotations and allusions. Every 
time he made use of one the crowd shouted 
enthusiastic approval. It> is difficult to im- 
agine a more effective oratorical style than Mr. 
Bryan employs in these speeches. It is inti- 
mate, eas}', and colloquial, and makes in.stant 
appeal to his audiences. His sentences are 
.short, and ordinarily he employs words of not^ 
more than two syllables. He has acquired the 
rare art, of condensation, and can say a great 
dcaf in a .b space of time. 

"i'All'- day long men came up to M r. Bryan 
renewing old acquaintance, and the last thing 
one heard that flight from an upper berth, as 
Air. Bryan was crawling into a lower one, was 
a whiskered individual saying: 

"A'ou know me, Air. Bryan. I am old man 
Alullen's son, J. P. AluUen is my name, A^ou 
remember wdicn you was up to our town theri; 
was a big crowd of people in the street, and t 
stuck niy head out of the window and yelled,, 
"Hooray far Bryan"; and you looked up at me, 
and waved your hand. I'm tliat ver}' fellow." 

Of course, .Mr. f>ryan remembered him. 
He remembered all the various and sundry in- 
dividuals who came to him \yith the same for- 
mula: "You remember me? I'm the man, 
etc." There were hundreds of thcni during 
the day.

WO A''ictonans have jus!; returned 
from a hunting trip into the 
Jordan Meadows with an enthu- 
siastic account of their experi- 
ences. Messrs. AV. Champion 
and W. AV. Carlow reached 
home on ^\Ionday Avith plenty to 
tell about tlic attractions o£ this 
place for the v.sppi-tsman and 
others and plenty to show for" their skill arid 
luck as hunters. 

The chief trophy was a magnificent tim- 
ber-wolf skin, and besides this they had two 
fine bear hides, not to mention - such small 
game as deer and grouse. 

The wolf was shot about half-way into the 
meadows at Laverock, where the sportsmen 
also bagged a- deer and some birds. While in 
■ this vicinity . tHey came across quite a lot of 
fwolf tracks, and followed up the sign, but 
^■without further success. Still this was a 
pretty good beginning for Mr. Champion, who 
with his rifle bullet madp a bull's eye of the 
wolf's eye. 

Proceeding on their \vay in they saw traces 
of a large number of wolves and also panther, 
and, as a result of the presence of these prc- 
datbry animals, deer were scarce. Mr. Cham- 
^pion, however, caine to close quarters with 
' another wolf, which, in its endeavors to make 
off with a dog that accompanied the party, 
became very bokl and followed it right up to 
the heels of its master, who, being prepared 
at the time for nothing larger than grouse, 
saluted the wolf with a charge of bird-shot, 
Avhich, though effectual in driving it away, 
Avas not heavy enough to bring the tough 
brute to bag and unfortunately it got away. 

""The bear were shot on the rct\irn trip by 
Mr. Carlow, who ran across three of them and 
succeeded in killing two out of thfe three, the 
third making good its escape,. 

Altogether the sportsmen report having 
had a fine and most enjoyable outing. Apart 
frorn the attractions that -these meadows af- 
ford to the huntei- and the angler, the lakes 
and river are full of the finest kind of trout — 
Mr. Champion has a great opinion of the mag- 
nificent tract of land which is only waiting 
for good roa^t connection to make it e.Ktrcmcly 
valuable for agriculture and dairying. 

Talking of wolves, the magnificent wolf- 
skins , displayed during the last few days in 
the windo.w, of the B. C. Fur Company of . this 
city are thc.largest <;ver received by this firm 
in the whole history of tlicir Imsiness.'^ They" 
jiavfe'jusl^'had' some" Very interesting trophies 
on show lately, the moose head in their win- 
dow being the record head for Canada, with 
a spread of seventy inches.

Thompson at 
Macmillan river in Northern British Columbia, 
and the wolf-skins which came from the same 
place were sent down by Mr. N. A. D. Arm- 
strong.

DONT'S IN FIELD SHOOTING 

A man w'ho cannot handle a gun carefully 
and with a proper fear simply has no business 
in the field ; and he has less if he has insuffi- 
cient regard for his companion's share in the 
game. When a covey of .quail is flushed, con- 
fine your deadly attentions to those birds on 
your side. A nervous snapshot nearly always 
falls 'into the error of taking the first bird that 
flushes. You can have him if he comes your 
way, but if he doesn't remember that he is not 
yours and chat there are plenty more. Your 
score \vi!l iinpiove too, 3'ou will find, because 
of a little deliberation. In this connection, 
keep a double watch on yourself if }-ou use a 
pump gun. A man who is proud of these in- 
genioitsi, intrunients can make a pretty music 
'for some seconds, but his friend's ear is sel- 
dom in tune. 

Don't claim a bird unless you know that 
you have bit il^ and don't ask a man to make 
his retriever search for a dead bird unless you 
saw it fall. It's not ;i good thing for the dog. 
There is little excuse for l)otli guns doubling 
on tlie same bird. Take your turn on the 
shingles, and don't try to wipe your compan- 
ion's, eye until he lias shot his second barrel. 
rif;he:'.uses a pump give him all six shots and 
wait to see if he wants to load up again. It is 
all right to wi])e his eye oceasionall}'-, but pride 
goeth before a fall, ;uid you are daring him to 
get you. This eye-wiping is a delicate process 
anyhow, and requires judgment. 

Never let a cripple get away it you can 
avoid it. Always use your second barrel on a 
feathered bird tliat falls to fall to the first. 
When you see him 'strike the ground mark 
him carefully and don't give him up till you 
find him. 

Don't run up e.\:citedly to a dog on point. 
Take your time and he will take his. — The 
Outing Magazine.

To en- 
ter private land armed with guns is just as 
illegal as to enter a man's hou.se and steal his 
silver. It is, however, easier for a man to 
prevent the entry of his house than it is to 
prevent the entry into, his private coverts 
which:* he ^jias^boughj:^,^d 
same hardcashr 'The proper 'and fair 'conser- 
vation of game is a difficult question; regu- 
lations which arc suitable for one district do 
not fit another and it is hard to discriminate. 

There can be no question from all the re- 
ports that have come in from the district that 
Saanich is suffering from an over-hammering 
of the game, but it is very questionable 
whether the blame of it is ali to be laid fairly 
at tlie door of tlie visiting sportsman or gun- 
ner, call him what you will, from the city. It 
is notorious that there is no watch kept on 
the observance of the game laws there by 
]Troporl\' authorized wardens, and it is connnou 
talk that the first pheasants of the season are 
shot well before October ist, hens as well as 
cocks. You can not cat j'our cake and iiave it, 
top. For the 'last few years the Saanich 
farmers and others have been goi)bling theirs, 
and now are realizing that a fair-sized slice 
would be very welcome, but is not forth- 
coming. 

Anglers have been saying little lately, but 
have been making some good baskets never- 
theless. One sportsman "had a great day, or 
rather half day, between trains on the Cowich- 
an last Sunday, filling his creel -with big trout, 
one of them in the neighborhood of five pounds 
in weight. Both Prospect Lake and Pike lake 
have yielded good sport* with the fly, heavy 
fish having been taken which gave great sport 
on light casts; the favorite flics being the 
Black Zuhi and the Governor. 



BIG GAME IN ALASKA 

.Appended is tb.e substance of an official re- 
port upon Alaska's game resources, \;specially 
with reference to the larger animals: One of 
the few remainhig regions of the globe readily 
accessible to the sportsman in search of big 
game is Alaska. Its barren northern shores 
are frequented by the lumbering walrus and 
the formidable Polar bear, while its r-oufhcrn 
extensions support lu.xuriant forests inhabited 
by the graceful Sitka deer. Between these ex- 
tremes are vast interior forests, the home of 
the lordh' moose and the greatest of l^i-own and 
grizzly bears.; broad, open plateaux, traversed 
herds ifi unsusplqious . caribpu ; iand snow- 
clad mountain i*ahges, the, hprne of.mouritaiu 
sliecp and white goats, besides the numerous 
fur-bearers. When to this list one adds the 
abundance of small garne, waterfowl,, and 
shore birds, and considers the extraordinary 
interest attaching to the landscape and human 
life there, no apology is needed fur dwelling 
upon Alaska's attractiveness; nor is it likely 
that, in spite of increasing facilities of ;iccess 
and the advance of mining and other industries 
in certain parts, there will be any lack for gen- 
erations to come of very extensive areas of 
primitive wilderness, whde the government is 
avv'ake to the desirability of taking ])recautions 
that the game in these tracts shall not become 
unduly diminished. In viev,- of this the United 
States Department of .Agriculture has had :\n 
expert agent thorouglily investigating the ])rc- 
sent game resources of the territory, and his 
report, of which I have obtained an early co[)y, 
contains much trustworthy information of the 
highest interest and value to any traveller con- 
templating going to the far Northwest in 
search of sport. 

The most important, novel, and useful of 
this new information relates to the bears, one 
of which at least offers to the si)orlsman na- 
turalist the almost unicpie oppcuiunity of ac- 
(piiring a trophy which no one else possesses, 
and at the same time of contributing some- 
thing to scientific knowledge. Alaska seems 
to have all the kinds of bears known, and a few 
others. The Washington "mammalogists" 
have described no less than thirteen "species," 
causing some of us, in our wrath, to go to the 
opi)Osite extreme and vow that th.ere are not 
one-third that number of species in the whole 
world. The T'olar bear, like the walrus, is con- 
fined to the /vrctic C(iasl, where \\halers and 
explt-irers get them freipiently enough, e^jie- 
cially about Herald and Wrangle islands in 
August, and they are occasionally seen in sum- 
mer on islands in Behring Sea, probably hav- 
ing been marooned there from floating ice. 
The mighty brown bears of the north reach in 
the famous Kadiak bear of Alaska their great- 
est size, denoting that there the race has found- 
the best conditions for its development. The 
sportsman wdio wishes to add to his collection 
the head and hide of the biggest carinvnre 
since Territory times must go to SniitlK'astcrn 
.Ma.ska to do it, and unfortunate! 3- it is neces- 
sary to warn him that it .vyere well to go soon, 
for we are' infbf'lhied that these gigantic and 
very handsome bears are becoming rarq, and 
arc likely to be extinguisherl at no very di'staiit 
date. Their range is rather limited, naturallv, 
for they are confined ahnr)st exclnsivel}- to the 
coastal region .south of liehring Sea and to 
certain outlying islands, especially of the .Alex- 
ander Archipelago. yVlready they have be- 
come scarce on Kodiak island, where formerly 
th ey were very abundant,' and on the Alaska 
Peninsii)fa, thought^stfll ; faijiy'' nurne^^ ,thcy 
are being killed at a r'aith fair greatet- than t^at 
of their increase. Mr. W. H. Osgood, the Dc- 
l)artmental agent referred to, thinks they will 
Iiold their own longest in the heavy forests 
south of I\Iount St. Ellis — a region more diffi- 
cult to pursue them in than perhaps any other 
in' the world. . ' , 



Grizzlies arid black bears remain fairly 
numerous throughout the mountains which fill 
most of the big space between the south coast 
and the Yukon valley, moving about a great 
deal, and appearing here or there unexpectedly. 
One rather curious fact is that whereas the 
cinnamon-colored variet\- of the latter is com- 
monly met with in the interior, it is practic- 
ally absent from the coast ;cpuntry, .The;big-;! 
gest black, bCi-jrs are found on Prince/Edward; 
Islaridl Belonging to the black beiar''groiip is 
the'^i-dre "arid curious species, or variefy ('Ursus 
emmonsi) designated "glacier bear," which in- 
habits the St. h'.lias range, at least from Cross 
Sound to Cape St. I'-lias, concerning which Mr. 
Osgood gives some new information. It is 
sui)posod to live near the glaciers of this re- 
gion, its habits arc practically unknown, and 
thus far it seems never to have been killed by 
a white man. Here, then, "is an opportunity 
for someone to distinguish himself. It, is 
doubtful whether the world contains another 
large carnivnic \vliosi> capture, dead or alive, 
would furnish a tnii(|uc tmpliy to the forutnate 
jKjssessor. .Scarcely a (luzen specimens, most- 
ly imperfect, are contained in I he museums of 
the worUl. ;iud these li.w r l)eeii procured from 
Indians. This bear is \'er\' siniil.ar ui size and 
general characters to the black he.ir, differing 
mainl}^ in color, which is silvvrv grey slightly 
mixed with black, the nose being brown and 
the feci lihicki>li. In certain conditions of 
pelage the cohjr has a somewhat slaty or 
bluish-grey effect ; hence tlu' name "blue bear" 
sometimes applied to the ainn'Jal. 

The Alaska moose is an immense x'aiiety 
(Cigas) of the I'.asiern moose — the largest 
known, in fact — ruid the a\'er,age spread of its 
antlers is between five feet and six feet. They 
grow largest, show the darkest coats, and .are 
most numerous in the Kenai Peninsula, but 
are generally distributed throughout the tim- 
bered parts of all Alaska, from the St. Elias 
Alps northward to the limit of forest growth. 
T.hey arc also to be found, of course, in the 
A'ukon district, and thence southeastward 
across Canada, iii the nujuntains, according 
to .Mr. Osgood, their tr.'icks are numerous on 
high rocky ridges ;d)o\e t ind.ier-line ; ljut most 
of their lime is speiu in the mixed woods eU' 
spruce, poplar, and birch at moderate eleva- 
tions, or on the flats along the river bottoms, 
where dense growths of iSprpce alternate with 
openings coii"tainin,g small ponds and griissy 
s.wamps. bordered by thickets of willow and 
alder.' In the southeni part ol Alaska long 
journeys may be taken l.iy can(!e tiirough such 
country with a minimnni oi labor in travelling. 
The unfortunate aeeonipaiiinient of liunting in 
these places. howe\-er, is the. excess of flies and 
mosquitoes to be combated, and to escape 
these the moose often lie half submerged in 
the ,shalIow pools. The most favorable time 
for the hunter is in the fall, when the moose 
largely desert the low country and resort to 
the mountain sides, especially affecting the 
scattered gro\-es oi trees near limber-line. 
The district along the \'uk(jn near the interna- 
tional boundary seems especi.'dly fa\'ored by 
them. Little is known as to their winter 
habits, but apj)arenily ihey do not "yard," at 
least to the extent the eastern moose do. The 
rutting time begins about the middle of Sep- 
tember, and at that season "calling" may be 
practised with advantage. The calves are 
born about June i, and run with their mothers 
until the following spring. 

Caribou are even more widespread over 

both .Alaska and the Canadian possessions, 
since they range o\er the treeless region of 
the far nortli, and thev are so well known that 
a few words will suffice in regard to them. 
They scatter wide!_\' in sunnncr, and in autnnni 
collect in herds and ])crforni more or less reg- 
ular migratory niox'enients, so that within cer- 
tain limits their course of tra.vel and tim'es of 
appearing ;it given points are fairly predict- 
able. One great herd, annually collects along 
the watershed between the Yukon and Tanana 
rivers, and still musters from 1,000 to 3,000, 
although yearly harried by the men of that 
com])aratively |)opuhins [lart of the territory. 
Scattering herds w.auiki o\-cr the whole re- 
gion si.'Uth of the ^'^kon as i;ir as Alount St. 
I'.lias, and norlh'>\'ard tr> the .Arctic shores. Imi; 
no Imigcr fre<)uent the coast of Behring Sea. 
.Mthough still so numerous, their habits and 
characteristics cxnosc Ihcm to the danger of 
speerly exlim'tion unless protected. This is 
the barren gromid caribou, and naturalists 
recogiiize three v.arieties within .Alaslc.a. 

-Ml the .Alaskan mountain sheep are of the 
white species (or variety) called Dall's sheep, 
after Dr. W. If. Dall, the vcterAn northern ex- 
plorer and dislin!;uished conohologist, still liv- 
ing in Washington, h differs from the Kocky 
?vlountain bighorn in lu-ing pin^e white in color, 
of sonicwh.at smaller size, and bearing iv.ovc 
slender and openly ciu'ved horns. It inhabits 
all the high moimtaitis from which it has not 
been driven by the nearness of settlements, 
but is most abundant on the high peaks of the 
main divide, so that, only a capable mountain- 
eer, can hope to seCiirjsTts .trophies, . It abounds 
in th'e large arcrt of snowy heights culminating 
in Afount .McKin, extending from the Tariana. 
ri\cr Southwest ward td the end of tlje Keri'ai 
I'eiunsula, .and is also connnou iri the momi- 
l.ains ;dong the .Arctic seaboard. This beauti- 
ftd white sheep, tlien. locally restricted, and 
remote from easy acipiisition, is (mic of the 
great prizes of the world to sportsmen, and 
some account; of;4ts;hfi^ enable, those , 

not acquainted with thfe.aniriial to judge wlie- 
thcr they , care to seek it with their rifle.. 
Their lives, like those of other wild sheep, arc 
spent on wild, exposed mountain, .lj9ps,»i,;bl.)t 
they do not hesitate to descend into-tirilb'er/.'or 
may even take long journeys, svvinimiiig rivers 
and traversing heavy forests; but their natural 



home, cveii. during the severities of the Arctic 
winter, is above timber-line. In summer Mr. 
Osgood tells us, this is by no means an inhos- 
pitable region, for, however numerous may be 
the cliffs, the rocky pinnacles, and the hanging 
snowbanks, below and round them are always 
the mountain gardens — saucer-like basins 
studded with tiny ponds, or long, fan-shaped 
slopes traversed by trickling streams, and luxr,; 
uHpus with low, matted vegetation. Th'e' 
sheep fe^d largely on these high slopes and 
meadows, but move about a great deal, their 
well-tnai-ked trails .showing that they visit all 
part's of the mountains; yet these rarely lead 
over ground so rough as to daunt an active 
man of experience. They are keen of vision, 
and de])end little on scent for warning of dan- 
ger; but, in spite of this, it is no easy task to 
approach one of these alert, far-sighted ani- 
mals on an open mountain side. ; ■ To,: those 
physically ecjuippcd for it, hunting itlbtitifain 
sheep, whether sba or guljar, argali or big- 
horn, is un(|uestionably one of the foremost of 
sports, and Alaska is one of the best places for 
it in the world. 

We turn next to the white goat (Orcamnus 
nnintanus), one of the. most singular and least 
known of .American animals. Like the prong- 
horn, it is neither a goat nor an antelope, zoo- 
logically speaking, and its nearest relatives are 
the curious serows and'gorals of Japan and the 
Chinese and Thibetan mountains. Its range 
seems always to. have been confined to the 
coast ranges from Puget Sound northward, 
and in .Alaska it is to be found only on the sea- 
\V;n-d side of the mainland range about as far 
as the head of Cook's Inlet. It is therefore 
only at the extreme west that it inhabits the 
same heights as do the sheep, and this separa- 
;ion of the two mountaineers seems to be 
maintained throughout British Columbia. Al- 
though unevenly distributed, white goats are 
fairl}' common throughout most 6f the region 
indicated, arid may be found within compara- 
tively short distances of busy towns. Those 
ilistances are often to be measured, however, 
almost straight U]i into the air, for the goat 
lives on the highest summits and crags of 
some of the roughest mountains on the globe, 
and one nnist somehow get above him, as a 
rule, if his head is to be added to one's collec- 
tion. The goat is. harder to get at than- the 
sheep, but price ,co'\'-ered is. far. easie.r captured. 
This iriaccesfeibility, combined "with the cir- 
cunistan.ce that neither its flesh nor hide have 
r.-iueh value, will, it is expected, prevent the ex- 
tirpation of this interesting animal for a long 
time to come. 

In the forests about the base of the 
southern coastal mountains as far north as 
Juneau and on the islands of the Alexander 
.■\rchipelago commonly occurs the Sitka deer, 
a small variety of the Columbian blacktail. 
Bucks generally ^yeigh rather less than lop^lbs- 
and "the antlers are small. "These deer have 
been wastefwlly slaughtered in the past, but 
still survive plentifnlh'. and are now under le- 
gal protection. They are shy and cunning, 
live in the forest, and are by no means unwor- 
thy the s[)ortsman's attention. 

The game laws relating to Alaska arc not 
in a very satisfactory condition either to the 
local inhabitai.t.^ or to s isivors, and they arc 
supplemented by special regulations of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, to -whom 'their en- 
forcement is comniitted. ThisV.'!6nforccnient 
has heretofore been a»matter of great-difficulty, 
as is always the case in a new wild region ten- 
anted by Indians accustomed traditionally to 
killing whatever they wanted, and utterly 
thoughtless as to waste, and b}' frontiersmen 
and miners, in many cases both needy and 
reckless. .A better feeling is gradually arising, 
lio\ve\-er, as more settleil conditions and formal 
authority increase, and the attempt at conser- 
vation of the territory's animal: resotirces of all 
kinds is more and more succeeding. Anyone 
intending, to go. tliere for sport ' .shpuld first 
place himself in communication 'With the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture at AVa.sh- 
ington (the assistant in charge of such details 
is T. S. I 'aimer), apply for a permit to 
shoot and bring away trophies, and ascertain 
what rcgulatiijns must be observed. There 
will be no difficulty in a responsible j^crson re- 
ceiving all the privilc|jes he needs, and at little 
expense. The cloSe seasons under the present 
law are as follow : t)tir, 'Feb. I to Aug. i ; 
moose, mountain sheep, Jan. i tp Sept. i ; cari- 
bou, Jan. I to Sept. i ; mountain goat, Jan. i 
\n .Aug. I ; bear (large brown), Jan. i to April 
1. .\'o more than two moose, four each of 
caribou, goats, sheep, and brown bears, and 
only eight deer a year arc permitted to be kill- 
ed by any one person, except under stress of 
necessity for food. — Ernest Ingersoll in the 
Field. . ■

AGE ^OF THE EARTH 

Kstlniate.^ of the age of the earth vary greatly, 
and tlie reason is that there is no staiulard of meas- 
urement, which can be accepted with any degree 
of certainty. In speaking of the carboniferous rocks 
last .Sunday, mention was made tlial the si-rles is 
about three miles in thickness, also that the coals of 

.1 the British mines seem to have been formed from 
the deposition of' the seed vessels of plants. The 
deposition of stratifled rocks three miles in thickness 
and the oscilations on the surface of the earth requi- 
site to bring the deposits above the surface of the 
water, so that jilants could grow ui)on them, tlie 
iluratioi of tlie period of veg-iable growth noces- 
.sary fur the production of .sueli an inconeelvablo 
quantlly of seed vessels as go to inak<; up the coal, 
the depression of the land below the water to permit 
of the deposition of new material to form rocks, and 
the repetition of these processes over and over again, 
' seem lo call for inconceivably long periods of time, 
and yet we cannot estimate with any degree of cer- 
tainty because we know nothing about the rajiidity, 
of vegotable growth, in those days, nor of the extent 
iif the rainfall, whk'h would lead to tlip wearing away 
<jf roclls to iorm olh. r.s, for we may assunio that tlio 
.shales, slates and sandstones of the Carboniferous 
SBra was formed of material which was worn away 
from (I'ther and older i-ocks. Estimates are likely to 
be col ired by the preconceived ideasv of the person 
makin ^ theni. Thus Charles- Darwin, having reached 
the ci ncluslon that evolution would account for the 
various .vpcciCH of living tilings, found it necessary 
to sui.>i)0.~i^ that this process has been going on for an 
enormously long i>eriod, and he set to work to prove, 
that the earth must be Inconceivably old. He made 
some calculations as to the time necessary for the

' posits in England, and arrived at the conclusion that 
30G,G();;,400 years would be required, and he said that 
this was "a mere trllle" in comparison with the time 
nvallcble for "natural selection" to do its work.

Darwin, 
of Cambridge Vnlversity, has endeavored to solve the 
(luesllmi by mathematical calculations, and ho has 
leaclK-d the conclusion that between 50,000,000 and 
J(lO,0i)O,0un years ago tin; earth was revolving six or 
<'iBlil times as last as it docs now, and the moon was 
close to the surface, making In r circuit of tlii' bIoIx^ 

' in about four hours, if this is reli.able. there were 
<i6nd(tk»ns in existence at that tinv," which would ac- 
count for. much more rapid ch.'ingcs than are now 
conceivable, and while we cannot understand how 
living ' plants or animals, no matter how primitive, 
could then exist, it is not impossible that they did, 
for we know that tlni power of adaptation of life to 
all sorts of environments is practically without limlt- 
iilloii. fjoril Kelvin and other antliorlties, who have; 
iMuli'avored lo lix with some certainty tin,- rate at 
wlii';li the Sun is cooling, seem to have demonstrated 
that ten or twelve ndlllous of years ago It must have 
b.een so hot upon the surface of tl;e earth that all 
water must have been in the form of vapor, and if 
this Is cprroct, ;»v:e. cahnot data tho beginning of 
vegitablo'or 'anlrha'l life longer ngo than that.' They 
have also made out a prima facie case for the .state- 
ment Uiat ]K, 000, 01)1) years ^'ould be sullicienlly long 
a. pc'iiod for tiu; Sun to cool from a nebulous state 
to v,'hat It is to(ln:>-. iJr. I'roll, J'rofes.'^or Young and 
others suggest Dial the .Sun may lia\-e had its heat 
'rei'lenishcd by contact with largo bodies moving 
throiigh space, which would not only give a long 
enough period of heat to permlt'of the operation of 
tlK' slowest sugg-^sted processes of geology, but would 
also account for tin; marked changes In the geologi- 
cal lilstor\' of the world. AVe may extend this ide.-i 
a little furtlier. The theory is that tlu: Sun was once 
a, nebula, llk(.' those now visible in the skies. In tlio 
CDurso of sonie mUllons of years It became solid 
and: more cool, and would have become absolutely 
cold, If some nreat wandering .star, or some im- 
mense liost of meteorites had not plunged down upon 
n, replenishing its heat by, the force of their im- 
1 iic t. Professor Wallace, who has made elaborate 
cabulations as to the time refiuireii for tlie forma- 
tion of all tho geological str^itii, thinks i;S, 000,000 
icwa sulllclcnt. .Without ciliiiK oilier authorities, it 



may bo stated that thfe teridency of the later geologi.'its 
is to accept tho shorter periods of Kelvin, Young 
and Wallace rather than the longer ones of Lyell 
and Darv.in. 

Greater Interest centres In the probable date <.r 
tho Giaclal Period than In that of any other geologi- 
cal era, for tho reason that it represented tlie last 
great change in. the deyelppment; of ;the earth and 
because man - was ;ipohteniporary ' with it. Here the 
standards of measur'emlBntjJa^^ but 
they are also surrpurided'wlth a good' deal'.ot'u^ 
tainty. One of the uncertainties is fundamental. No 
one can say with certainty what the Glucial Period 
was, or whether there has been one or more of such 
periods. Tho accepted tIieor\- Is that the saiul, clay 
and gravel, wlilch are widely distributed over a large 
portion of the surface of the earth, are due to the 
operation of ice. There have been two schools of 
theorists on this subject. One of them supposed that 
those materials were carried by Icebergs and de- 
posited in the bottom of the sea, as the '.bergs molt- 
ed. The other attributed them to the direction of 
gUiclers. AVben Professor Aggaslz advanced the lat- 
ter tiiem-y. it found v<-ry g(Mieral acceptance, and tlic 
former was lartrel.x abandoned. .Nggnsi/, In bis later 
years seenrs to be in doubt as to the correctness of 
Ills own theory, and of late years there has been a 
disiposition 011 tlie jjart of geologists to accept both 
the berg and glacial explanations. This does not by 
any means account satlsfaelorily for the formation 
of r.and, ciny and gravel, or for their stratlllcatlon. 
Still less does It account for the shape ot some of 
till' bi.ils. such, Un- example, as tho great blue clay 
beds, which have a surface like the waves of the 
sea. and vary in depth fr.mi a few inches to lum- 
(Ireds of twl. Ther(' Is abundant evidence that 
Ihen- was a Claclal Period, and that 11 followed upon 
a period when present tropical ciuiditlons of tem- 
perature weri! prevalent all over the Nortliern Hemi- 
sphere, but there is absolutely no explanation avail- 
able of the cause for this remarkable change, at 
least no explanation to which sclentmc men are will- 
ing to give a moment's serious consideration. It 
seems probabli' that there may have been several 
Cdacial Periods, also that Glacial' conditions may 
have existed In cc'rtnln parts of the .N'orthorn Hemi- 
sphere, while cotulilions more favorable to life were 
foimd in corresponding latitudes in other iiarts of the 
same Hemisphere. There also seein to bi' reasons 
for believing that the last of these periods was not 
as long agb'as geologists at one time supposed; but 
this, which lis perhaps the most Interesting feature in 
connpet'on with the age of the earth, will have to be 
deferred to bo dealt with next Sunday. Possibly more 
than one article may be needed to di.sposo of tho 
subject, even In a suiierriclul wa.w fur it is a very 
broad (luestion, and among the mutters bearing upon 
it are mjt only the records tif the rocks but the tra- 
ditions, of mankind, and wc may see that some of 
these directly refer lo this very remarkable era in 
the history of the earth.

MAKERS OF HISTORY 

XXVIIL 

In order that this series of papers may be reason - 
ablN' comiilete some reference must be made to .la- 
pan, although it is to be ub.«erved that until the 
war between that country anil China the part pla.ved 
by the JCmpire ot the Sunrise, as the old Cliinesi; 
writers used to' ball • It. in the larger affairs 
of the world was even less than nominal, 
it It had not been for the attempted Invasion of the 
islands by Kublai Khan iMul one or two other ambi- 
tious military leaders, .lapan's name would not no- 
ce.'isarily have been mentioned in i-omieclion With 
the general development of nations until ii few years 
ago. The histoi'\' of that country is foi- the most 
p.art exceedingly uninteresting to mxy but Its own 
people. There are writings which iirofesa to relate 
events that happened centuries upon centuries be- 
fore tlie dawn ot the historical period elsewhere. 
These tell of a royal house of divine origin, but con- 
lain little or nothing which even resembles history 
until they come down to a date corresponding with 
OIPl 1.1. C., fr(Uii which the .lai).ioese date their chrono- 
logy. Over the ni-xt nin<' centuries a lieav.v veil of 
di>ubt rests. 'I'ho claim Is made that tile emperors 
lived to great ages, some of them for as many as one 
liundred and lltty years. This alleged longevity stops 
so suddenly that one may safely assume It to be 
fictitious. After A.D. 400, the annals 'of Japan seem 
more reliable, but It Is not until about A.D. 1000. that 
mie m.ay feel nmch confidence in .icceptln.g them. 
Then fiu- sIn Imndi-ed .\-ears v.-as ,1 jioriod of ilome.^tic 
strife, which can harill.v be parallidlcd in the history 
of any other conntr.w 

It Is Impos.slble in the si>ace available here to give 
any adequato Idea of the extraordinary structure of 
Japan politically and socially. Dickson In his 
history devotes many pages to It, and no 
reader can hope to form an Intelligent Idea 
of what he seeks to tell. It la lieeessar.v in 
reatiin;? liis ilescrijjt ion of events to refer back to 
those i)age.<i as one ret(M-s to a dictionary in reading 
nn unf.amiliar language, line thing, however, stands 
out conspicuously, namely that tlie Mikado, or Km- 
peror, appears to be a direct descendant of the people 
who are alleged to have been children of the Sun and 
JToon, which were regarded as deities. The right ot 
tills family to rule does not appear ever to have been 
(luestloned. Of civil wars there was no end, but they 
Were usually conflicis between rival cliilniiints to (Ik^ 
ollice of .Sliognn, which also Ke(}ms to ha\'e been here- 
ditarj'. The -Mikado seem.s to havi' rel>;]ied suiu'cme 
amid all these scenes of confusion, wlilch Lasted from 
a very early dali^ until A.D. ItiOJ. 

Concerning the origin of the Japanese practically 
nothing at all Is known with certainty. The AInop, a 
hairy race inhabiting the Island of Yczo, seem to 
have bee.T the aboriginal Inhabitants. Tlioy were 
coiniuerc I n.v invaders from some quarter, hut whence 
1; not ];no\\n with any degree of cerlaint.v. Colonies 
from Korea, China, New Ciulnea and else when' are 
said to have settled in tile country hut nothing is 
known about them at all positively. The only thing 
that seems to be at all definitely known is that over 
two thousand years ago Japan was In tho control of 
llie people from whom tho nindern Japanese are de- 
scendi'd. Tlie very remarktible social and political 
organization wlilcli was built U|i, so gri^atly unlike 
anything existing <'lse wlicre, suggests that perhaiis 
tho Alnos were not tin- only indigenous rac(\ Tlie 
Japanese are a peculiar race in many respects. Just 
as they have borrowed their modern institutions from 
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DANTON, DESMOULINS AND ROBES- 
PIERRE 

Danto)! had been o\a'r-conrUlent, relying too inuch 
(Ml till' supposed securlt.\- ,)f liis posltiim. He :ind 
Caniille Dcsmoullns were arrested ;ind throuai into 
the Conciergie, the famous prison that bad been the 
scene of such countless tragedies, and whose walls 
had but lately echoed the brave song of tho Glrou- 
dlns, for whose exfecution the young journalist and 
his sometime patron and. friend were in no small 
part responsible. 

To all mitwanl apiiearances Daiitcm bore his re- 
\erses unmoved, even heroically, secretly, however, 
he wc|it for his .\oiing, lovel.\- wife tliat he sli mid 
bring such a tt rribie sorrow upon her. r.)esnioulins 
on the contrary was of a different character, In^ la- , 
monted freely and bitterly that treachery should 
have brought them to such a condition. Tliey were 
refused witnesses to speak In their defence though 
there xvas an endless array to testify against them. 
IJefore tlu'iii Danton defended himself with phlegma- 
tic .-^lu-casm. lie refused to address lilmself to tho 
.jury. ".\ man like me replies before the Jm-.\-," he said 
proudly, "but does not si)eak lo them. 1 have served 
niy country too well and if my life he a hurdeu to 
her I will still give her my body to devour. .My name 
Is linked to all the^revolutionary lastltution.'j— c ani- 
miltee, army, tribunal, which last i inaugurated that 
there might, be no furthex* danger of massacres like 
that of September— It is I who have decreed It all— 
It Is 1 who have caused my own death — I wluun they 
call a moderate, '^'ou refuse me witnesses, I will de- 
fend myself no more." He continued however, and 
his words were so eloquent, his velienience so liery, 
his attitude so impressive as he stood with his lion- 
like head thrown back,' his wonderful eyes aflame, 
that he Impressed hia hearei-s to a far greater ex- 
tent than suited his judges. Outside the hall which 
was packed almost to suffocatiin, the streets wero 
densely thronged with iHO]j|e, and his words were re- 
lieated, and ]iassed on from one to another until the 
crowd began to show such feelings ot symi)atliy tliat 
the jiresident and tlio.se who iiresided at the trial 
wero frightened for the outcome. They stopped Uan- 
ton's discourse telling him that he needed rest and 
that he should bo allowed to continue the next day. 
Desmoullns' defence was also cut short and' tho trial 
adjourned never to 'ji; resumed. The accused were 
sentenced without any furtlier hearing. On the even- 
ing of Ajirii jth, 17111, they were taken in the cart to 
the scaffold, there to sulTer tlie same death lhe.\- had 
meted out to so many before thcni. Uatiton kept up 
his courageous. Ironical bearing until tho last, but 
Desmoullns broke down miore than once and loudly 
upbraided his executioners. 

Hcnci forth Robesplcvpe , was to reign alone untll^ 
vengeance overtook him as it had overtaken the oth- 
ers who v.-ere the leud<-rs of the convention. At pre- 
sent, however, be believed himself to be the lord of 
all authority, and having M'cured a go\-ernmeut foi' 
the State to be enabled now to consider a su>te re- 
ligion. 

For some time Reason had been v/orjhlppcd in 
France as the embodiment Of all virtue, and in this 
worship the iieoiile of Paris went to blasphemous ex- 
tremes. A rcprescaitation of Iteason was chosen from 
time to time frcmi am >Vi,x women of (luestlonablc re- 
putation, .and the ;:o-favored one was carried to tho 
church, even to tlie very altar, and th.ere set down 
as though upon a thi'one for the a.-senibled riotous 
crowds to do homage before her. Bucehunulian revels 
took place within the sacred precincts. The banging 
of drums, the noise of a thousand shouting voices 
mingled with the di-ep notes of the organ. "The peo- 
ple was nothing more than a mad popul.ice, dancing 
In the ssmctuary, and howling the Carraguule, and 
the dancers with ned; anil arms bare, stockings 
down, imitated In their rapiii circlin.q:s. a whirlwind, 
harbinger of the ra.-ages:pf the teuii>ost. Drmdv with 
wine and blood, issuing from these seines of de- 
bauch, returning from tho spectacles of the scaff jUIs, 
the ]iriests and priestesses of Ueiison followed with 
sta,i;.:,'i-ring sti'ps the car of their impure divinity. 
The air resounded with the roaring of these tigers. 
■|"he spectators, jiale. trenihllng witli fright at tlu', 
sight of the retl caps and tlie menacing inscripticms 
carried by these paid brigands, showed no resistance, 
no objection, when the spies posted on their way 
forced them to prostrate themselves before the Image 
of TJborty." 

i:ven the questionable morals of Robespierre were 
shocked at the shameless profanations. He had al- 

wa.\s believed that n certiiln amount of religious II- 
biu-ty should 1.h> allowed and liad been averse to the 
assai-slnation of those in holy orders. Professedly lio 
was a follower of Rousseau, .-ind its til.; old lawful 
and beautiful forms of worshi]) had been (iuit(; done 
away with, ho thought It a fitting time to inaugurate 
the reign of the philosophy which had as its divinity 
the God of Nature. He was no rhetorician, no ora- 
tor such .as .Mir.ibe.iu h.vd been, hut iio was a forceful 
talker and his person.ality was very impressive; so 
thoroughly did be seem huhued with the truth of 
what he said that he was able to cninince his hear- 
ers often against their own Judgnnuit. lie took mucli 
time ahd went lo great pains to prepare 11 remark- 
able speech which was to convert tho people to his 
own phllosoph.v. The following Is an extract: 

"Alii'tism Is aristocratic; the idea of a Great Be- 
ing who w.alcbes ovia- oppressed Inncjceiice and who 
punishes triuniiihant i rime Is i ntlr(d.v popular. It is 
the senlhuent of the l'"rencii iicoijle; it is not at- 
tacd-.ed (Other to iiriests, or to sni)erst itiou or to re- 
ligious ceremonies; only to that of worship Itself. 
That Is to say, to the Idea of an Incomprehensible 
power, the terror of , crime, the support of virtue, to 
whom It Is pleased to render homages which are so 
many anathemas against Injustice and against tho 
success of crimes. What nratters to you, legislators, 
the viirlons hypotheses by which certain philosophers 
explain the i)lienoniena of nature •,' Ycni may abandon 
all these subjects to Uieir ctcriuil disputes. The idea 
of the Supreme iieing and of the liiiniortality of the

So well did he lay 
the foundations of government that peace prevailed 
in the country for i)\'er two hundred iind Ilfty years, 
and lii.'f family ri'iiiained at tho head of affairs, under 
the Mikado of course, until the .\ear ISCS, when tho 
power of the Shogun was overthrown, the Mikado 
became tho rnal, ruler and that wonderful course of 
events was inauguratdd which has made modern Ja- 
pan. For this reason lyeyasu deserves a place among 
tlie m;ikiu-s of history, although the scope of his ao- 
tivUies was confined to his own country.

What is to be the outcome of these im- 
perial influences? What must we keep in 
our minds, perhaps in the background of our 
minds, but there, somewhere, while we strive 
towards an expression of our at present some- 
what inarticulate aspirations? The answer 
must be — a truly imperial constitution. That 
is logically and. inevitably the conclusion 
which must be arriyed at.,/ 'this being so, it 
can?;do" no harm to iface the question at once, 
consider it carefully, .discuss the various prob- 
lems -and propositions which arise, and at all 
events exercise the mind in dealing with the 
elements of a subject which will sooner or 
' later surely come to be the material for practi- 
cal measures. 

It is.with the object of indicating the lines 
upon which such consideration of this great 
problem might run, the direction in which ex- 
ploration into this comparatively untraveled 
field of political thought might 'be conducted, 
that J<>ve^itvr^t^,>W4Jie this lAtte^ 3^o,.i;|og)tna- 
tisni>,is>>iHtehded; and' if ^vhat' follows-'sh^lljin.- 
ci|^,.pth.er, minds to further and more £ruitf\xl 
cffopti'it will have amply fulfilled its purpose. 
Uniting the Empire 

The possibility of knitting tip the constitu- 
tional relations of the empire into some defin- 
ite, shapely whole has for many years past ap- 
pealed to the minds of deep-thinking men. The 
idea of any concrete scheme of federation was 
long held to be visionary; and visionary it 
long was, for the erajpire was not ripe for it. 



England at. first shirked responsibilities which 
, she thought would hamper her, and ifi their 
, turn the colonies afterwards shrank from any 
approach towards what they feared might be 
renewed and aggravated interference in their 
domestic concerns. . Both, according to their 
lights and in :their/day,, may be held, to-hive ' 
been jugtified ih.the yiew they took; , but the 
passage^.of -time and the advalncement of im- 
perial' deVelopinent have opened the minds of 
men and jircpared the path for measures to 
atteinpt which earlier would have been futile. 
The da}' has now come when the problem of 
the imperial constitution can be and ought- to 
be seriousl}^ and practicall}'' considered. 

The old ideas — the colonies, a someudiat 
troublesome brood of children ; the m'other 
country, a..nieddl.es(^me;.busyb9dy-^ prapti- 
cally dead". A Jnew'' .M^^ — a 

great qbmmon.w^lth of .sister, states, indepen- 
dent in the control of. tlieir individual affairs, 
yet united in aini and, sympathy. But behind 
this there is today no substantial background; 
there exists as yet ^.^no solid franiework. by 
which to strcngthenrthis admirable and noble 
conception. 

The empire is at present a heterogeneous 
mass of states, differing widcl}' in conditions 
and possibilities, and only held together by 
natural bonds of blood, language, and senti- 
ment. Those are .excellent bonds— they are 
certainly better than tics of money for trade 
bargains, over which squabbles and difficul- 
ties invariably tend to arise — but they might 
well I)e supplemented by some definite con- 
stitutional link between the imperial domin- 
ions ; some point of focus for the rays of im- 
perial thought and action. 

Is sucli a thing possible? Is it desirable? 
Is the idea sound? The time iias come when 
these questions must be threshed out. 

An Imperial Council 

There are many, doubtless; .'whb ; s^^^^ 
gard the idea of an imperial council : as im- 
practicable and fanciful; There are, indeed,, 
certain objections to be faced and certain dif- 
ficulties to be surmounted, but personally I 
believe that^iindcr careful and logical consid- 
eration '.the ''desirability — nay, the need, ^.oi 
some such-'council will become isQ obvious and- 
the arguments dgainst it will' be sb* rediiced in 
number and force, that the conclusion will be- 
come inevitable tliat if the empire is to fulfil 
its great possibilities it must obtain a consti- 
tutional existence which at present it cannot 
be said to possess. Not only that, but the 
same lo.gical principle and wider views which 
will lead to the establishment of some imperial 
Jbqdy should bring .about in the home coiintry 
"the obvious, corollary of a separation of ini- 
imperial, national, and provincial affairs; 
which will ease the imperial parliament of its 
present congestion of work, satisfy the individ- 
ual aspirations of England, Scotland, Wales 
and Ireland, and thus at one stroke confer an 
inestimable benefit upon the inhabitants of 
the British Isles and of the empire. Such, I 
am firmly convinced, would, be the- conse- 



quences of a logical and complete scheme of 

Imperial devolution, though of course' the es- 
tablishment of an imperial council and the 
allocation to it of truly imperial affairs need 
not necessarily be delayed until the reor- 
ganization of the domestic affairs of the 
. United Kingdom. i.;., . . , 

Let us consider the whole question in the 
light of logic. The empire, when analysed, 
will be found, broadly speaking, to be a struc- 
ture formed of" successive- layers of storeys, 
each composed- of a -number of units which 
increase in importance as* -we ascend the con- 
stitittibnsii scaled, Thus, at the base, there are 
the rural districts, parishes and small town- 
ships, all havin,g their own rural, parochial 
ancl urban affairs, which, in a logical constitu- 
tion, are dealt with by proper authorities. A 
little higher come the counties and county 
cities with their own peculiar affairs, and, 
properly, their own specific councils to attend 
to them. Next come the provinces or states, 
such as : Ontario, Nev/ South Wales, etc. : 
and here in a logical constit\UionaI scheme 
would come England, Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales. There are affairs which arc the para- 
mount concern of these ])rovinccs or slates, 
and to deal with which it falls, or should fall, 
to the lot of the provincial or state' parlia- 
ments. • 

Above these again come the great nation- 
alities which form the chief component parts 
of the empire; Great Britain, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, and the other self-governing dominions, 
including, I hope, shortly, a federated South 
Africa. These nationalities have their peculiar

In most of the self-governing British dbr 
minions the principle of logical devolution is 
today carried oiu up to this point. In Canada, 
for instance, the constiti'tion divides the Do- 
minion into precisely such grades and uints 
as have been indicated, provides proper au- 
thorities for each unit, and logically and accu- 
rately defines {he affairs to' be allocated^to 
such class of authorit)'. In this respect the 
United Kingdom is not so fortunate. *. T*he 
constitution, venerable and valuable though 
it be, has not been reformed in accordance 
with modern necessities and sentiment, and 
as a consequence the imperial parliament is 
overburdened with work with which it is now 
quite unable efficiently to cope, and much of 
which could well be delegated to some subsi- 



diary authorities ; wlille ' tliere' 'i^ Ihersame 
time a powerful and increasing feeling not 
only in Ireland, but among the people of all 
the four nations Vvdiich compose the United 
Kingdom, that the .time has come when the 
management of purely national affairs should 
be entrusied to representative national bodies. 
It is obvious that a double benefit would thus 
be conferred by. the application in the horne^ 
country of those same logical . constitutiorial 
Ijrinciples which the other British dominions 
have already adopted, and it is to be hoped 
that the study and treatment of the whole 
cpiestion in its imperial aspect may leaf\, not 
only to the establishment of an imperial 
council, but, as a consequence, to a reform 
of the English constitution, which shall bring, 
it. into :h.armpny;both,cWith.,.n^^^ and 
with'a' symm'etrical scheiine brimpem^ <levo- 
lutibn. ' 

Thus far, then, the constitution of the em- 
pire has been found to : be a broad based 
shapely' structure," rising upwards from a sub- 
stratum of small local bodies and culminating, 
at present, in the several great self-governing 
dominions. Broadly speak'ng, the units in 
each stratum up to tiiis point have their spe- 
cific concerns and their special authorities to 
deal with th.osc concerns. The parish, pump is 
the concern of the parish council, the national 
tariff of the national- parliament. Erom the 
smallest local detail up to the matter which 
affects a whole nation there is nothing in the 
scale of man's affairs which has not, so far, 
found a distinct category and' a suitable tri- 
bunal. 

But above the nation there is the empire. 
And surely there arc some affairs Avhich con- 
cern the empire as a whole — which are im- 
perial and which must be dealt with imper- 
ially. There is, for instance, the problem of 
Ipipenahdefence. This question surely is one 
in' whfich 'cohcefted imperial thought and ac- 
tion is desirable, if not indispensable. Now 
that, as in Australia, the excellent and digni- 
fied feeling is beginning to animate the em- 
pire that the various dominions should to some 
extent at least undertake the burden of naval 
and military defence, the time has come wdien 
mens' minds will be forced, willy-nilly, to 
recognize .tJiat, the .defence,' pl^^^ der 
niahds larger trVatment than 'it liow receives. 
On some future occasion it would be interest- 
ing to discuss broadly the possible methods of 
dealing imperially with this and with other 
imperial subjects. It must suffice now to say 
that a scheme of imperial defence can be suf- 
ficiently elastic to allow of the widest individ- 
ual effort and of much independent control. 
There need be no stunting of ,the;enterprise.of 
good feeHng of any portion of the empire, no 
cr?.iriping of the generosity of any British do- 
minion, and' yet the scheme of defence can still 
be a connected whole. The question of arma- 
ments, in a word, must be considered not 
sporadically and independently, but as every- 
where one question. The British Empire has 
suffered enough in the past from a policy of 
unsystematic and unco-operative action to warn 



it in the future to ensure that imperial plans 

are harmonious and sympatheticiiJ^^'I?Qj; ensure 
this the various departments'-'bf ■'■imperial-"'de- 
fence must eventually converge and become, 
concentrated at one centre, unde rone author-^ 
ity. And that authority, as a natural corol- 
lary', must be an imperial authority. The 
proposition that the empire .should provide the 
men and money, and yet that one portion of 
the.'empire should control the policy and plans 
o£|vfai:>.,is .iUpgic^^ must in the end prove 
impibsSiDfe.-''''''^'' •• ••' - 

Need Imperial Treatment 

Besides the problem of imperial defence, 
there are many others which .call for imperial 
treatment. There are various subjects affect- , 
ing4a.bor,,comm?rce,,immigraU citizenship,: 
etc.-," and thet-e' are the many questtbris which 
engaged the attention of the premiers of the 
self-governing dominions at the last imperial 
conference. Surely, if the logical scheme is to 
be followed out, there should be some council 
of empire, charged with the care of these 
great questions which concern and concern 
collectively the whole British dominions. 

There are difficulties. The question of:' 
foreign affairs is one; the question of the 
maintenance and control of the army .and nayjr v 
isfanother; the question of repriesentatibn is'a'v 
third.' As to the first, I do not believe' it in- 
superable. The empire could agree to trust 
one man, as, indeed, it does now, with a deli- 
cate management, on its behalf, of an imperial 
foreign policy. The second point is more ser- 
ious. Here, however, unlike some of my 
friends, I do not doubt but that, were the 
question put fairly', and clearly to themj;the 
various portions .of ' the empire would come 
forward 'vyith their proportionate contributions 
in money 'or men ' to - imperial defence. And 
they would come the m orb readily were that 
problem to be really treated as an imperial'V 
one, and did they know that they had repre- 
sentatives to see that their wishes and needs 
found expression and received attention. As 
to the last question — that of representation on 
the imperial council — there democracy must 
make its own answer. Personally, I am ready 
to 'truS't the representatives of the British 
people of the empire as a whole to solve 
broadrriindedly and without petty squabbles, 
the great imperial questions which it would 
fall to their lot to consider. And since I have 
been in Canada I have been brought to won- 
der whether the da}' is so far distant when 
the predominant power in any such council of 
etjipire.. inight;^^ lie^,, ,vv.ith oneyvof' the ^daughters 
rather tfian- with' the rnbtlier 'country. How- 
ever this may be, let the framework Of the 
imperial scheme be completed; it will then 
abide, although the days which arc to come:, 
may sometime change its shape. 

Today the imperial constitution is a temple 
without a roof. The pillars stand firm and 
strong; but there is nothing to bind them. An 
imperial council would svu"ely prove a roof 
which would endure even the roughest 
weather. " - : r. .i^i-'t ■.;'-'.•: 4-^-=

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THE HOME GARDEN 

PLANTING LILY BULBS ; • 

UCGESjSsQr failure with lilittms de- 
pends largely on the plantin<; of th.c 
bulbs and the position in wiiicli they 
arc growing;. Tiio dcptli to plant is 
important. Some inilb.s root from 
the base of tiic stem above the 
bulbs, while others only produce roots below 
the bulbs. It is thus obvious that the stem- 
rooting kinds 'require to be planted; .deeper 
than the others. The size of the bulbs has also 
to be considered. There are between .seventy 
and cif^hty kinds of lilies, but aiinoiig'f thc 
number not more tiian twenty-five arc gcner- 
all}'' grown. Even those who nialce a si)ccial- 
ty of these plants find a difficulty in growing' 
a number of them. On the other iiand, some 
of them arc easy to grow, that is, given ordin- 
ary; .treatment. These include' L. bulbiferunj, 
ij. croceum (the Orange lily), L: datmcimi 
and L. tigrinum (the Tiger lily). All the 
foregoing make stem-roots; the tops of the 
bulbs should therefore be about 6 inches be- 
low the surface of the ground when planted. 
For the following kinds a dcptii of 3 inches 
will be sufficient: L. candidum (the .Ma- 
donna lily), L. chalcedonicum), L. Martagon 
;,'(the-Turk's-cap lily) and L. testaceum (the 
Nankeen lily). All the^above will thrive in 
ordinary garden soil. 'If it is naturally heavy 
and wet, it is advisable not to plant the 
bulbs quite so deep. To balance this the soil 
can be heaped up o\'er tlicni. Plenty of sand 
and leaf-mould mi.xed with the soil arc also 
beneficial to the plants. If the C.oldcn- 
rayed lily of Japan ( I^. auratum ) and L. spc- 
: xiostim arc grown, it is necessary to prepare 
'a light, sandy compost, preferably containing 
peat. Deep planting is rccjuircd, both of these 
being stein-rooting kinds. The present is a 
convenient time to plant most of the lilies, 
the principal c.xceiniou being the i\[adonna Idy 
(L. candidum). which already has the winter 
leaves abo\'e ground. Do not jdant in posi- 
tions exposed to the hot midday sun; on the 

■ pther hand, do. not put them, in odd,, densely- 
isHaded corners of the garden. Shelter can 
often be obtained by planting suitable plants 

■ in tiic Ijorders in close proximity to the lilies, 
so that about midday the foliage affords a 
certain aniou.nl of shade, lla^dng dug out a 
hole the recpiired depth. ])lacc a layer of sand 
Avhere the Inilbs are to be jdanted. Ciroups of 
four to six bulbs or more planted together 
■are' much prettier than single plants dotted 
along the border; 5 inches or 6 inches apart 
is a good distance to set out the bulbs, in a 
hole such as that illustrated on the next page. 
Place the bidbs on the sand, and cover with 
sand also. This keeps the Indbs dry. The 
hole is then filled up with ;oil. Place a stick 
in the centre of the grou]), so that the jm.-i- 
tion of the bulbs is readily ascertained, if 
necessary, before the growths appear above 

i-tlie. grqfliidi When lilies arc growing anti 
"flowering 'freely in a garden they should not 
'be disturbed. ^

' ' ' ' ■ A, Note on Lilies 

Lilies^are charming in masses in beds or 
in clumps in shrubbery borders. Whether 
they are grown in the open borders or in pots, 
a peaty soil should be given. It is ailvi:-al)!c 
to place a small quantity of sand around each 
bulb, and avoid overvvatcring. Except in na- 
turally dry soils, Lilinni auratum and some of 
the others should not be planted before spring. 
The bulbs may, however, be started in pots or 
boxes if required to be in Iiowcr as caily as 
possible, and the pots containing them piung- 

«ed below the surface of the soil in the b(jrder. 
'JThe heads and' also the individual blooms will 

!,,npt be quite as large, perhaps .as would .he the 
■ case if the bulbs were planted in the open bor- 
der. The pots should be kept in a cool frame 
(luring the winter months and frosts excludad 
by placing mats on the glass. As the ydimg 
stems grow in spring they will need the stip- 
])ort of .'.^talces. 

The White Lil.v ('I, ilium candidum) h. 
tpiite har<l3', and makes a good border plant. 
iWhere it is found necessary to lift and replant 
the bulbs, be sure that they arc not unduly ex- 

v,3iqsed to the drying effects of the atmosphere. 

' Tf the bulbs arc to be returned to the soil in 
the same quarter of the garden, bury thcni 
Avhile the ground is being dug and enriched 
for their reception. 

Lilium lancifolium in several varieties is 
also worthy of a ])lacc. L. auratum and L. 
Ilarrisii — the former known as the Golden- 
rayed Lily of Japan and the latter as the Ber- 
muda Easter Lily, producing spleiulid heads 
of pure white trumpet shaped flowers — arc 
nios^ffsatisf^ctpry, if grown in rich, dceply- 
treiich'cd soil: with a background of. shrubs. 
•Given thoroughly good cultivation the largest 
bulbs of Lilium aufitiuu will produce spikes 
bearing from nine to eighteen or more flowers, 
'which are svveetly ■scented.— A vbii. 



THE NANKEEN CILY 

This plant is well named the Xankccn Lily, 
IS the color of the flowers is of a clear, nan- 
keen tint not seen in any otlier. It grows' 
well wherever llic common L. candidmii is a 
.success, and when , well established attains a 
heigiit of 5 feet or 6 feet, with six or more 
flowers to a stem. The sweetly-scented flow- 
ers are produced towards the end of July, ami 
even the weaker bulbs bear two or three flow- 
ers on stems of yar;j^iog height \which much 



enhance the beauty of the clump. The petals 
are much reflexcd, as in the Turk's-eap Lilies, 
and the color gives a pleasing contrast with 
the bright red anthers. Its origin is rather ob- 
.scurc, but it is consideretl l.iy sonic authorities 
to be a hybrid between L. candidum and L. 
chalcedonicum... * 

■ ' -A NEW VIRGINIAN CREEPER 

(.Ampelopsis Lowi) ^ : 
It is always interesting to see a new addi- 
tion to a familiar family, and few gioups of 
plants are more so than the X'irginian Creep- 
er, of which V'eitchi is the best known. At 
a recent nccling of the Royal Horticultural 
v':^ociety, Messrs. 11. Low & Co., the well 
known nurseryman of .Enfield, showed a nov- 
elty. called';Ampelopsis: L^Qjvi.' - It is vcr^' grace-;' 

Iwo 
attributes which d'eserye 'specialVin^ 
warm purple coloring of the'- foliage arid "the 
fact that the growth '•' • • ' 
is self-clinging.

Veitch'.s ' Ampelop- ' 
sis. generally known 
as .\nipeIopsis \'eitchi 
(though botanists tell

for walls, cs|)ecially of 
dwelling houses, and . 
for sinn'iar .purposes. 
A great ])oint Jh 'fayo'c 
of this prettyfrtieipber , 
of the Vine family is 
its self-supporting na- 
ture, for, once plant- 
ed, the sucker-like 
discs at the points of 
the tendrils will at- 
tach themselves .ffirm- 
ly to any roughened 
surface.

HOW A PLANT SLEEPS 

.\ very interesting type of sleep mii\-ement 
in a i)lant occurs in the c;i.se tii the scnsilixe 
]-lant. The lca\-cs are so sensitive that ihey 
responci not liiily Id th.e presence or ;il)sence nf 
light, hut to mechanical, electrical, and chemi- 
cal stimuli. I'rom dawn till suiulowii the nmin 
l^eliole keeps sinking, the fall being very rajjid 
towards evening, when the secondary petioles 
also sink and become directed forward, while 
the leaflets close up. This is the night po.-i- 
tion, the lea\'es being then asleep. During the 
earl}' hours of the night the primary petiole 
begins to rise. .After midnight it sinlcs till it 
assumes the usual pdsition by day. and the 
leaflets are ready to wake with the dawn. The 
leaves, when fully expanded, will instantly 
close up if touched by the hand.

AN INTERESTING HARDY BULB THAT 
BLOOMS IN SEPTEMBER 

The great majority of hardy bulbs bloom 
in the spring, and the autunm-bloo!;ung species 
arc so few that they are doubly interesting. Wc 
• may mention V the quaint little flo\ver which the 
ijapiinfe^e tall toad-lily ( Tricyrtis hirta). Its 
flowers are about an inch across, and thickly 
spotted- with purple on a white ground. This 
genus is an outlying member of the lily family 
and differs from the common members of that 
family by reason of its season of bloom and the 
proniinent nectar sacs at the base of the three 
outer perianth segments. Moreover, it has a 
short rootstock which emits bunches of branch- 
ed fibres. , . , ■ , . . 

The toad-lily is a pcrennialf;!p{jmts;iw^ 
grows one to three feet high and is riTtheit- coiii- ' 
mon in the wobds of Japan. It sometimes 
Jjlooms so late that its 'flo'wei-s ar.e dcstro^^cd by 



grown outside in sheltered positions, if a few

Lilies, too; arc deserving of the 
most extensive plant in;;", as by a careftd selec- 
tion of species and \;irieties our gardens may 
be rendered fragrant and beautiful ]Tractic;illy 
from June tf> {)clM!)cr. The. first l.ily to (iinui 
i;; the eh.'irming I,. d.-i\'ui-icnm. This is ex- 
licuK'ly .-liowy wlui! phuiled in the ni-dinary 
niixc-d border, m- belter still in the shrubbery. 
Tiu-.-e gems nia_\- be. flowered early in June, 
when even at that |)rolific season they ha\-e 
low superiors amongst hartly plant.s. What 
(hivuricum ahd its varieties are . td the garden 
in early summer, L. specidsum and its varie- 
ties arc in the au'tumh, maiiy 'of theih lasting 
until October is w-ell advanced, .\nolher late 
l,ily is L. sulphurenm. though not (pule hardy. 

Certain sjjecies of Lilies take a long time 
lo get established, even in suitalde soils and 
amid congenial sui-roundings. .Such is un- 
doubtedly the case with ail the r\larla,gon 
kinds; ;uul lo this seetii.ni belong many of the 
gems of the genus. I,. monot!eli)lium (Syn. 
Szovitzianum) is one of the best of the group, 
flovveringr.early .and..showing,,considerabIe var- 
iation'. Yet how many are;'the'-c.omplaintsv,as 
to -itS' failingsi\"Efreqtiently';th^ ,di)es;! niJt 
flovver the first scas6ri,'biitVfhe:'diisp^ 
give the second, if left alone, will morx: than 
compensate for the disappointment. Each 
year the very large genus receives some addi- 
tions either in the form of species or varieties. 
The most recent noteworthy introduction is 
the very distinct I,, rubellum from Japan. 
This promises to be one of the hardy border 
kinds so geneniiiy useful, end therefore should 
have a bi.g followuig. It approximates to L. 
jai>onicuin (L. Krameri), and is of a beautiful 
pink the flowers being delicately fragrant. 

.\s the Lilinms are moisture-loving plants, 
while growing liberal supplies of water should 
be afforded hi dry .seasons, as well as a mulch 
of niariure. After the stems ' have all diec^ 



down naturally a thick mulch of cocoa-fibre 
refuse or other light covering should be placed 
round the bulbs to exclude fro.st, and this 
should not be removed until spring. 

Lilies make ideal pot-plants, and a few 
ahould always be grown as such. A very good 
compost for most of the varieties is two parts 
of fibrous loam, one part of fibrous peat, an(l 
one part of decayed manure, with plenty of 
sharp sand. Clean, well drained pots should 
always be used; but the size of pot and num- 
ber of bulbs to each will depend somewhat 
upon the variety. For instance, a large bull) 
of L. auratum would rec|uire an 8 in. pot; 
while in the same sized pot three or four bulbs 
o{. L. candidum would be none too many. 
When potting, the bulbs .should only be half 
covered ^yith soil, and the pots- only- two-thirds 
filled. 'Later oh, as rodts ' are fpriiied at the 
■ base of the stems, the pots may b(^<filled with 
a contposf of half loam and half-decayed man- 
ure. At. no time vvhile growing must the 
plants lack moisture, 
or the lower leaves 
will fall and the size 
jf the blossoms be 
materially reducetl. 
Diluted liqiiid manure 
is a great aid to grow- 
ing plants, and may 
be given freely at that 
period Less water 
should be applied af- 
ter flowering, and the 
bulbs be gradually al- 
lowed to ripen. When 
the stems are quite 
dead, re-pot the bulbs 
in entirely fresh sriil 
as abo\'e. Icecping 
them cool and moder- 
ately moist, increas- 
ing the supply of li- 
c|uid as new gro'vvth 
is made, and rigorous- 
ly keepin.e' tlown in- 
sect attacks. 

There is a very in- 
sidious fungoitl pest 
which asserts itself 
lre(]ucntly: it is pop- 
ularl}'- Known as the 
l.ily disease. The 
ciiaste ami beautiful 
L. candidum is the 
g r e: a^^^c^^ t sufferer, 
jhpughr^^.-if v by. no 
' * .' .'ij'iieaii!;' ' ^taii ds ' aldii e, 
'T^. a u r a I u m and 
L. umbellatum also 
being occasionally at- 
tacked. Shakinig the 
bulbs in a bag con- 
taining flowers of sul- 
phur has been recom- 
mended ; while sjiray- 
ing with liver of sul- 
phur, I 02. to the gal- 
lon of water, will also 
be useful in keeping 
the pest in check. 
In the Cardiocrinum group of Lilies we 
have two species L. cordifolium and L. gigan- 
teum. Of these, f.. cordifolium .should be 
.grown in pots; whilst giganlemn is hardy 
and a really ma.guificent i)lant when in blos- 
,-om. s<Hnetimes attaining a height of from 10 
leet to \z feet, (vr even more. It especially ilc- 
serx es a place in Ihe amateur's garden. 

In the Euiirion di\ision are f,. l.,ongifIoriim, 
L. 1. Il.'irrisii and L. 1. Takesirna. L. neilglier- 
rense. I,. |)Iiili|ipinense, L. W'alichianuin L. 
japonicum ( L. Krameri), L. j. Colchesteri '(a 
very fine variety, at first pale yellow*-, but af- 
terwards white), L. ncpalcnse, L. Parryi, and 
L. Washingtonianum. Of these L. candidum 
is (piite hardy, and will grow almost any- 
where, though it must not be too frcf|uently 
(lislurbed. It will also force very well in pots, 
if brought into flower by degrees, an}' undue 
Inisle b'eing injurious. To this section also be- 
longs the newly-introduced \,. rubellum. and 
the fragrant wliile-flov.-ered \,. Pnnvnii suit- 
able for either jjoIs (jr the bortler.

To the Archelirion group belong some 
magnificent species, indeed, some of the very 
best for the general gardener — L, Ilenryi, L.

It is a tall grower (six 
feet) very distinct as to color (deep yellow) 
and free, and for both habit and character will 
be found an acquisition. 

All the members of the Isolirion group arc 
practically hardy, and will succeed in almost 
any fairly sheltered situation having a rich, 
well drained .soil; they arc moreover dwarf 
and early flowering. L. clegans is occasional- 
ly seen in grand condition in pots, but, as 
stated, all may be grown outside. There are 
several well marked varieties like alutacenm, 
.Wallaceijt bicoJorj .yeiiustuni;, and Bat.emauu. 




Other species are as follow: L. philadelphi- 
curn, L. concolor, and its citron-yellow variety 
Coridion, L. bulbiferuin, L. Catcsbaei, L. cro- 
ceum, L. dauricum, and a few others.

HANDLING A BALKY HORSE 

11 K best manner of handling a balky 
horse always has been, and doubt- 
less will be, a matter of opinion. In 
most eases whipping does not give 
good results, but has a tendency to 
malce the animal more sulky. ]3alky 
horses are generally the result of ignorant, cruel 
or .rash treatment during the education (gener- 
ally' called breaking) of the colt. Surly, rash, 
ill-tiempered men, who expectVa:'colt- to know 
more' than themselves, are usuSlly' respoiisible 
for the balking habit in horses. And once the 
h:d)it has been contracted, it is vcrj' hard to 
check. Of course, colls vary greatly in dispo- 
siticju and pre-dis|iosilion. hence some are 
much more casilj' spoiled than others. A.t the 
same lime, it is seldom that a colt that has 
been kindly and intelligently handled during 
Ids first lessons, and that has been gradually 
taught to draw loads, makes a balkcr to ^the ' 
.jivcrage horseman. A man . whp. is cpmplfcUe^l i 
to do a certain amouiit of wdi'k with , a hpi-'ip • 
in a given lime must not have a balkcr. The , 
man who undertakes to cure a balkcr nutst ■ 
not be pressed for time. The balker must be 
tarcfully handled. In the first ])lace, the har- 
ness should fit w-ell, and the load should not 
be heavy. The driver must be able lo control 
his temper, and not have resource to the whip. 
When the h'.)rse balk,-;, he should be allowed 
to stand for a few minutes; if the load be 
quite heavy, it should be lightened. - The: at-., 
tehtion of the horse should be drawn' totspme- 
thing other than his- load. This may •be:';ddiie 
by giving him an apple, a little salt or oats';' or 
by tapping the shoe with a hammer, etc., and 
after a few minutes, if he is asked quietly to 
go on, it is ver)' probable he will do so. By 
kind and inlelligenl treatment for consider- 
able time, most balkei-s can be cured, and it 
is jjossible one may occasionalK' be met upon 
whom ]Minishment may have the desired ef- 
fect, but in most cases time and kind treat- 
ment are necessary. .An ill-tempered or pas- 
sionate inan should .-never undertake to cure a;, 
balker; while, on-'the other hand, if the horse" 
has been required to draw a heavy load, with- 
out sufficient education, he is very liable to 
become sulky, especially if he has sufficient 
anibiiiun. energy and spirit to make /a%odd 
iiorse. 

.Many people iiave many metliods of treat- 
ing balky hor.ses, such as pouring sand in his 
ears, filling the mouth with sand, .;lifting-~h,is 
foot and tapijing the shoe with -a- hammer,' it'c. 
There is no particular virtue in any pf' tbesc 
methods, and the habit of pouring sand, water, 
etc., into the ears is not only cruel, but dan- 
gerous. The fa\-orable action of any of these 
methods is obtained by di\-erting the attention 
of the horse from the load, and in many cases 
he will forget that he does not want to draw,, 
and will go on. If a person is unfortunate 
enough to buy a balky horse, or to make one 
out of a colt, he will have to exercise a great 
deal of patience to effect a cure. — Whip. 



The shelter irroljlem in cattle-feeding is of 
importance, since it influences matoriall}- Ihe 
cost of labor and other questions which aftect 
the cost of producing beef. Cattle should be 
protected during unfavorable seasons of the 
year, but the question is. What is necessaiy and 
sufficient lo give the animal comfort, and yet 
not overdo the thing? Too warm quarters are 
just as harmful to the health, and to the rate of 
gains, as not warm enough. There should be, 
however, sufficient protection so that the ani- 
mal will not need to use much more food for 
heat production to keep up the normal tem- 
perature of the body than is naturally radiated 
during the rapid assimilation of food. The ani- 
mal, after having been fed for beef for some 
time, has more or less fat distributed over the 
body just beneath the skin, and this gives add- 
ed protection. But when providing shelter the 

.animal must not be given uncomfortably warm 
quarters, because he v/ill lose appetite, become 
languid, and lose weight. Quarters for fatten- 
iiig cattle should be dry and well ventilated,

One hears a great deal about good hosts and host- 
esses., • "She. is such a splendid hostess!" is by no 
means an unusual compliment. But the qualities of 
a, good guest often go unrec'ognlzed.::.''3Cet jiow- im!- 
portant they are, how' much 'the guest :can . contribute 
to tho success of a party! 

No doubt a kind heart, an unselfish wish to pro- 
mote tho comfort of others, lies at the root of tho.se 
qualities which go to make the best best or guest. 
Without some such underlying motive, tho pleasure 
each bestows on tho other nui-st lack a quality which 
while it is dilllcult to explain, never fails to make 
Itself felt. At tho same time good feeling alone will 
not serve. A certain knowledge of the ways of tho 
world is desirable, though more, perhaps, in the host- 
ess than in tho guest. 

I suppose we have all heard the saying "Ii'exacti- 
•tudo est la politesse des rols," but It docfs^ not follow 
thE^t, we all practice', this politeness. In fact, many

F the navy in Nelson's day a vast 
amount has been written, ljut it is 
for the most part either in the pro- 
saie strain of offieial despatches or 
a variation on the rhetoric of Camp- 
bell's poetry, :says the Belfast Whig. 
We know a good deal abbut the' victories we 
w know all too little alsbut the" men who won 
■ them. Marryat in his novels, Jack Mitford in 
"Johnny Newcome in the Navy," and a few 
others have painted fascinatinq- pictnres of an 
officer's life, i)iU the lower deck has not been 
able to claim its "vates sacer." Life there did 
not make for the jirodnction of literature; men 
whose only jirivacy was the fourteen inches 
slccpint^ room allowed to each hammocic, who 
\verc driven from da\vn till midnight by the 
bosun and his starters, had neither the oppor- 
.]',timity to set down great thoughts nor the 
time to think them. To the majority it was a 
hard life, and a harder death, but there were 
some who rose superior to their fate, and 
amongst these was William .Richardson, whose 
reminiscences, ably edited by Colonel Spencer 
:^^,|Childers, fill a gap in tlic naval history oT the 
past, and show us how war apjieared to the 
;. men who fought the big guns under Nelson 
: and his captains. 

Richardson came of a seafaring stock ; his 
father had. been at the taking of Havana, and 
in his later days commanded a ship engaged in 
the Russian trade, while all the autlior's four 
brothers saw service in the na\y. He began 
early with trips on his father's boat from 
Shields to London, then as an apprentice he 
sailed to the Baltic, to Archangel, and to Bar- 
, bary. Tired of life on a collier, he joined in 
V 1790 >.as' fourth mate a ship called the .Spy, 
which 'was said to be ' bound on a voyage of 
. , discovery, but he soon found out her real ob- 
ject was slave trading on the Guinea coast. 
He professes dislike of the work, but on the 
; whole he takes it very philosophically, and 
one has an idea that his horror of it. was.- not 
as great as he would have us believe. There 
was naturally rough work on the coast, ' and 
h^e gives a life-like picture of a mutiny on a 
French slaver which a detachment of his crew 



we.rc"caUcd in to quell. After relating how 
the negroes.vv.ho had,l3rpken out of the hold 
armed "with billet^ pf wppd'^Vverc shot down to 
a man, he adds— ' ;, . j. 1 ' , , . ,.. .. 

"Our work: was not yiet done; , for ^heislaycs 
below were in a mutiny, knocking',. qtf' . their 
irons as fast as they could, but~ our 'captain, 
who had probably experienced such work^ 
before, knew how to manage them with the 
least danger to us. .Seeing an old sail dock, he 
ordered us to cover the gratings wiib it, and 
then knock the scuttles in close on each side of 
the ship to prevent the air from getting in to 
the 'tween decks to the slaves; this done, we 
loaded our muskets with powder, but insteatl 
of shot we filletl the barrels with cayenne pep- 
per, which is plentiful here; then fired'them off 
through the gratings into the 'tween decks, 
and in a few minutes there was stench enough 
from the burning pepper to almost suffocate 
them. This was the finishing blow. Thc_y 
called out for mercy, which was granted, and 
the sail was taken away, the scuttles opened, 
and the sl.ives let up two at a time and proper- 
ly secured." 

On his return from the expedition Richard- 
son was captured by the press-gang, but dis- 
charged after a short time, faring better than 
in his second adventure of the kind when seiz- 
ed at '','alcutta in 1793. His views on the jjre.^s- 
gang are strikingly like those of Voltaire, but 
he took his own hard lot,^Lth ' g^eat equani- 
mity. He had been traitlfed in a tough, school, 
and could lay claim to the qualities .of a ■'true 
bluejacket,, "with every liair a rope-yarn, every 
tooth a marlin spike, eVery finger a fish hook, 
and his blood right good Stockholm tar." ^'et 
even an optimistic temperament might have 
been dashed at the situation in which he found 
himself. 

".\11 my clothes were on my l.iack, and with 
an ol(l sih'cr watch and one rujice .... I 
had now, as it were, the world lo begin again, 
and a poor prospect I had before me. 1 had no 
bed, neither did I care for any, for my bone.s 
had got so hardened since I came to sea that I 
coujd sleep as comfortably on -a chest lid or . on 
the deck op the best bi^dMriithe ship, ,.,and, 
having only dne, shirt, I went Without wii,enf J- 
had to wash atici'dry it." '•• •' 

A man of that stamp was a welcome find 
to officers called on to drive seamanship into 
the heads of pressed "Jorcl mayor's men," j>r^_ 



offenders who had been given the alternative 
of serving, their. sentence or going; to . sea,,. and; 
Rlchardsorfsbon rose/out-of 'the ruck of fellows 
who worked with the .bosun'sirattan. as a.stim- 
uUts. He was made a tollman, then captain of 
the maintop, and inside four years received his 
warrant as a gunner. He had his fill of the 
hard work that fell to the lot of the British 
bluejacket during the revolutionary wars, and 
learned by sad experience what it meant to 
shepherd a straggling convcjy in Atlantic gales, 
to chase French and Spanish privateers, to en- 
gage in cutting-out expeUuions, to be cheated 
by rascally prize agents, t(5 have his gums swell 
over his teeth with scurvy, and to go through 
a fever epidemic in the West Indies that killed 
so many of the crew that not enough able- 
bodied men werfe left on board to heave her 
stern round to the wind "that the sea breeze 
might blow through her." Through it all his 
cheerfulness never deserts him, and those who 
base their ideas of the sailor of that period on 
the grog-swillin,g, cutlass-waving ruffian of 
melodrama might study his i)a,ges with profit. 

Jlis comments on the great ex'ents liajipen- 
iug about him ;ire shrewd and to the point. lie 
was a caustic critic of na\'al administration, 
and throughout his whole career jirotested 
against the brutal .system of fiogging that was 
then part of the everyday routine on board the 
navy. A callous subject who had often receiv- 
ed what the sfiilors used to call "a red-checked 
shirt" at the gangway has left it on record. that 
it . was nothing biit' an O and a few O ray 
Gods, and then'-you""can put on your coat" ; but 
Richardson takes a more serious view, and 
states he had alwaj'S found seamen grateful 
for good usage, and "whenever 1 hear of a mu- 
tiny in a ship 1 am much of the o|)inion of Ad- 
miral Lord Collingwood, who said it must be 
assinedly.the fault of the captain or his of- 
ficers." 

Captains in the eighteenth century wielded 
a ])ower that few men were fit to be trusted 
with, and, though Richardson escaped such ty- 
rants as Pigot of the Ilermione, who made a 
practice of flogging the last topman down, he 
had some very cranky subjects to deal with. 
Qn& young gentleman, made a post captain by 
influence at nineteen, "^endeavo'red to instil 
sanctitv by a penalty of eight lasiics for nn 
oath i another prefaced ever\' punishment by a 
speech to the men, teljing tliem that when the 



war was over they would get their pay and 
discharge aiid ibe ; able- to see th eir : .-.wivcs-jand 
faiiiilies. "f>am"n hini,''. Jlie ^ siilors ' woidd 
say, "don't we know; that ks well as himself?" 
Perhaps the most curious pei-sbnality he serv- 
ed under was Sir Richard Straclian. Ricliard- 
son was gunner aboard his flagship the Caesar 
at th.e big fight in the Bay that ended in the 
capture of four French ships of the line that 
had managed to escape from Trafalgar, and he 
has left us a graphic narrative of the encoun- 
ter. It was a grim bit of work, the French 
fighting till their two seventy-fours were to- 

. tally dis^masted and their eighty-fours had only 
fore and mizzen masts standing, their totdl of 
killed and wounded running up to Well over 

) 700. A human touch is added to the account 
by Richardson's d'escription of two powder- 
monkeys who had a dispute ever a cartridge in 
the thick of the action, and promptly settled 
the matter by a boxing match while the French 
broadsides were- banging into the ship. It is 
an illuminating comment on Admiralty meth- 
ods that medal's for this action were not pre- 
sented till forty-four years after it was fought. 

".Mad Dick," as Straclian was called in the 
fleet, read the prayers himself to the ship's 
company aftei- the battle. The effect was ra- 
ther s]3oiled, however, when he denounced 
them a few hours later asi. "damned mutinous 
rascals," and the bluejacltets summed him up 
epigramatically by saying "when he swore he 
meant no harm, and \vhen he prayed he mearit 
.no good." He was certainly an autocratic old 
gentleman, ss his summary method of keeping 
a convoy from straggling by firing shottecl 
guns at them would prove. ' He threatened the 
same high-handed course with vessels of his 
own fleet for failing to keep station, and on 
one occasion ordered Richardson to fire into 
the St. George b}' Ava\' of impressing on ■ her 
the necessity of sticking to her place in the 
line. Keeping station is still a trial on the 
navy, but the modern admiral would hardly 
venture to school his captains with live shell. ^ 
Richardson.;seryed. with Stopford on board 

. the Caesar at the Basque Roads when that .er- 
ratic genius Cochrane went in to biir'n out the 
French ships. He ha,d .a jgreat dpi to ,dp;^ith 
the fitting but of the fireshipS, ,'biit?got little 
thanks for his pains, while the c'ommissioned 
rallies reaped a rich reward. . ; ' ■ 

"Such (he adds) is the encouragement that 



wai^rant. pf fibers nieet with in the navy. If an 
action . is , fought, thpuigh; they .have the; princi- 
pal duty 'to dbiii i?^:'th6y-^afe'^eMp^ 
ed in the captain's letter; while^^ie,gi^ii^:s^,^ 
doctor, and boys of nudshipmeh'|'^*ife??jBfi:^Stly:;

That was a quite legitimate grumble, for 
between the commissioned and \varrant ranks 
there was a great gulf fixed, a hint of which 
may be gleaned from old Sir Peter Parker's 
address to his seamen : — "By the god of war 
I'll make you touch your hats to apmidship--- 
man's coat if it's only hung on a.br'ootnsfick^tp 
dryi" Though he might growl, RiclVarSsphJ^eiir 
jqiyed his lilt ^n, the navy to the full, an<i,_thie 
■best proof of/this is his manly and inspiri'n^ 
book. In spite of salt junk and weevily bis- 
cuits, and the hardships of close on forty years 
at sea, Ivichardson lived to malce old bones, 
dying at last at the patriarchal age of ninety- 
seven, and, luckier than most of his comrades, 
he has left behind him in these pages an en- 
during memorial.

Policy of the Navy League 




^'^.E have received from the Navy 
League, says the .London Stand- 
ard, a copy of the following reso- 
lutions, which define the policy 
of the league as approved by the 
Executive committee: — 

1. To draw attention to the fact that no 
member of the government has yet pledged 
himself to the two-power standart' as meaning 
a 10 per cent, margin above the two strongest 
])owcrs in large armored ships. It should be 
the object of the Navy League to draw from 
the •gpyernment a clear statement of the stan- 
i dard they are working to (a) in order that the 
-public may judge if the standard is adequate; 

(b) in order that Ave rnay see if the standard is 
being adhered to in practice. 

2. That it is inadvisable for the FSritish 
Navy to have a lower standarti as to the jieriod 
at which Ijatt lesliips, cruisers, and flestro)'ers 
fall obsolete than that of its principal naval 
rival. 

3. That the government should take into its 
serious and immediate consideration the large 
number of jirotected cruisers and torpedo craft 
which are falling obsolete, especially if the 
German standard of obsolescence is used, and 
should include in their future programme ade- 
quate provision to replace them. 

4. That it is misleading to, include in the 
Dilkc return a number of vessels which are not 
being maintained, and which are not available 
until some time after war bi-eaks out. (The 
Dilkc return is the only annual return given to 
parliament and the public.) 

5. That our, re(|uirements should be worked 
out as near as possible for a period of four 
years, and regular programmes entered upon, 
so as .to enable contracts to be placed better, 
more regular employment given, and standard- 
isation of ships and stores obtained. 

, 6. To bring pressure to bear upon the front 
-Opposition bench to obtain a day for discus- 
sion bf4heshipbui{dii'ig policy of the govern- 
ment during the/autitmn session. The Navy 
League desires to draw attention to the unwis- 
J-om of relying on superior rapidity of building, 
in view of such examples of ships not yet in 
commission as If. M.S. Defence and 1 1.AI.vS. 
Lord Nelson, of t'ae year 190.1 [jrogrannnc, and 
the armored cruiser Invincible, wliich ought to 
have joined the. Home fleet in May and will 
not be in commission this year. The destrov- 
ers H.M.S. Afridi and H.M.S. .Cossack, belong- 
ing to ,1906 programme, have ' not yet' done 
iheir trials. That the Navy League, while 
recognizing that it has not sufficient evidence 
at its dis])osal in reference to, the very large re- 
duction in the votes in recent years both for 
army ami na\y, for gmis, projectiles, annnn- 
nition, torpeiloes, and gun-cottou, desires lo 
draw attention to these large reductions, and 
to the desirability of. parliament being^urnish- 
cd with an cxplaniition. ' -.' j' 



7. That the Navy League should call atten- 
tion to the failitre of the Admiralty to carry 
out their policy as to the number of ships away 
from any of the fleets at any one time, and of 
the memorandum of October" 23, 1906, that in 
tlie event of a ship requiring an extensive refit 
(defined as o\ er 30 working days in a previous 
memorandum), she should he replaced by a 
shij) from ilic lionio fleet. 

The following arc copies (if memoranda re- 
ferred to in paragraph 7: — 

■ In December, 1904, an cjfficial circular was 
issued to all ships stating that "Not more than 
two battleships are tc be absent at any one 
time from the Channel fleet for the purpose of 
refit or of visiting their home port for leave. . 
. . . such refit is to be governed by the con- 
dition that these ships are to he ready for sea 
in cases of en.icrgency at four clays' notice, im- 
less their lordships' si^ecial permission is ob- 
tained for any longer period, when tlie desira- 
bility of turnin,g over the crew to another \ es- 
sel will i)e considered, and it will be carried out 
if the refit will take more than 30 -working 
days. The same procedure is to be adopted 
with regard to armored cruisers. Not more 
than one at a time is to be detached from any 
squadron for refit." 

In a memorandum entitled ".\rrangcnienls 
consequent upon the lv.edisiribution of the 
Fleet," issued on .March 15, 1906 (No, -'430), 
the following ap|)earetl : — "Orders has-e been 
given tliat. as a rule, not nujre thrui one large 
armored vessel of a fleet or squadron is to be 
under repair in dockyard hands at one time, so 
as to ensure the various fleets and squadrons 
being kept always at their effective strength 
and ready for instant service." 

In the memorandum of October 23, 1906, it 
was again stated that: "Any vessel in the three 
sea-going fleets requiring an extensive refit 
will he re])laee(l temporarily by a ship of the 
Home h'leet." (.\n extensive refit in a prev- 
ious memorandum was defined as more than 
30 working days.) 

On November 30, 1905, the Admiralty issued 
a memorandum calling attention to the fact 
that the Channel Fleet consisted of 17 battlc- 
shiijs and 6 armored cruisers, the Atlantic of 
8 battleships and 6 annorcfl cruisers, and the 
.Mediterranean of 8 battleships and 4 armored 
cruisers, and stated as follows: "Refits.- — The 
following procedure with regard to refits has 
been adopted: each ship in commission will 
be in dockyard hands for a period- hot. exceed- 
ing 40 days m year. Not more than tlirec; bat- 
tleships are to be absent at any one time from 
the battleships of the Channel Fleet foj- the 
ptirpose of refit or of visiting their home, port 
for leave purpo.ses, and only one b.ittleship 
at a time from the other battle fleets. Such 
refit is to be governed by tlie condition that 
these ships are to be ready for sea if called 
upon at four days' notice, unless permission is 
specially obtained for any longer period from 



the First Sea Lord, who is the member of the 
board primarily responsible for the fighting 
efficiency of the fleet and its instant readiness 
for war; in this case the desirability of turn- 
ing over tlie crew to another \essel will he 
considcretl by him. The same i)rocedure is 
atlopted '.vith regard lo armored cruisers, not 
more tlian one at a time being detached from 
any fleet or scpuulron." 

On October, 23. 1906, the circular was issued 
distributing the fleet into the Channel Fleet 
of 12 battleships, artd the Nore Division of the 
Home Fleet,- Atlantic and Mcditerranerm 
Fleets, each of six battleships, and intimating 
that more vigorous conditions would obtain.

REINFORCED CONCRETE BRIDGE 

The highway briilgc aross the Wabash 
river southwest of Huntington, Indiana, was 
replaced in 1907 by a reinforced concrete 
bridge of two spans of 105 feet each. Each 
span consists of a sli.ghtly distorted ;irch hav- 
ing a rise from abutment sprinj.;ing of crown of 
eighteen feel. 'J'he springings at pier, how- 
ever, are four feet hi.gher. making the rise for 
the half of arch adjacent the pier fourteen feel. 
The footings are in hard pan at a depth of four 
feet below the river bed, one abutment backing 
against the old stone abutment of the former 
wooden bridge. This abutment is shortened 
to twelve fect,^ while the other has a base of 
twenty-two feet. The pier is six feet thick at 
s])ringings and seven feel at base, the pressiu'c 
on its foundaliiMis exceeding nine Ions ])er 
scpiare fool with no, indications of settlement. 

The bridge contains 850 cubic yards of con- 
crete and .seven and a half tons of 3-4-in. steel 
rods for reinforcing.

The Journal dc Geneve relates -the history 
of one of Senor Sarasat'e's most valuable vio- 
lins. It was the property in the years gone by 
of a Genevan blacksmith whose forge was in 
the Corraterie. .\ traveller who could not oth- 
erwise pay for the shoeing of his horse had left 
it with him in liquidation of the debt. The 
blacksmith attached no value to it. He had 
only accci)ted it because he could obtain pay- 
ment for his professional services in no other 
form ; and he hung it up on ,- the., wall ,'ind 
thought no more of it until the arrival, many 
years afterwards, cf another horseman, M. 
lioissier, who was also a violinist and a collec- 
tor of violins. He asked M. Boissier to,- buy 
the instrument from him at his own price. or 
else to find him a pin-chaser. M. Boissier car- 
ried it away, scraped off the smoke, dhscovered 
the Stradivarius mark — and did not defraud 
the blacksmith. On his death it was sold to 
the Parisian dealers Claud Bcrnardel, from 
^whpm Sarasate actpiired it.

M^i 'It- '^ne time or another held office in 
l-m^^ the civil service shows that < there 
are some hicky ihdivlduals'who have 
been drawin.g pensions since the 
fifties. The civil service pensioners draw be- 
tween them £644,016 a year, and the amounts 
vary from the £1.700 received by retired am- 
bassadors like Sir Horace ]\umold and Sir 
h'-dmund Monson down to the £1 2S. 6d. a 
year received 'oy .Mr. E. !Moran, apothecary 
lo Dublin Castle, whose office was abolished 
in 1874. ' " *• ■■ 

The ages to which some of these pension- 
ers live is astonisliing. Men who retired on 
the ground of ill-health or old age back in the 
fifties still draw their annual stipend. There 
is one man named W. Learmonth, who ap- 
pears to ha\-e inherited a pension which be- 
gan six years before he was born. lie was 
Lord Chancellor's messenger in the. Supreme 
Court of Judicature, and the entries ■ against 
his name are: "Retired at twenty-seven; 
cause, abolition of fees; pension commenced 
on Jan. n, 1832, succeeded to compensation 
May 6, 1865." This individual also draws 
,£47 I2S., as a "coMunutation annuity," and 
since 1879 another £24 3s. as ,-i "commuta- 
tion amuiity" from the National Debt Com- 
missioners. 

Then there is a .Mr. h'rctl. R. liraiule, whose 
office as moneyers' apprentice in the Royal 
Mint was abolished in 1851,. when he was 
twenty-two. He has drawn £150 a year com- 
pensalion allowance since then, or £8,550 in 
all. P>ut as well as this, I\Ir. B/rande i)ut in 
forty-four years' service as a clerk in the Mint 
and retired in 1891 at the age of 61, with a 
jiension of £311 2s. 2d. a year, his salary 
liaving been £466 13s. .id. 

There was another nineteen-year-old money- 
ers' apprentice named Henry Finch when the 
office was abolished in 185 1. He, too, draws 
£150 a year. 

W. i\L Carpcndale, a clerk in the National 
]")ebt office, retired in 1854, at the age of 28, 
on the grouufl of "ill-health." H.c still draws 
a pension of ,-£32 a year. 

A curious pensifin granted in the same year 
is that under the heading of "Slave trade ser- 
vices" to a storekeeper at St. Helena, who 
still draws £43- a year because his -office was 
abolished. . ' 

Since 1862, Henry Mills, formerly fewer 
turnkey at the old Queen's Prison, has drawn 
£4 9s. 9d. becau.se his office was abolished. 

Inithe report there are numerous instances 
of men who retired thirty and forty years ago 
on the ground of ill-health still draViilg' their 
pensions. An instructor in mat-making at 
Pentonville Prison has drawn £22 18s. iid. 
a year since 1866. An inspector of fisheries 
has drawn £367 a year since 1867. 

The great majority of (he prison pension- 



ers seem to have retired because of bad health, 
and there are hundreds of cases given in ithe 
BJue-book. , . , ' ' 

'. 'When the tolls on Chelsea Bridge were done, 
away with in 1879, J. J. Browning, the collec- 
tor, was given a pension of £17 is. 2d., wdiich 
he still draws. 

A very large pension that has been paid for 
many years is that to Sir T. G. Fardell, M.P.;. 
for North Paddington, whose office as Regist-{ 
rar in the Bankruptcy Court was;, abolisl^ed; 
ill 1872, when he was 38 years old/ 'He' Mid- 
office, for four years at a salary of £1,000. 
His compensation, allowance has been £666 
13s. 4d. a year for the last thirty-six. years, or 
£24,000 in all. . ■ - I • •. 

Another active pensioner is Sir Courtenay 
Ilbert, the Clerk of the House of Commons, 
whose salary is £2,000 a year. He draws 
£1,000 a year pension in respect to the office 
of Parliamentary Counsel, which he held for 
fifteien years. • \: 
'.'The names of a riumbei- of ' pehsiotfefi" atr'c 
given .whose service in office ranged , from 
thirty years to the forty-seven years of O. May, 
a laborer at I ktmi)ton Court, who, retired , at 
the age of 74, and the fifty-fivc>.-years': of- 'a 
l^ritish ?iluseum attendant.

"Walter Harvey faced a cold fact on tho evening 
of his return to Thorpe Academy — he was a coward, 
mentally and jihysically.

()n]y five mlntites before he liad felt a gn-at ner-

In 
baseball games at Thorpt; ills steadiness in tin- liox 
ha<i been an insiiiratioii to more than one victor.v.

knew him as ii "nervy bii.v." and always his' faliuu- 
had said: 

"Walter litis more courage than either of his oidi-i- 
brothers, and almost as much as tho two put to- 
gether;" 

'This reptitatlon, gained more, perliaps, hec,-iu;e as 
a' youngster, ho would go aloiu- t.i lied In the darlc, 
when hi^ brothers would not, had never left him. 
Tho praise which he got then, though he know tliat 
he feared many things on those nightly trips, had 
kept him from showing or fjdmlttlng fear afterward. 
Yet to-night ho was honest with himself.. 

"If I should ever meet a real danger, I'd probably 
faint away like a nervous old lady." 

He did not know, as brave men do, that cowardice 
is more a matter of action than feeling; ho didn't 
realize that the bravest deeds In tho world's history 
liave been done by men whose hearts pumped and 
knees shook while thoy made their names famous. 
The oourago that, overcomes the desire to run, that 
can wait for ,, the unknown and the terrible, when 
every fiber of; the body I.s tense, with fear— that was 
not courage' to h.j mind, but docnptlon like his. And 
yet he could not remember that nny of his fe;irs had 
ever come true.

While climbing in the Canadian 
A'ockies this July, a member of the 
American Alpine club claims to have 
made tiic intimate acquaintance of a 
Rocky.' niountain goat, a creature ex- 
treme// tlifficult to approach both by reason 
of {Wearsomeness and by its dexterity as a 
ciini^^t" among the inaccessable crags. Mr. 
Co/i'Stock reports as iollows; 
'. '^Vlyself and three compa'nions were crossing 
f/ie glacier of an as yet unnamed and nn- 
clinibed peak at the head of Gold river, a tri- 
iiitary of the Columbus in the. Selkirk regions, 
■ivheii wc noticed beyond us on the sky line of 
:lhe peak's" areie several goats'. : They disap- 
peared as we approached. JIa'ying attahied the 
summit of our peak 'three' of its were engaged 
in building a stoneman or cairn as testimony 
of our success. 1 myself lay upon the wind- 
swepit rocks on the arete a short distance be- 
.:.;lp,iy the summit. Tlje ridge fell abruptly out 
"of sight spme forty feet beyond us. While 
thinking of . flotliing in particular I noticed apr 
preaching, rising into view at the point where 
the ridge' dropped away, one of the goats we 
had previously seen. I kept perfectly still as 
1 hough inanimate and to my astonishment the 
old goat continucfl leisurely approaching nic 
until finally his very next step would have 
brought him itpon me and I was looking into 
his eyes from a distance of not three feet. 
Meantime I was puzzled as to what to do. My 
camera was not at hand nor had I any fire- 
arms, even if I had had the illegal desire to 
slay Billy out of season. Not' wishing to be 
walked over I raised ni}' arms and }clled 
'boo' to him. ^^'ith great surprise, but not 
greatly alarmed, he ran some feet backward 
then stopped and looked- again. I shouted to 
my deaf companions to bring a camera. At 
ibis the goat ran a yard or two further, hesi- 
tated and then disappeared over the ridge. 

"1 am sorry now I did not grab his fore- 
legs and have a struggle with him. I ask the 
sporting editor, could 1 have held him till my 
companions might have brought me assist- 
ance? ' -V

( A^ Mountain, Climber's Outing in IBiritish, 
Columbia 

The idea of climbing a virgin peak,jiriid that 
the highest of the Selkirk range, was very fas- 
cinating, writes B. S. Comstock in Rod and 
Gnu in Canada. Xlt. Sanford is its name — 
l)aptized such from a distance, of twenty-five 
miles, b}' the head of Canada's topographical 
survey. By triangulation found to stand 11,654 
feet above sea level. 

Mow to reach it was a cpiestion. By pack 
lio.rse up, .Six Mile creek, over a tract .for. a 
cldzeii miles to the head of Six Mile creek val- 
ley, thence with packs on human back down, 
down for 3,000 feet into Gold river valley by 
no trail whatever, but thrpugh the Sclkirlc 
limbcr and brush. What ,Saint Icnows about 
llic Selkirk tinil)cr and brush and doesn't 
swear? Thorny devils — club, alder thickets, 
fallen timber submerged in the rankest and 
densest vegetation with swarms of ravenous 
mosquitoes not to be unrcckoned with. Hard 
work enough if on the lcv6l, but tenfold more 
so if climbing up or down with a forty pound 
])ack on your back. When you .get down into 
Gold ri\'cr valley then comes the question of 
cro.ssing tiiis terrible stream in .l\il_v, when its 
waters are swollen with nieliing snows. 
Doubtful even if the three feet in diameter 
,trees can be felled successfully to hold against 
Stich raging torrents of rolling waters. 

Another possible Avay is by canoe down the 
Golunibia for twenty-five mile.Sy thence for a 
couple of miles up Gold river, thence landing 
our canoes, on foot up Gold river valley for 
perhaps fifteen' miles of brush work. A trap- 
per's trail may help us foi- a mile or two. 
There's your dilemma, a peak some twenty- 
five miles away with that much Selkirk brush 
and timber between you, and no knowing from 
„what point it is climbable. Just that lack of in- 
■fbrmation is what stumped us, v/ith our limited 
time. We took our chance of climbing it b}' 
the southeastern ridge nearest the Columbia 
river; and we discovered at the end of the 
Aveek when we had come fairly close to our dif- 
ficulty from the top of an adjacent peak that 
iclirnbing from '.the. edge was out of the ques- 
tion. It took more than one leconnoitering of 
the Mattcrhorn befpre ,■ that peak succumbed 
and I believe the difficulties of one sort or 
another are quite as great with Mt. Sanford. 

We slepi on Cohinibia's strand the first 
niglU. iCariy in the morning strolling toward 
each other a coyote and m3'self, he perhaps 
thinking- of his breakfast absent mindedly, 
were mutuaUy^.surp.rised. .1, saw him first and 
yelled at him' sonie 'fifty feet away. The wild 
ones are>seiHpt^^^^ for their arch enemy 

in this' region. . ^Hc was better off than a 
mother grouse who a few days later flew 
with fierce voice and ruffled feathers, peck- 
ing at the legs of our trapper. Unfortimatcly 
for iier, nur larder Avas too bai-c of dainties 
to enable us to resist punishing her impertin- 
ence; her brood,, .-vyere old enough tO; go 
motherless. 

We .^11]) down the swift cool current of 
the Cohmibia. Its shores arc irregular, heav- 
ily timbered with spruce, cedar, hemlock ami 
Douglas fir. {3now sunnnits of higher Rockj^s 



on the east and Sclkirks on the west aj)pear 
over the dark forested foot-hills; while north- 
ward the river itself seems to end at the 
base of a group of white mountains. 

Arriving in a few hours at the mouth of 
Gold river quite a different proposition con- 
fronted us. Now foria paddle and' pole and 
puU with the oarsyfor a^cbujjle of miles up 
stream searching for the eddies and slower 
waters along the shores. " By four o'clock we 
had left our canoes and cached part of our 
grub and had already made a couple of miles 
up the valley with our packs on our backs, 
and had reached ri trapper's deserted log cabin. 
Withiri. and having quickly closed its door, 
by making a smud.gy fire and filling the in- 
terior with smoke we smothered some of the 
mosquitoes, not to speak of ourselves, and 
here we spent the night. 

The next three days were stru.qgles through 
the brush, gradually ascending, finally emerg- 
ing above the timber line close to a high and 
difficult two-hprned peak which we named 
Mt. Taurus. Frem its twin summits poured 
a tremendously broken glacier extending its 
icy mass considerably below us in the valley. 
Our drinking and cooking water at this pcjint 
we got from a snow drift, but the mosquitoes 
still pursued us at night. We spent the 
afternoon reconnoitering upon the arete which 
leads to this peak. 

The day following we ascended a peak 
somewhat less difficult than Mt. Taurus which 
we named Cornice mountain, from the im- 
mense snow cornice wdiich overtops its 
glacier and which we think furnishes a large 
part of the glacier's neve or store house of 
snow and ice. From the summit of this Mt. 
Cornice we behold our Mt. Sanford risin.g 
about two thousand feet higher and still much 
beyond us. ^ ^ . ■ 

Quite impossible of ascent from this side. 
To reach its summit Ave must descend far 
down into the valley, follow to its source, 
out of sight, another tribut.-i.ry strcani, until, 
some six or eight miles distant, ^\■e had 
reached the further side of the mountain. We 
surmise that an ascent thence is possible, but 
for us to accomplish it Avill mean a Aveek 
longer in time and more grub than Ave have 
in our packs. 

Alpine CHmbing Accidents 

The second accident in the history of the 
sport of niountain climbing in British Co- 
lumbia befell a member of the Canadian Alpine 
club this past summer. A young lady from 
a town in Alberta, attending the annual can-iji 
at the club, was descending ^ft. Avalanche 
Avith three companions, _ one of whom was 
an amateur guide. Mt. Avalanche is about 
10,000 feet in height. Its upper part is some- 
Avhat sharply serrated. On its northern side 
it bears a small glacier. Its rockE"are, char- 
acteristically of these peaks, friable unreli- 
able and for the climber untrustworthy. It is 
not, however, what may be termed a difficidt 
peak. It seems the party arrived at a bossc 
of rock from the top of which there Avas a drop, 
of seven or eight feet to, a coidoir of snow. 
The guide halted the pai'ty^ and prepared to 
assist the young lady from the top of the rock, 
asking her to await his readiness. Seeing the 
snow below and thinking to .glissade or slide 
down its steep, soft surface and believing his 
aid unnecessary she sprang; Avith self-confi- 
dence from her position before he could leml 
his hand. Instead of remaining nitright Avhen 
she lit, her feet slipped from beneath her 
and she rolled down over the thirty feet of 
snow, then sAviftly over a steep'turf, thence 
over a shelf of rock and still further for a dis- 
tance of several hundred feet almost preci- 
pitously. Just after junipin.g, and as she felt 
iierself slipping, she stretched forth her hand 
for aid, with a nervous and pathetic smile 
upon her face. The guide caught her fin- 
gers only. No cr^' came from her lips and 
it is surmised she fainted from fear before 



licr injuries brought death or unconsciousness. 

A lesson which may not be neglected for 
an instant Avithout imminent peril in climbing 
the high peaks of the Rockies is that of care 
in Avell testing one's hand-hold or fop.t-lVpld. 
The rock of these mountains has become'-'rot- 
ten by- the intense f extremes of temperature 
and the intertnittent changes betAveen fi'ost 
and heat; this is trii^'in a much greater de- 
gree than in the Alps*'and makes rock climl)- 
ing west a dangerous pastime for the care- 
less. 

The Canadian Alpine club camps for a Aveek 
of each July at different points adjacent to 
high peaks. Here prevails the good felloAV- 
ship of men and women possessing a compion 
passion for mountain climbing. Aroiuul the 
camp fire at evening the varied adventures 
of the hard day's sport are lived again. It 
is the fashion, however, among expert climb- 
ers to make light of difficulties and to see 
dangers only most rarely, it is left to the 
novice tp romance about both. To the ex- 
pert Avhat is actually dangerous, seldom comes 
to a climber and is generally defined as an 
element outside of human control, like the 
po.'^.sible fall of an impending snow cornice 
or the jxassagc of a .gullcy down which rocks 
are constantly shooting. What is actually 
subject to human control, like a secure hand- 
hold or foot-hold, does not constitute danger, 
however many thousand feet you may be 
standing above the valley beloAV. This means 
that a good nervous system ami freedom from 
dizziness are indispensable and go without 
saying among experts. Lady members of the 
clul), of course, don trousers. .V rivalry exists 
between them in the matter of first ascents. 
It is possible, we fear, that pride may have 
led some of these fair ones to overdo things 
, arijj climb beyond the wis.e limitations of their 
strength and condition; The Avriter believes 
that some of them may have receiA'cd in their 
strenuous work physical injuries not inune- 
diately visible, but Avorkin.g damage to their 
future good health. Discretion is especially 
called for in the putting forth by Avomcn of 
more than ordinary powers of strength and 
endurance. .'f 

, The mountains of 'British Columbia. Avhile 
like the Alps in many respects, differ in their 
greater wildness and savagery, in their dark- 
er forested valleys and in the many blue 
or emerald colored glacial lakes of Avhich 
Switzerland and Tyrol ha\-e none similar. The 
next annual camp of the club will be at Lake 
O'Hara than 'which thcf^ls none iii the vyprld 
more beautiful . nor sef-m^a grander' 'environ- 
ment. • • ' !>.) ''. 

The three annual camps already held have 
proved so successful that these gatherings Avili 
certainly grow in numbers and the work done, 
althou.gh of an excellent chaiacter from the 
first, become luore truly that of mountaineer- 
ing in the highest sense. The club members 
are likely to distinguish themselves in riCAV 
endeavors and to add to our knOAvlcdge of 
Canada's Avonderful mountains. No one who 
ha.? been present at one of these camps can 
doubt the future of the club Avhose mem- 
bers have already shoAvn such fine spirit in 
arduous work.

The second part of -.-olume one of the Can- 
adiaii Alpine Journal' was published in time to 
be distributed to those members who attended 
the third annual camp at Rogers Pass, B.C., 
in July of the present year. Doubtless there 
are many others who Avill be interested in this 
ncAV addition to Canadian Alpine literature and 
Avill welcome the appearance of a second part 
maintaining the high standard that Avas ap- 
parent throu.ghout the first issue. 

In form and arrangement the same style 
that distinguished number one is followed In 
number t\vo. that is, the number is divided 
into sections including the Mountaineering, 
Scientific, Miscellaneous and Official, the lat- 



ter containing^ records that may some day 
proA'e valuable aids in Avriting the story of 
the club. 

The Mountaineering section opens Avith a 
. paper by . Mr^iEri;P|:V^^ on Three At- 

tempts on Pinriacie in the course of Avhich he 
describes three separate unsuccessful efforts to 
scale'that difficult mountain. The story of the 
First A.scent of Mt. Garibaldi is told by Mr. 
i\. T. Dalton and A. Day on Sir Donald by 
Mr. Frank W. Frceboni, Avho tells of his OAvn 
and Miss Jean Parkes' fine climb. An expe- 
dition to Lake O'Hara is told about by Mr. R. 
L. Clisan — an e.xpecLition which involves 
mountain climbing of no mean character, the 
scenic views, however, Avell repayilig- all ef- 
forts. 

In the Scientific section some exceedingly 
able papers are to be found. Professor Cole- 
man writes of The Causes of Mountain Forms 
in the Canadian Rockies; Dr. Charles Wal- 
cott, Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution 
on .Mount Stephen Rocks and Fossils; and 
Professor William Hittell Shcrzer, of Allchigan 
State College, on The Nature and Activity of 
Canadian Glaciers. Even the general reader 
Avill be well repaid by'£i perusal of these 
articles. 

Botanic al papers are contributed by Mrs. 
Julia W. ! ienshaw and Mrs. Mary T. S. 
Schaffcr, the former on The Orchidaceae of 
the Rocky and Selkirk Mountains and the lat- 
ter on the flora of the Saskatchewan and Atha- 
basca rivers. 6 

A most interesting and important paper is 
that on the "Motion of the Yoho Glacier," 
contributed by the President and summarising 
the results of careful observations made in the 
years 1906-7. 

In lighter vein, but still sufficiently serious 
to prove appropriate for such a' publication, 
are the articles found in the Miscellaneous 
section. Mr. Frank C. Walter tells in humor- 
ous style some of his imprcsions of the Para- 
dise Valley camp; Mrs. Schaffer Avrites plear 
santly of "Untrodden Ways," Avhile the Alpine 
Club's Jubilee— that is, the jubilee of the 
father of all such organizations, the English 
Alpine Club, is told by the President, Avho 
represented the Alpine Club of Canada on that 
historic season. 

For the first time an .In Menioriam sketch 
occurs, this referring to the death of Colonel 
Aime Laussedat, one of the honorary mem- 
bers, Avhose portrait appears in the front page 
of the number. 

' Theofficial sec^id'tins-taken up Avith' reports 
■and statetnents ' interesting ' to every rrieinber 
and useful to the future hi'6tPrian' of tKfe Cllib. 
Altogether the' second part of volume one re- 
tains the high standard set by the first and 
gives cA'ery promise of these parts developing 
into contributions to Alpine literature having a 
distinct value of their- OAvn. Even for those 
Avho do not care for the strenuous Avork in- 
volved in mountain climbing these articles and 
records are of the deepest interest. Everyone 
at all concerned for the future of Canada can- 
not fail to be likewise, interested in the future 
of the club. - ' '■^■^ 

Expedition to Mt. Robson 

We quote' the following" interesting piece 
from the Journal : < 

In the report of the Geological Survey of 
Canada for 1S99 (Part D. Vol. XI), appears 
the following note by James McEvoy,- B.A., 
Sc., who was in charge of an expedition to ex- 
amine the geology and natural resources of the 
country traA'crsed by the Yellow-Head Pass 
route from lulmonlon to Tctc Jaune Cache: 

Looking up Grand Fork is the most im- 
]iosing view niet with on the wdiole route. 
Great mountains are on every hand, but over 
all stands Robson Peak, "a giant among 
giants and immeasurably supreme." This, as 
well as the following, is from the descrif)tion

.sons -.obtaihinsr^medical. relief 'under the poor law. 
AVhen It ls remembered that,, in 1904, 83.6 ppr> cent of.- 
the deaths fron> consumption In London occurred in 
workhouse indnnaries, and that most:Ot'the patients>. 
had been under the care of poor law medical ofhcors 
at their own homes before their admission to- tlio In- 
flrninrlow, It will becomo evident that, by this 'order,'- 
Mr. Burns In furnlshinj? sanitary authorltlen ' with 
greatly Increased opportiuiltlo.s of preventing: the 
.spread of Infection by, and oC giving efllclcnt help to, 
an Immense jiroportlon of the total number of con- 
sumptive persons througliout the crtuntr.v, especially 
as regards that; portion ot tliom for whom .«iuch- hplj) 
i.i most needed and most likely to he benollclal; while, 
at the same time, they will not bo exposed to an.v of 
the conaequcncps of the forni.'i of notlflcatlon w.'ilcli, 
in the cases of dlseasefl of los.s duration, are obllgiatory 
under acts of parliament, Notlftcatlon of this latter 
Itind Involve!! various disabilities, such as a prohibition 
ot resort to public places; ond Imposes upon the medi- 



cal authorities tc whom nolilication i.s made, tl:o duty 
(if securing the adoption of c..M-lain nioasiircs of l.sola- 
tlon, of dl.slnfection, or of the deMtructton of infected 
m.-iterlals. It li;is been forcibly urged that it would be 
unjust and iiiexpedleiu to "notify" a chronic disea.so 
like consumption In any manner which would cither 
sever the sufferer from companionship, or place dllU- 
cultles In the way of his employment upon any work 
which he might still bo able to undertake. 

The use to bo made of the e.Ntra-Iegal notilication.s 
now ordered I.s well delined. The medical ollicer of 
health will not I30 likely to apply fiir tliem unless his 
.sanitary authority Is jiroiiared to turn them to good 
account; and, in. that ca.se, Ills functions arising from 
thciu will be manifest. It Is ]iart of I'.ls ordinary dut.v 
to "ascertain the causes, origin and distribution of 
diseases wllhln Ids dislrict, and to inform hmself of 
all Influences affecting ln,)uriously the iiublic healtli." 
ConHuinptlon is omj of the luo.'^t imiiortanl of tliese, 
and it niny now. If bis authority- should so (hn'Ide. be 
brought under liis cognizance In a manner and to a 
degree hitherto unattainable. It jirc-vails to an ex- 
cessive extent, as I.1 well known, in the dwellings of 
the poorest ClasseB, chleily a.s a result ot the Insanitary 
stato 'Of tliose dwellings, df tln lr overcrowded condl- 
tlnn,<6C the. dirty hablt.s am! tlie uiuegulaled spitting 
of some Of the inhabitants, and ot the facilities which 
thoab cfrcuihstances afford for the spread of Infective 
material in .dangerous quantltlos. Under each of these 
heads tho-.drder- about to bo issued by Mr. Burns will 
enable more* prompt and cnicJent action to bo taken 
than^ has hitherto been practicable. It I.s already the 
duty.pC medical offlcora of health and of sanitary in- 
spectors to visit the homes of the poor an4 to attempt 
to romejlyjohjootiohable conditions; ;)jitt':ln the major- 
ity 01: districts if Is Impossible for .^hbni tb ylslt each. 
Iiouse more frequently than once In* tw/^iOr,' three years, 
and they have' ho clue to those in SVlilch 'their presence 
Is moat urgently demanded. By the notlflbatlons now 
rofinlred, Immediate attention will. bo directed to the 
sanitary defects of infected dwellings, notices will at 
once v,.fl, served to remedy those defects, and 'over- 
cros*-*fAf will be abated, even although It. cannot bo 
ej»»c:r»f/ obviated without prolonged and. porsoverltig 
efl'ort. Overcrowding attains' the maximum of danger 



when It includes among the overcrowded persons a 
patient liabhi to communicate Infection to any othor.s 
with wlioni he may come Into intimate or protracted 
etiiitact, and that is precisely the case willi the con- 
siimptl\-e. In the homes of the jioor he commonly 
sleeps in the same lied with at lea.st one otlier por.son, 
and i)ossll)I.\' with one or two children In addition. 
Tlie nolilication of the cases will enable sucli prac- 
tices to be i)rcvented for the future; and no one will 
derive greater benollt than the patient liimself from 
tlio altered conditions which the sanltar.v authorities 
will for tlie future be able to require. 

.Apart, morenvei-, from purely olllclal action, it is 
mncli to be hoped that tiie important step the local 
government Ijoard .are now takln.g may lead to co- 
operation not onl.v between public liealth authorities 
and bo.'irds of guardians, but also between tlies(! and 
voluntary a.'isociations or cliarilable individuals di>sir- 
ous ot assisting eonsumpitives. Tlic jirovision of better 
food and clotliing, of Improved housing, of teini)orary 
reskhMico in a sanitoriuin, or of a holiday at the sea- 
side may, in certain stages of the disease, prevent a 
coni[)l(^to breakdown, .and ma.v thus ol)Vlate the need 
for protrjicted treatmeiU. The help that comes early 

always more elllcacious than that u-hlch is Ijelated; 
althougl), even in llie advanced stages ot the disease, 
treatment in ..'i well-e(|ulp])(..d and well-iidmlnlstered 
Inllrmary or similar Instltiuion, In wlilcli due reganl 
Is liad to the comfort of th(i iiatieiU, may not only bo 
liighly aiU-antageous to him, but \vill also ser\-i.' gre.itly 
to dlmlnl.^*li the danger of infection '.vhlch must .always 
be present during the Irf-atmont of consunuUlon In 
stuffy or crowded habitations. Mr. Burns is clearly 
giving, alike to authorities nnd to tlio charitable, op- 
portunities for useful and bonevolonl action of which 
it la to be hoped that they will not be slow to avail 
themselves; and the Ingenuity with which ho has 
utilized .the power which the board possesses of de- 
fining the duties of parochial medical ofllcers, and In 
this way has accomplished his object, without either 
the delays Incidental to legislation or the infliction of 
disabilities upon the alck, is Avorthy.oE admiration. For 
the future, our knowledge of the amount'of.consump- 
tlon existing among the poor will be precise, and our 
powers of dealing with It in an- elteetlyo wanner can 
scarcely fail to bo In a correspoiiding degree enhanced, 
r 



of the mountain by Milton and Cheadle. 
"When we first caught sijjht of it, a shroud of 
mist partially enveloped the summit, but this 
presently rolled away, and wc saw its upper 
portion dimmed by a neclclacc of feathery 
clouds, beyond which its pointed apex of ice, 
glittering; itrthe morning sun, shot up into the 
blue heayens^.aboye. The top of the moun- 
tain is usually! cotnpletely hidden' ' andii riarely, 
indeed is it st^ti'' entirely free ^irom' clouds; 
The actual height of the peak is 13,700 feet or 
10,750 feet above the valley. The face of the 
mountain is strongl}'- marked by horizontal 
lines, due to the unequal weathering of the 
rocks, and has the appearance of a perpendicu- 
lar Avail. From the summit to the base on the 
Grand Forks, a height of over 10,500 feet, the 
slope is over si.xty degrees to the horizontal. . 

Although Robson Peak has been long 
known, its.>height has never been detertnincd, 
nor -was it supposed to be particularly notable 
in that respect,, but now since the height of 
Mts. .Brown, Hooker and Murchison have 
been proved to be grcatl}' exaggerated, it has 
the distinction of being the highest known 
peak in the Canadian Rockies. 

It is interesting to note that in a paper 
read before the Royal Society of Canada by 
Dr. G. AI. Dawson the following paragraph 
occurs: "The Kanrloops Indians affirm that 
the A'cry highest mountain they know is on the. 
north side of the valley at Tete Jaune Cache, 
about ten miles from the valley.,. ; This is namr 
ed Yuh-hai-kas-kun, from the appearance • of 
a spiral road running up it." ..The mountain 
referred to is undoubtedly Robson Peak, as it 
is onl}^ fifteen miles north from the valley at 
Tete Jaune Cache. The "spiral road'' is prob- 
ably an Indian's imperfect description of the 
horizontal lines on the face of the mountain. 
No one, has ever succeeded in reaching the 
summit." 

Early last August an expedition consisting 
of Prof. A. P. Coleman, of Toronto Univers- 
ity, Mr. L. Q. Coleman and the Rev. Geo. B. 
Kinney, all active members of. the Clubi.-star^t- 
ed from Xaggan, a station on "tlie Cana^^^^^ 
Pacific Railway, Avith the intention of making* 
the first ascent of this virgin peak estimated 
to be one hundred and eighty miles distant 
from the starting point 

The part3^ followed the Pipestone and Sif- 
feu.r rivers to the SaskatchcAvan ; then along 
the south bank of that stream, fording its tri- 
biitarics, AIista3'a river and the Little Fork 
river. Finally the SaskatchcAvan itself Avas 
fortled, and folloAV?ti northAvard beneath the 
towering mass of. Mt. Wilson. It Avas again 
crossed abCye the West Branch, and,vthe,;.par.ty 
Avas sooii 'climbing the side of Mt. Saslca£cfe§' 
Avan, past the canyons and Avaterfalls^iat-i'thc. 
head of the stteam, to the watershed b^t-ween' 
the SaskatchcAvan and Sun Wapta rivers, 
above Avhich towered the snow and ice-clad 
heights of Mt^ Athabasca. The Avatershed is 
locally known as Wilcox Pass. Before reach- 
ing this spot much rainy and bad Aveather had 
been encountered and it -now ' climaxed in a 
wild snOAVStdrm. ' • • 

Descending from the Wilcox Pass by the 
valley of the Suii' Wapta, over Avidespread 
shingle and miid flats and" by trails^badly . obr 
structed by deiad-fall dr almbsi: " •obscUred'^ 
the growth of the young jackpine, the main 
stream of the Athabasca was reached. This 
stream was followed to the junction of Mie^ftfe... 
river, the ])arty being considerably ■ delayed' by- 
brulc and second growth. ■ • , 

After a vain search for a feri'y, Avhich it 
Avas reported Avould be found near the mouth 
of the Miettc, the Athabasca Avas crossed by:, 
rafting. Now ascending the j\Iiette to • its 
source in- Yellow-Head Lake, the pass Avas 
traversed and the headAvaters of the Fraser 
River followed to- Moose Lake. Continuing 
down the Frasef, at the junction of the Grand 
Fprk the.'party obtained the. first view of the 
"imperial mountain of our aspiration; one vast, 
lone, snow-clad, cloud-capped peak, wrapped 
in the solitude of' centuries;": ■ - I f :y 

A day was spent seeking a short rdute 
froni the ]"rascr to a tree-Iin^c camp on'tilfe'' 
flanks of the luounlain. hi the end, however, •. 
a path had to be cut, by dint of much chopping/ ' 
up the Grand Fork, with traces of an old-time"; 
trail for guidance; hut so sinuous and rough 
that it was Avith great difficulty pack-ponies 
could be taken over it to a camp beside the 
rushing torrent at the base of the mountain. 

Tavo more days Avere spent searching for a 
route of ascent; and Avhen, at length, the party 
had with great difficulty established a camp 
at timber-line, snow covered the ground and 
was still falling. Next morning it was so dee'p . 
that the impossibility of an ascent within the 
limit of the time at its disposal was recognized 
and the party was compelled to admit defeat. 
It Avas doubtful if the heaA-y snow-fall Avould 
permit of an attempt being made, even if it 
had been possible to wait for an opportunity. 
"Perhaps the spirit that dAvells in this towering , 
fortress, alone and undisturbed, defies molesta- 
tion ,aild works Avith Fate against him who as- 
pires' to '^kriock at its ancient door.'' 

The JolTrnal is indebted to Mr. L. Q. Cole- 
man for the above notes, and sympathizes 
most sincerely Avith the failure of the plucky, 
attempt to reach the summit of Mt. Robson , 
Avhich involved an immense arnount of hard 
work and much privation, as well as a consid- 
erable outhj}'. Shoulil the party again attempt 
this achievement, as it is understood is in- • 
tended, it is hoped the past experience will 
prpve of .value and lead its next expedition , to • 
a successful issue .' , 
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IR ROBERT HART, presiding at a' 
meeting. of the Belfast branch of 
the Hibernian Bible Societ}', said it 
was a great privilege to be present 
that evening and on such an oc- 
casion. It was witli groat pleasure 
he had responded to the invitation to take the 
chair. Christian England had not lagged hc- 
liind; it had led the van in ever}' kind of phil- 
anthropic enterprise, and at the root of all 
had . been the Bible,- woven into the noblest and 
best doings of vthcir' country's life, and' it was 
tp'"tranSlate that; Bible into more languages 
tKiiit they met* that evening, thiis providing a 
basts for constructive benevolence and the mo- 
tive power to foster its growth. During the 
century of its existence that magnificent body 
known by its world-wide designation "The 
British and Foreign Bible vSociety," had 
seen to the translation and publication of ,tlie 
I-Ioly Scriptures in more than four hundred 
languages, amongst them being costly versions 
for the blind. Over thirly languages had been 
dealt with, and over fifteen millions of pounds 
sterling had been expended, and from first to 
last more than two hundred million copies had 
been distributed. Over and above 'all that the 
Society ..was the friend of every missionary, 
supplying them with all they required at simp- 
ly nominal prices. The bread thus cast upon 
the waters must have been the very bread of 
life for millions and millions of men along the 
road to eternity. To every subject of that 
great empire it must be a matter of pride and 
gratitude to know that the word British con- 
nected with the words Bible Society meant so 
much to the nations which were touched and 
dealt with. Work on so extensive a scale and 
covering an expanse so vast, work so con- 
• finuous in point of time atii"4, so exacting, was 
splendidly planned and nobly executed. That 
evening they met to hear what could be said 
>for and about the Belfast Auxiliary, Chosen 
speakers would give them full details and ac- 
quaint them witii what it had accomplished 
and what it wanted. The Society, besides con- 
tributing last year over £1,000 to the British 
Bible Society, issued some 40,000 copies of its. 
own Scriptures in twenty-four languages, to- 
gether with a Braille type version for the 
blind, and since its first foundation had dis- 
tributed some six million copies — a very cre- 
ditable performance indeed and a grand dem- 
onstration of well-organized and well-directed 
ben'evpleh'ce. (Applause.) The .work of .the 
BiHle "fe'ciety was allied closely' with missipn- 
ary enterprise, than which nothing could con- 
tribute more powerfully to the advance and 
spread of real civilization aiid the enjoyment 
of all the blessings which could be conferred 
on mankind. It aimed at peace, it preached 
goodwill, but it also left it to men to do men's 
work in man's best way. Unhappily the 
world's best wisdom had not yet got bc3''oncl 
the adage that to ensure peace they must be 
ready for war, and the evangel of these later 
days — days when the international barometer 
changed from moment to moment — pointed to 
national service as the only security for na- 
tional ability to perform national duty, and 
the national duty was to make health and 
home safe against any and every foe, and so 
fit the nation for and protect it in the exercise 
of such philanthropic work at home and 
abroad as brought them together under that 
roof that evening. It was that last idea which 
made him allude to such a topic, and he could 
picture Cromwell in their midst, and could 
iicar him saying — "Put your trust in i^rovi- 
dence, but keep your powder dry." (A)j- 
plausc.) Allied with mission work, the Bible 
Society's au.xiliary would that night sec 
amongst its orators one or two laborers in Ihe 
.mission field in China, one disiinguishod, 
among other things, for the leading part he 
had taken iti the preparation of an improved 
version of the Scriptures in tKe language of 
that great empire — a version which, it was 
hoped, would find its way to the quiet homes 
<-*f a population that umnbcred some 400 mil- 
lions of j)ei:)p!c. intclligcnl, induslrious, order- 
ly, and law-abiding. (.Applause.) In another 
speaker they would make ;\c(iuaintanct with 
one of the delegates Christian England had 
s])ecially sent to China to report on ils condi- 
tion and wants, and who would probably tell 
them something about the ad\-ance education 
was making and the wonderful conference he 
^fotind sitting last year in Shanghai, .where 
wefe gathered together the representatives of 
every, society to. study questions affdcting all, 
and more especially to secure closer connection 
and such a union as would relegate to the 
background differences which obstructed work 
and bring to the front such a union as would 
strengthen all and be a force in itself. t .'\p- 
])lausc.) This motive power throughout was 
again the Bible — that "key to the mj-stcrics of 
life which opened the gates of consolation," of 
wdiich an old writer had well said that "he 
who hath once tasted its excellence will desire 
to taste it-3'et again, and he who tastes it of- 
tencst will relish it most" — (hear, hear) — 
and.-it v^as to continue its publication and ex- 
tend its distribution that the Society existed, 
and that they were there that eVefiirig, An 
unnurrih'ered host of readers would always 
vouch for ils inspiration, were it for no other 
reason except because it inspired them as no 
other book could, for its life was life indeed, 
a'hiJ the glory of its inspiring quality was that 
it' was felt by men of every color, of every 
sor»-, of every condition, learned and unleahjcd', 



and in every calling, by the occupants of cot- 
tages, of castles, and of palaces. (.\i)phiusc.) 
Years ago he was talking with one of the most 
intelligent and most powerful of the Chinese 
officials it had been his good fortune to meet 
during a somewhat lengthy spell of work in 
that great country. (Applause.) That gentle- 
man "had much to say about foreign inter- 
course in all its phases,-but what he had to 
say about missionaries' was — "Your ' mission- 
aries aim at making men's lives better. Why, 
then, should I oppo-se or object to them? On 
the contrary, every man that is made a better 
man is a gain to us, and we can only be thank- 
ful for it. Only let them keep to their own 
business." Such a frame of mind, if not spell- 
ing welcome, at least offered an open door, and 
if those wlio entered would keep to their own 
business and proceed with wisdom, there 
would he noUiing to regret. (.Xoplause.) The 
present was a highly important time in the 
world's liistory, and in -the East in particular. 
.-\mong the native cnristians in India, China 
and Japan the feeling was said to be every- 
where growing that they must have their own 
Church, and must themselves evangelize their 
own and neighboring lands. Such a feeling, 
even if premature', was to be u'clcomed, in 
that, not only did it show the vitality of their 
faith, but it would free Christianity iny.n the 
oblociuy and hindrance of being a foreign cult, 
and, by making it mankind's inheritance, se- 
cure for it a warmer welcome and a heartier 
acceptance. (Applause.) With such a condi- 
tion to face, the call for a wider distribution of 
properly translated versions of the Scriptures 
became more imperative, and thus the great 
Society which led the world in providing 
Bibles for all men in all lands was seen to be 
more and more worthy of all the sympathy 
hearts could give, all the support Christian 
purses could accord. (Applause.) In China 
more especially the opportunity should not be 
lost. (Hear, hear.) The country was opening 
up, and not only opening its markets to com- 
merce and its pro\'inces to new ideas, but, 
building on the stored up wisdom of the past, 
and at the same time freemg itself from the 
shackles of restriction, it was opening ils doors 
to education in all departments, and mission- 
ary Avork had itself done much to prepare the 
way for both accentuating and supplying the 
want now felt, and a felt want was tlic parent 
of all progress. (Hear, hear.) Large number^s 
of schools had been, opened by missionary en- 
terprise, and in addition to what that limited 
enterprise had been able to accomplish, non- 
Christian, or rather secular, schools and col- 
leges, the outcome of a national movement, 
had been opened up in all directions. Thus 
one city — Shanghai — had itself opened as 
many as 200 educational establislnnents, and 
other cities had done likewise. Let them wait 
a little longer until the Board of Education 



had completed its programme, and when that 
day came—and if was closeAat hand— govern- 
ment students would b'e'fijCpuilted by ' tens of 
millions. Give them-|the Bible. (Applause.) 
If for centuries thai' had run into thousands of 
years their ancestor's had learnt by heart and 
connnittcd to memory those splendid words of 
ancient wisdom, the Confucian classics, and 
had developed and lived Ihe Confucian ethical 
life to the advantage of Uiemselves and all 
classes of society, what might not be boped for 
their descendants with their ncwdy-developed 
energy and their wonderful inherited memory, 
if they studied the Scriptures similarly, ami 
then went on tp .live the Cliristian life? ,Hc rcr 
Ideated, and' he did so with convictipii,,and con- 
fidence,, give thein the Bible. (Applause.)

HUNTING THE POLAR BEAR IN A 
STEAMBOAT 

Few people realize, probably, that we can 
find nowadays splendid facilities for hunting, 
with excellent chance of success, too, the bears 
and the other animals, of the polar regions. 
Such an enterprise is easily undertaken, not 
onl^f in a relatively short space of time, but 
under conditions of security as v,-ell.. In Ger- 
many this sort of sport has been developed for 
some time, and actually every year one of the 
great amateurs, .AJ. de Gisberl, of Hamburg, 
organizes jointly se\eral Arctic expeditions 
which have no other object but that of the 
chase. Of one of these expeditions (jcorges 
Zafirfopulo gives an account in f /Illustration. 

The party left IDronlheim on the morning 
of July 2 on board the Lofoien, a heavy Nor- 
wegian steamboat, about fifty-two metres long 
and pretty well manned. There were ten 
hunters, each of whom had his own cabin. The 
numerous company which travelled with them 
contained even the curcrs of skins, so that all 
trophies might be safely preserved. A doctor 
went with the expedition. 

On July 8 they^ reached the polar seas, 
where th"ey ploughed about till they arrived at, 
on the 24th, the Isle of Bears. 

A bear chase is not very dangerous. if one 
has coolness of mind and a good gun. "Taking 
everything into account, it is easier i)ropcrly 
to wound a bear than to catch a rabbit be- 
tween hedges, because, in spite of his ferocity, 
the bear knows very littic about defending 
himself against man, armed as man is now- 
ada}'s. Besides, the .Arctic bear docs not re- 
cognize man as such, and takes him, for the 
most pari, for a seal. The pilot among the 
hunters, perched in his trow's nest on the ma.st 
of the vessel, and provided-' with a huge tele- 
-scope, can distmguish, in clear weather," a bear 
five kilometers off, 01^ further. So the hunter 
has time to watch his brey^ and to prepare his 
plan of attack. One xkn.have splendid hunts 
on the iceb.ergs,as w^T... ! - ' ,. 

Sometimes the bear takes to the water to 
'escape, 'in this case he is lost, for he cannot 
swim as quickly as a boat can follow, and the 
hunter can kill him almost without running 
any risks. It is a fact worthy of remark that 
one Ijall will do if it is well placed — that is to 
say, placed in the head. Many bears, after be- 
being slujt in the heart have swum one hun- 
dred or two hundred metres. 





llli First ]..ord of the Admiralty, Mr, 
McKemia, M. P., addressed a meet- 
ing of his constituents at PontypOk^' 
recently. , ,. .; 

Mr.v^McKenpav saidrthat,., short as 
hi^ experience ''had beeii atthe Ad- 
miralty, he had found himself fortunate in one 
respect. To a great extent all naval matteis 
were removed from the arena of partisan con- 
troversy. There were; indeed, naval critics 
who felt it their duty to keep the Admiralty 
up to the mark, but' he did not cpmplffin -of 
them ; on the contrary, he welcomed the con- 
stant interest which they displayed in all naval 
subjects. In the -Hoiise' of Cornnions there 
was a manifest desire to co-operate, : in secur- 
ing the efficiency of our fleets. The navy 
came first (cheers), considerations of pari • 
advantage were only of secondary accoum. It 
was indeed a very different experience from 
what he had had at the Board -of Education. 
.It had always seemed to him that in discuss- 
ing educational proposals the minds of his 
critics had been so influenced by religious 
I)artv rancor that Ihcy viewed every act with 
a suspicion which distorted their judgment. 
In discussing naval matters, on the other 
hand, he had observed that on every occasion 
there Avas great willingness to receive with a 
fair and open mind any explanations of policy 
which the Government had to make. < 

'J'he task imposed on the Board:. of .-\dniir- 
ally was the most responsible which any body 
of men could have to perform. It was a 
truism to say that the safety of the United 
Kingdom and the integrity of the British Em- 
pire' depended on the Navy. (Cheers.) He 
would go further and say that the sitpremacy 
of the British Navy was the surest guarantee 
of European peace. (Cheers.) If ever a vve:d< 
and inferior navy gave rival Powers the'grps- 
pect of a bicak up'' of the British Empire— we 
should fail to read and understand arjght the 
most ./bvious lessons of history if wc did not 
recognize that — the' hopes and ambitions of 
other Powers would inevitably l>c stimulated 
lo a degree which would be most unfortunate 
for the peace of the world. (Hear, hear.) The 
lask which the Admiralty had to perform was 
to secure the supremacy of the British fleet 
ai,.ongst the fleets of the world. (Cheers.) 
There were, those, however, who , in their en- 
thusiasm for a powerful navy ran to extremes 
aiid were for ever calling upon the Govern- 
ment of the day, quite regardless of party, f-or 
an expenditure' out of proportion lo the cov\n- 
try's real needs. Those people seemed to for- 
get that the maintenance of a predominant 
British navy: was not an .> interest of n-.erely 
this year or the next, but one which must be 
co-existent with the existence of the British 
ICmpire. (Cheers.) They recognized with per- 
fect truth that it would be the worst possible 
policy for this country to alow ils naval pre- 
parations to fall into arrear, but they did not 
recognize that the ne.xt worst policy would be 
lo maintain a greater standard, of strength

UCH discussion was aroused in , 
the city ycsterda}'' by the an- 
nouncement made by the Finan- 
cial News that rlic present Iteads 
of the firm of Earnato Brothers, 
"influenced by reasons which 
will be readily appreciated," have, decided 
gradually to withdraw from active participa- 
tion in the affairs of the great South African 
house, writes a financial correspondent of the 
London Leader. "It need hardly be added," 
our contemporary continued, "that the present 
heads of the Barnato firm will lake large 
fortunes with them into their retirement — 
which is, of course, only a Inisiness retire- 
ment." 

It was hardly lo be exi)ccted that such an 
announcement would n.iect with official con- 
firmation right away, but the street was prac- 
tically unanimous in believing that there was 
"something in it." It has been rumored for 
s,om& time past that Mr. Jack Joel, whose 
name has been so proniinently before the pub- 
lic during the current racing sca.son, was 
about to transfer his establishment to the 
Continenl. llis removal from Austin F'riars, 
where the firm (jf Barnato iirotliei's is tlomi- 
ciled, would naturally thro\\ r.u enormous 
amotmt of added responsiliility upon his 
brother Solly, and although this many-sideil 
financier . is< as little likely to throw up "busi- 
ness" as a fish voluntarily to leave the water, 
the transfer t<:i some other inanagf.ment of the 
various mining companies of which he has 
liitherlo taken a close personal control is 
<|uitc within the range of possibility. The 
third partner in the firm, his uncle, Mr. Harry 
Barnato, has never been regarded in the city 
as a serious factor in finance. 

The name of J3arnato Brothers first became 
known to the newspaper-reading public at the 
time of the outburst of speculation in Trans- 
vaal gold mining shares in the late eighties. 
Among the first shares to be made the medium 
of a gandjle were thbse'of thc Ncw Primrose, 
a xompauy founded by the since famous 'Bar- 
ney'* Bariiafd and' registered in 1887. In 1889 
the Johannesbiirg Consolidated Investment 
Company was brought into existence, and 
from that time onwards the name of Barnato 
was prominently associated with what is 
known as the Kaffir Circus. Columns were 
Written of the romantic career "of iHie little 



Pctticoat-Ianc adventurer Barney Isaacs, who 
had gone out to the Cape v.-ith 27s. in his 
pocket and earned a precarious li\-clihood as a 
conjui'or and booth-actor, with liarnnlo as his 
nom dc guerre, until diamonds were di^co\'crcd 
in CatJC Colon}'. "Piarney" made his real star! 
as a "kopje-walloper." otherwise a dealer in 
diamonds, whose entire plant and office erpnp- 
mcnl were com|)risetl in a littic leather bag. 
In three years lie had made five thousand 
pounds, and in ho was strong enough to 

buy the first claim in the Kimbcrley mine. He 
kept on digging until 1881, when he turned 
over the four claims he then owned to a com- 
pany, which paid him about twenty-five thous- 
and pounds. A few more years passed, and 
then came the nughty struggle between De 
Beers and the Kind^erley Central, which residl- 
ed in the diamond mine consolidation, and the 
partnership of "Barney" with Cecil Rhodes and 
Alfrecl Beit. 

In the earlier da_\-s of the .South African 
gold share speculation the personality of "Bar- 
ney" IJarnnto was cx]iloiled by the j)icturcs(pie 
writer on such occasions as Ivrjunnerz l.iottid 
night, when the great little man was wont to 
receive the homage of his poorer co-religionists 
in the Lane, but all this time he was working 
quietly, ama.ssing claims and rooms-full of min- 
ing scrip at knock-out prices. Then came the 
historic Kaffir boom of 1895. , In July of that 
year was formed the Barnato Consolidated 
Mines, Limited, a trust company wdiich took 
over at the intlatcd prices of tlic moment the 
contents of the Barnato strong l)oxes. b'lushed 
with the success which attended this flotation, 
on Momiay, Sept. 2. 1895, Barney threw into 
the market the two and a half million shares 
of the Barnato Bank Mining and Estate Com- 
])any, a fresh dumping ground for the i)aper 
assets of the firm. Jk-fore eleven o'clock tluic 
morning the £.i shares were rushed up to 
£4 5-8, and in Ihe neighborhood of this absurd' 
figure the capital of this pig-in-a-poke', concern 
found thousands of ne\y owners among ' the 
gullible'^ritish' public. When 'the .special 
scttlcmijnt took place on Oct. 18, bargains were 
made up at 2 7-8. A month later the famous 
slump .which preceded the Jamcsoji |^.aid was 
in ft;ll' 'swing, and before the nc\v;fyear,*jwas in 
the air was full of rumors of coming ainalga- 
uiation s and absorptions. 1 1 was no t, however. 



until September, 1896. that meetings were held 
in Johannesburg which had the effect of Avip- 
ing the Barnato Bank out of existence before 
ever his shareholders had received a Ijalance 
sheet, and leaving them the owners of five 
Johannesburg Consolidated shares in exchange 
for every eight IJarnato Bank shares, for which 
many of ihem had paid between £4 and £5 
apiece. 

The records tell how "Barney" committed 
suicide by jumping overboard on his way home 
from the Cape in June, iSi)". and how his ne- 
phew AVoolf Joel, who had stepped into his 
shoes as virtual head of the firm, was murder- 
ed at Johanncsbm-g by V^dthcini in March, 
1898. At that time .Mr. Solly Joel had become 
South African manager, , while his brother Jack 
was filling a position of some responsibility in 
the London office. Jack had for many years 
been outside the fold, for in May, i89i,,hc had 
been adjudicated a bankrupt in conncclioii 
with the promotion of the Automatic Photo- 
graphic Company, and the annulment of 'thi.s 
bankruptcy was not gazetted until April .;I3, 
1897. 

In November, T905, the Johannesburg Con- 
solidated Investment Company absorbed the 
Barnato Consolidated' Mines, and acquired all 
its assets. From that lime up to last week, 
when a shilling dividend was declared, the 
company had never distributed a single ])enny, 
and only ;i few weeks a.go the shares were 
selliil'g at about 15s. apiece. The present issued 
capital is just luuler £4,ooo,0(X) sterling, 
and takin.g the shares at their present price of 
„'(3s., we have a grand total of perhaps five 
millions sterling to represent not only the 
original .assets, but the ten millions poured in- 
to the BaLTnato Bank by the piiblic in 1895, .and 
the further five, .'millions represented by the 
Barnato Coiisdlid'atcd' capital at the time of the 
fusion three years ago. ^ 

" Space does not permit of our recapitulating 
the dpsises of the public in such ventures as 
Buffeisdorn, Langlaagte Royal, or Coronation 
Syndicate, the traffic in which has gone tOsthe 
making of the Barnato-Jocl millions. The in- 
vesting public lias proverl^ially a short mem- 
ory for the unpleasant, but its experiences with 
the House of Barnato leave'it little else to look 
back upon. ' ' ' ■/ . 



than the circumstances of the day rcquir.cd. 
All unnecessary expenditure reduced the mar- 
gin upon which they could call on emergency. 
In the Navy it was especially true that no 'niore 
ships should be built or .should be earlier laid 
down than international conditions demanded. 
Ships had a bad habit of becoming obsolete. 
Not a year, he might almost say not a month, 
went by but some new improvement was de- 
vised which increased fightiiig power. . Over- 
abundant prcdominence was the inevitable pre- 
cursor of pyer-abundancc of scrappin.g; but the , 
"sitioii which by an unnecessary development 
of power at one period had been lulled into 
eas'". neglect oi its responsibility would wake 
li' to fi;id that through the obsolescence oi its 
ships its naval supremacy Avas seriously cn- 
d ingercd. What was required in the interests 
alikk. of economy and the proper organization, 
of the Blcet was a steady programme of con- ' 
struction sufficient to meet the actual con-;

If, through 
other cij-cuiibstances over which neither this 
Govcrniiient nor any other Government could 
have control, if through failure of the harvest 
in remote corners of the world or tlh'ough an 
American crisis or depression in Germany, 
which was far more serious than existed in this 
country, if through all these ■ foreign .causes, 
largely depending on the staite of the-wea'tKer, 
combining together, We suffered 'unemploy- 
ment, it was not fair to blame' the' Government 
of the day, wdiich could have no responsibility 
for those causes. He appealed to the good 
sense of this country, and asked them to jud.ge 
the Government by its finance, .and upon that 
judgment he was sure the verdict would be 
for "the present Government. (Cheers.) 

The Naval Programme of :9oS-9, lo which 
the h'irst Lord of the Admiralty refers above, 
comprises, in addition to one battleship, one 
armored cruiser, and one protected cruiser to 
be built in the public yards, five protected

The proper 
method by which the country from time to 
time declares its opinion Is at a general elec- 
tion, and I do not wish to exaggerate the im- 
portance of by-elections. Nevertheless, there 
is not a man interested in the course of poli- 
tics who docs not know that the way the by- 
elections have gone in the last two 3'ears is 
almost unexampled in the histor}' of th.e coun- 
try, and that the swing of the pendulum, as it 
is popularly called, is something almost more 
jiyiblent than- anything that Ave associate with 
tiie everi 'nibfnentum ■ of 'a pendulum.- It is a 
violent revulsion of feeling; and the country, 
which- sent with an unexampled majority the 
present Government to office, have shown, 
since they took office, by ever}' means open 
to them in the plainest, in the most patent 
manner how great they think was the mistake 
which they made, and how gladly they will 
take the first opportunity of shbwijng theii' re- 
pentance of their hasty judgnient in -19(36. ■ ' 

Ministerial Inconsistencies ,, 

Now I do not refer to this matter in any 
spirit of party triumph. I refer to it for an- 
other reason, which has evidently given hi.-; 
Majesty's Ministers food for thought. Tin.; 
curious thing is thaftlie result of their reflcc- 
;;tions, 'is; strangely divergent. The Secretary 
for .War made a speech the other day, arid he 
.was all in the moderate and the conservative 
line. He announced that, so far as he was 
concerned and the Government, of which he 
is a member, was concerned, they did not in- 
tend to press any reform, so-called reform, to 
which evc'-J the most timorous would oljject — 
a very laudable sentiment in the mouth of a 
, member:.of ' a . Radical Government, bttt a .sen- 
timent which does not appear to be shared 
by all his colleagues in the Cabinet?'. The truth 
is that his Majesty's present advisers are pro- 
foundly alive to the necessity of turning the 
stream of popular favor if they can in their 
own direction. (Hear, hear.) Very natural- 
ly; but while Mr. Haldane thinks that lie and 
his party arc likely to gain popularity by ex- 
hibiting in the future, '.,a,^Qaution, and a mod- 
eration of which they u.|iavQ- shown no signs 
whatever Jn ;the>past,. other, colleagues, of hi^ 
take precisely 'the opposite view. They have 
played up to the more violent section of their 
own followers during these years, and find- 
ing that the dose.of stimulants they have given 
them has hitherto been insufficient they are 
for doubling the dose. (Laughter.) So far 
from fallowing the vSecretary for War and aim- 
ing at a more cautious, at a more conciliatory 
policy, a policy which will carry with it the 
great body of moderate opinion in this coun- 
try — the only kind of opinion, I was going to 
say, which is worth carrying with you — in- 
stead of aiming at that great le.gitimate ob- 
ject, I find the Secretary fur Scotland, for ex- 
ample, in his speech the other day, cxjiressing 
his re.gret tliat the Radical pru't}' did not join 
closer hands with the so-called Independent 
Lal)or party, saying 'that, after, all, their 
l)oints of agreerriisnt were so many and their 
points of difference so few that it was a pity 
that people made for each other (laughter) 
shoukf be divorced, separated, driven into 
opposite camps by the stress of ])olitical or- 
ganizations. Well, that is an intelligible view. 
Ls.it a view likely to conciliate that great mass 
of moderate opinion on wiiich the Government 
of this country should depend? Are the views 
of the Independent Labor party the views of 
that body of moderate opinion? Suiciy not. 
This bid for extremist sui)port on tl,ie [jart of a 
member of the Cabinet is an ill omen for the 
Government, which is a matter of siv/dW mo- 
ment to you or me, but is an ill augury for 
the fortunes of the country so long as tiiose 
fortunes are entrusted, to the present holders 



in my speech sometliing about other utter- 
ances of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, but 
here it is enough in this cpijnecttpa to reinind 
you that only during the las-i/'^few days he 
has announced his determination to pursue a 
violent and unconstitutional policy both iii 
coiinecticii with the Church and in connection 
with the State. He desires) the abolition of 
what he calls "the hereditary principle." I do 
not know how far he wishes to carry his ob- 
jeclion — (laughter) — to the hereditary princi- 
ple, bu| at all eyesnts lie has/announced his ob- 
jection to 'a hereditary Chairiiber, which, in his 
view, although not in mine, thwarts the wishes 
of the great body of the population, and ne 
has announced his continued adhesion to Home 
Rule.

The Question of a Second Chamber 

Take the House of Lords first. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer seems to think that 
the House of Lords, because it is a hereditary 
Chamber, is therefore a Chamber wliicjft,: by 
its constitution, is likely to thwart the View 
of the people, by which, of course, Mr. Llbyd- 
Gcorge means his own view and the view of 
his particular friends. He forgets, but I ask. 
you not to forget, that you must adhere to the 
constitution of our fathers as we know it in 
its modern modification, or you must abolish 
the Second Chamber altogether, or you must 
have an- elective Second Chamber^ TheH is no 
other alternative that 1 knowroL • Mr; lyl6y,d- 
George refuses to have a hereditary Ghamber. 
Docs he think that this country,' br any bther' 
country, is going to tolerate the uncontrolled 
domination of a single Chamber, and of a 
single Chamber which is not allowed to de- 
bute? (Cheers and a voice, "Worse.") Does 
any gentleman say it was allowed to debate? 
(Cries of "Worse.") Well, I do not think that 
any responsible statesman— rl doubt even 
whether Mr/ Lloyd-George liimselfj If he were 
given, and let us hope he never 'wilt be given, 
the tmcontrollcd power to mould and modify 
institutions which have come down to us 
through the centuries — I do not think even' he 
would substitute a single elective Chamber fbr 
the double Chamber system ivhich prevails in 
every Monarchy and every Republic of any 
importance throughout the whole civilized 
worldij.: , (Cheers.) . ! He, therefore, must de- 
sire thfe third, alternative. H« must desire -ii 
second Chamber, and if he will not have ah 
hereditary Chamber, he must desire an elec- 
tive second Chamber, .such as that which pre- 
vails in tl-<e United States of Anierica, in the 
French Rcj)ublic, ruul cl.'iev/h.erc, T do not 
think a Government like the present would 
have much chance with such a Cljamber. 
(Hear,! hear,) Remember, • tlie House- of 
Lords, for the very reason that it is an here- 
ditary Chamber, has been content to accept, 
in matters of legislation, the general primacy 
of the House of Commons, It is the House 
of Commons, not ilic House of Lords, which 
settles imcontrollcd our financial system. 
(A voice, "Bravo.") It is the House of Com- 
mons, and not the House of Lords, which de- 
termines by its vote whether such and such a 
Minister should continue to have such: a 
measure of general confidence as would justi- 
fy the Sovereign in further employing him. 
Make the House of Lords a representative 
Chamber, and do you think they are going 
to be content with that role? Do you think 
that they, any more than liicsi' foreign Cham- 
bers, are going to permit tj.ie other House — as 
it is. commonly^ though inaccurately, described, 
the Lower House — to have an uncontroUcd 
sw.i}- ill all these matters'? The Senate in thy 
United States is the most powerful body in 
the United Slates; and -^depend upon it, if you 
have an elective Second Chamber in this coun- 
try, you will find that they would not be con- 
tent to pla.y second fiddle lo the House of 
Commons (cheers), while a Minister like Mr. 
Lloyd-George, who can, as I think — and I an; 
in favor of the present system — rigiitly defy as 
a Minister ^. vote of censu're passed in the 
existing Second Chamber, would be in no such 
happy independence of the view of any second 
Chamber brought into existence in accordance 
with the principle that he apparently desires to 
see accepted — namely, the elective .system. I 
ani a House of Commons man. (Hear, bear.) 
I desire to see the House of Conimoii.s the 
leading legislative and executive authority in 
the kingdom. (Hear, .hear.) I should con- 
template with some dismay a co-equal elective 
Chamber; .hut, what neither I nor any other 
thinking man will ever tolerate in this coun- 
try is an uncontrolled power in the House of

Home Rule 

So much for that particular form of the 



ment, can only be attained b}' giving Home 
Rule. They come into office with an over- 
whelming majority, and the very last thing 
they do is to propose Home Rule. (Laughter 
and cheers.) Their whple object evidently is 
to say just enough in favor of Home Rule 
to give them the hope of retaining the Irish 
vote, but not too much to alienate sober Scot- 
tish and English opinion. (Cheers.) It is a 
\'ery difficult and delicate line to steer. I am 
always amused at the way in which they steer. 
The general method — the one adopted by, I 
think, Mr. Lloyd-George, among others— is 
simply to introduce some stray reference to 
Home Rule in a casual peroration that is sup- 
posed to strike the exact mtian between say- 
ing that you are going to give Home Rule, 
which would undoubtedly alienate many of 
their best supporters, and saying you are not 
going to. give Hpnie Rule, which would un- 
'dbtjbtedly alienate the Irish vote. I rather ad- 
mire iheir procedure. (Laughter.) It shows a 
dexterity' which we cannot hope to imitate 
ourselves,' but which' appears, as far as I can 
judge, to be extremely successful, for I think 
they do retain the Irish vote in the hope that 
Home Rule is some day ,goin,g to lie — which it 
may be — a serious part of the Radical pro- 
gramme, and, on the other, to conciliate all 
their.British supporters.

dangerous form of Home Rule, 
I will , cpntent iji^yself v.'ith this observation. 
I watch with' amazed surprise the attitude of 

the members of liis Majesty'.s Government 
upon this subject. They all call themselves 
ardent Home Rulers. They all talk about 
what they arc pleased to describe as "justice 
to Ireland." They all say that the unity of 
the Empire, the efficiency of British govern- 



faith and with a genuine hope that they will 
do some good to somebody. Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, there is one fallacy — 1 should not say 
fallacy — there is one dan.ger lurking at the 
• root of all schemes of social reform, no mat- 
ter by whom they may be prepared, and the 
d.ingcr is this, that good intentions may be 
mistaken for effective action. It is no matter 
to the community at large what the intention 
of the Government may be. The question is: 
Are the measures proposed b}' tliC Govern- 
ment of a kind which will further the objects 
which men of all parties and all shades of 
opinion, whether they be attached to a par- 
ticular political organizatpin or not, have 
genuinely at heart?. And we are all against 
taking on trust any measure put before us 
only because its proposers can honestly say, 
as I be'ievc they usually can say honestly, 
that they hope and believe that such and such 
a scheme may lead to the amelioration of tiic 
lot of the great mass of our fellow-citizens. 
]jut it is much more difficult, l)eiieve me, to 
deal with questions of social reform, construc- 
tive questions of social reform, than to pull 
doyvn ancient institutions (hear, hear), and 
nothing is more difficult, nothing requires 
greater . thought, nothing requires to be 
weighed more carefully in the balance: and in 
nothing !iave the ])rcseiit Government shown 
themselves more rccl^'lessiy irresjionsiide than 
ia ri'.gard to the schemes wide!) tlicy have 
bioiight forward, sinc(' they have been in office 
under the false titl<^ of soci;il rei'orm. (Cheers.) 

Old-Age Pensions 

I.,cL iiic s;iy one v.ord — it shall lie a brief 
one — in most ;q)t illustration of tiiat. There 
is the question of old-age pensions. I believe 
the man more responsible than an}'- other for 
bringirig before the public of this country the 
need fbr old-age pensions and better provision 
for the poPr of this country is Mr. ChaTmber- 
lain (cheers), to' whom more 'than to any 
other man on cither side of politics is due the 
awakened interest in this great and, indeed, 
overv/helming topic. The present Government 
saw their way to wiiat they conceived to be a 
little immediate ])opularily, which, however, 
does not ap])ear to have reached them, by 
bringing in a hastily conceived, ill-drafted, 
unthought-out, scheme, dealing with this great 
problem, ' Nov/ rcmembe't' that all' those qiics- . 
tions, dealing with the relief either of the 
aged poor or of the sick, or of the poor who 
are not aged, hang together. They ought to 
be considered as part of the same scheme, 
They ought all to be considered as part of one 
scheme. All of tiieni, I believe, require pub- 
lic money, Exchequer money, and the amount 
of Exchequer 'money 18/^^ unlimited, cer- 
tainljr ript unlimited ;ph..fe^ present basis of 
taxation. ,_(Clic,e'rS.), :\y|iat have the present 
Government dbne? They have not only not 
themselves thought out these questions as 
part of a coherent whole, but they have de- 
liberately refused to wait a few months until 
the report of the Poor Law Commission, of 



the great Poor h3.vr Commission, appointed 
by the late Government, Iiad given in its re- 
port, which would ■•hayejjsupp^^^^ with 
facts, which they cariiibt ' know, with views 
which they have never weigh*id and which' 
would have enabled them to frame some' gen- 
eral scheme dealing with this vast question, 
with some knowled.ge of the facts with which 
they had to deal. (Cheers.) Again, one would 
have supposed that, before they brought for- 
,ward their own scheme of old-age pensions, 
they •v\'OuW haYe st.udied;!^hat, other nations 
have done who have started Pld-age pension 
schemes for old age and for sickness. Such 
schemes are working. They are working siic- 
cessfully. They are working without any un- 
due burden, as far as I am aware, upon the 
general taxpayers of the countries where vhey 
. are carried on; but it was after the Govern- 
ment had passed their Old-Age Pension Bill 
that the Chancellor ,.of th6 Exchequer went to 
Germany to Stlidy vthe (jcrmah old-age pen- 
sions. (Laughter and cheers.) So that we 
really are in this ludicrous position. With a 
Government extravagant beyond all precedent, 
with a Government which has great necessi- 
ties of national defence looming in the im- 
mediate future, with a Government which up 
to a year ago thought of nothing but increas- 

• iihg«. the -Sinking Fund and paying off 'debt, that 
GoveVrime'nt without waiting for the Poor 
Ivaw Coiumission report, without studying 
what has been done in Germany, in Austria, 
and in other great Continental countries, hy- 
potliecates vast masses of the British revenue 
to a fragment of the great subject with which 
it has got to deal, wdthout any effort, without 
the smallest effort, so far as I can discover, to 
see tliat,. money is made to go as far as pps- 

'"';sible in the interest of the class we all want' 
to ' serve, and yvhich wjU relieve merely' the 
healthy .man or' "wpmari pver 70^a small pro- 
portioii,. after' aljl a very small proportion of 
the whole population, not, I fear, so very large 
a proportion even of those over 70. They have 
used this money for them, and lor them alone. 
The sick over 70, the sick under 70, the man 
who cannot work at an earlier age, the man 
disabled by accident — all these great classes 
of the, community are left practically un- 
toUch(:d (cheers), and that- not 'because 'the 
Government, having surveyed the whole field 
of investigation, thought this was the best 
method of dealing with it, but because they 
snatched at the easiest fragment to deal wdth 

• for the purpose of catching votes (cheers), 
and l.iy so doing have, I fear, imperilled the 

^.:future of our national finance, and, I am sure, 
^^diave imperilled,?. any .ra.ti.pnal, cohcrentipsmd; 
" comprehensive method of dealing with - the 
vast question of pauperism, and of those who, 
through no fault of their own, are unable any 
longer to earn their living. (Cheers.) Sp much 
for one class, one form, one gcheme, of. social 
reform. (Laughter.) 

The 'Licensing 'Bill 

Let us turn to -another'. I must be very 
brief. I sec that Scotland is being greatly 
agitated by a bill which does not refer to Scot- 
land. (Laughter.) I mean the English Licens- 
ing Bill. (A voice — "We do not want it.") 
No, I do not know that we want it; but what 
we certainl}'^ want, I am afraid, in our country 
is that temperance which our opponents,. think 
an imitation of the existing Scotch ' law is, 
for some unknown reason, going to give to 
England. I speak on this question of temper- 
ance with great diffidence and reluctance. I 
speak v.dth diffidence because I think it is the 
most difficult question that any man can deal 
with, and I have the profoundesr contempt for 
these easygoing politicians who imagine that 
we can make our popMlation 'as^sob^r,.,^as, \ve 
should desire by a few legislative eriacfihe'hts, 
by the manipidation of the hours during which 
I)ubiichouscs are open, and by the diminution 
of their number. But the question is of such 
enornu)us imp(jrtance that I never quarrel with 
anybody who says that it is the biggest social 
problem which we have ,got face. If a man 
says that to me I agree with him. That is not 
a reason fpr trying to deal with it in^ a manner 
which has the double diskdvaritage that it caii 
be shown to inflict the grossest and most un- 
merited injury upon a large class of the com- 
munity and cannot be shown to have the 
sinallest effect upon general national temper- 
ance or intemperance. I was profoundly 
struck-, looking at some statistics on that most 
painful subject to Scotsmen — the statistics of 
Scottish intemperance. It seems there was 
an Act passed by the Government of which 
I was the head,.giying to the great towns in 
Scotland in 1903 the* right' to'" close public- 
houses at the same hours that were pcrmiss- 
able outside their boundaries. They have all 
taken advantage of it. For that Act we are 
responsible, nobody more so, I believe, than 
my learned friend sitting behind me. The 
Government, at all events of which he and I 
were members, were responsible for it, and 
nothing' whatever could giv.e mte greater j>Ieas- 
lirie than ''tb say, "Look' iat the ■' statistics' of 
Scottish intemperance since >that Act yvas 
passed and see how intemperance has dimin- 
ished." And if intemperance had diminished, 
would not every man interested in the sub- 
ject have said, "This is cause and effect. You 
liave shut your imblichouscs earlier and the 
intemperance in the streets of your great 
towns has diminished." But it is tragiCj^p.: 
think that ever since that Act was passed .the' ' 
statistics of intemperance show an increase 
in the dreadful vice which must be painful 
to every man of Scottish blood, to every man 
who feels how important is private morality 
to the greatness of a natipn. (Cheers.) I do, 
not associate the two facts, They would have . 



been associated if they had been the other 
way. (Laughter.) While I do not for a mo- , 
ment suggest that our Acts have been the 
cause of the growth of intemperance, surely 
all that statistical investigation can show will- 
prove conclusively that there is no assignable 
connection between the manipulation of:, 
publichousc law and the .growth or diminution 
of the great evils of drunkenness. (Hear,,. 
hear.) Well, if that be so, what have Ave tpf- 
say of the Government, which, without con-»y! 
sideration, without investigating such patent' 
facts as I have mentioned to you — whichj 
mark you, have come intp existence^; sijric;e4he 
Commission on drink, since Lord' Peel's, Com,-, 
mission — what have we to say of a governnv 
ment which rushes in and associates the great 
and sacred cause of temperance with the most 
gratuitous and flagitious attack upon the rights 
of unoffending individuals which legislative 
projects, perhaps, have ever shown ? I do not 
believe a greater injury to public morality 
has, ever been done than by the intrpditction 
bf the Dcensing Bill. (Cheers.) I am told, 
of course I am told, that tlic party to which, 
most of us here bcjong is sul^scrvient to the' 
trade, as it is called. (Hear, hear.) All I can 
say is tliat, so far as I am concerned, I care 
for nothing in this matter except for two of 
the great cardinal virtues — temperance and 
justice. (Cheers.) I do not believe that by 
this particular experiment in social reform 
either temperance or justice is, going to be pro- 
.moted. (Cheers.) . . . , , . 

The Scottish Land Bill.' ' 

Well, there is one other effort iit social re- 
form on which, though I have often spoken 
on. it, before, it -vvould be disrespectful to the 
Prime Minister 'for me not to say one word^ 
and that is, the scheme of small holdirigs- 
which the Government have -iihbugh't' 'goDcV* 
enough for Scotltind, but which t:hey did no't':^ 
think good enough cither for England or for 
Ireland. Now, on this subject of small hold'- 
ings I am not going into details. All, so far 
as, I know, are agreed in this, th^it every one 
of- us desires to see small holding.'; established 
wherever small holdings can be profitable to 
^thelr owners or occupiers. ' Of .coiirse/'ithe,- 
'fafmers, the large tenant -farmers 'ind'-larfd-'' 
owners, have a right like every other class ih; 
the cominunity to justice. I entirely agree 
with those who say that what we have got 
mainly to consider — subject to justice is that 
we should establish small holdings wherever 
small holdings arc likely to succeed. (Hear,.^' 
hear.) My complaint of the Government'-', 
policy is tha;t iiV Scotland; at 'all: event's,- the)i''^ 
are attempting to carry but 'an object" Wliichv ; 
all wish to further by methods^ irifrinsically-;'?' • 
fundamentally, and absolutely unsound. (Heary'^ 
hear.) I do not pretend wholly to have underr* 
stood everything that fell from the Prittie-' 
Minister upon this subject, though he is a' 
very lucid speaker. There have been great 
leaders of the Liberal party who had, with all ■ 
their eloquence, a great natural gift of ob- 
scurity. (Laughter.) The present Prime 
Minister does not belong to''that .cia45s;^.J*HiSyj 
natural gift is lucidity, arid I firiil 'it 'exti^ijie-^^^^^^^ 
ly difficult to understand some of his utter- 
ances upon a bill of his own colleague. I can- 
not help thinking tliat that obscurity can have., 
been due to no lapse on his part, but must" 
have been dictated by a deliberate and care- 
ful desire to spare the feelings of his col- 
league. ("Hear, hear," and laughter.) I 
notice- that Mr. lAsquith seems to think that 
we'should all have got on very well, and been 
now in general agreement, and, indeed, have 
found out what the Government meant to do 
if only the House of Lords had discussed this 
Bill in Committee. When I read that sen^:, 
tence I rubbed my eyes; I could not under-r 
stand this. Here is the leader of the party 
pledged to destroy the hereditary Chamber,^ 
most of whose speeches-.in the House of Conin 
mons are occupied in preventing us who are ; 
members of that assembly from discussing! 
anything in Committee (laughter), who ap--. 
peals to the House of Lords and says that if ' 
you only would have discussed this Bill in ■ 
Commitree you would have got over many of 
your fears, dissipated many misconceptions, f ■ 
and given the Government, I su])posc, tliat op- 
portunit}-- of Avhich they have deprived them- 1:: 
selves in the House of Comnions (cheers) of ■ 
explaining, what -their real views upon;' this 
question' are. And may I say tliat>'-If. tliink • 
those ;views require a great deal of -riexplaitia- 
tion?--^'!':-' . ■''*'^,T:'i-/-^ 
An Inappropriate Bill 

In two words my commentary upon th'i;j 
Bill, -which I Jiayc ; often criticized, is based 
upon Ihe fict''tliaPit is fblly to apply to all 
Scotland measures which, in view of the Gov- 
ernment themselves, have only been tried in 
the Highlands of vScotland, and which seem 
to me to be utterly inapplicable to any other 
part of the country. (Cheers.) 'J]he Scotch ' 
Office, indeed, are always trying to excite our 
patriotic ardour. The patriotic ardour' bf, 
Scotsmen is very easily excited, but L think 
that the most patriotic Scotsman is not likely^ 
to have a sentiment in favor of a system of ' 
land legislation which the Scotch Office may 
describe as Scottisli, but which everybody 
knows was introduced for the first time in 
Scotland within., the memory of every man 
jWlipm l am pow; addressing, , and. which, when 
intrp'duccUjVintb Sfbtla^ the^ first 

place, : <|eliberately.' cb^ froni IrelantliV In 
the sccbiid ' place, it 'was rccommericiQd' be- 
cause it applied to the Highlands, ruul did not 
apply to any other part of Scotland; and, in 
the third place, it has by universal aclmissioii

7 r; . V "^^^ Position of the Landlord 

'r'''am myself ohe'of the land-owning class, 
and I am not going to throw the least doubt 
upon what I believe to be the immense public 
service which the class lo which 1 belong has 
rendered to the community. (Hear, hear.) 
That service in Scotland and in England has 

• • only been rendered ; because the owners of 
land have been.fegarded as fespoiistble for the 

■ permanent improvement upon the laiid. That 
is the basis ot the whole thing. What do the 
government mean to do? They want to 
abolish the owner of the land as the capitalist 
partner in the tenancy of the land. They are 
going to abolish a system which lui; enabled 
agriculture in this country, without the aid of 
protection or government assistance of any 
kind or sort, to weather a storm .which no for- 
eign agriculture has been able to weather 
without the' assiistance of protection. (Hear, 
hear.) .,But, if you are going, under the gov- 
ernment bill, to leave, so far as small holders 
are concerned, the owners of the land without 
duties, with only the rights of shootigii game, 
or of claiming for building, or of evicting for 
non-payment of rent, then, 1 say, you destroy 
the value absolutely of the landlord and ten- 
ant system which, with some weaknc^ii^Vflias 
been, as I believe, productive of immense ser- 
vice in -the history of the country (cheers), 
and you are doing it in the face of the experi- 
ence of the whole civilized world. The Scot- 
tish Office arc always appealing to the success 
of the Crofters Act. The Crofters Act has not 
brought social peace to the Highlands. The 
Crofters Act has not prevented the steady 
growth and increase of those difficult social 
problems which, if this governnienC. are only 
going to stay in office a year or two, will un- 
doubtedly come to a head in the western and 
most crowded parts of the crofter district. 
While the Crofters Act has not been a success 
in Scotland, a similar act has been rejected 
with contempt by every parly in Ireland. Now, 
about the continent. The Scottish Office arc 
always referring to the system of peasant cul- 
tivation which exists on the continent. Quite 
right. I do not know whether, take it . all 
through, that system has been' successful either 
in preventing emigration to the towns or in 
iinpi-oving agriculture, or in resisting the tre- 
mendous difficulty' and stress wdiich have been 
thrown upon agriculturists by the opening up 
of great new countries Avith cheap transport in 
the west and in the east. • But, at all cvent-s, 
whatever praise you give to the continental 
.system, it is not the system which the govern- 
ment wish to establish in Scotland. The sys- 
tem which exists on. the continent is a system 
of peasant proprietors, and it is only the sys- 
tem of peasant proprietors in my opinion which 
will give small holders the least chance of suc- 
cess under existing conditions. And why do I 
say that? I say it for this reason, only in the 
specially favored spots where there is a great 
opening for market-garden produce, and where 
railway transport is easy, where the soil is 
kindly and generous, only in those places will 
the small owner have a relatively ea.sy time of 
it. Establish him elsewhere, and nothing, but 
the stimulus which ownership, and ownership- 
alone, gives will enable him to undergo the 
stress, -the labor incident, so far as I know, to 
every case of continental peasant small culti- 
vation, which will give him that pride in his 
own position which the government resolutely 
deny him, but which for my own part, were I 
in control of the legislation on this subject, 
should be his before any other gift which I 
could give Itim. I do not . believe in the gov- 
ernment plan of dealing with this subject. No- 
body but the Scottish Office does believe in it. 
(Cheers.) The English agriculturists do not 
believe in it, the continental politicians do not 
believe in it, the Irish who have tried it do not 
believe in it. Nobody who knows human na- 
ture, nobody who has seen the experiment at 
work believes in it ; but the obstinate and stu- 
pid faith of one department of the government 
is imperilling the reform which the House of 
Lords as well as the House of Commons, is 
anxious to give in some practical, substantial- 
form. These, gentlemen, are the compressed 
criticisms which are all that time allows mc 
upon three great measures which the go\'erii- 
ment choose to dub with the title social re- 
form. None of them has been thought out, 
none of them will bear the test of examination, 
none of them has the government dared to 
argue in the House of Commons (cheers) and 
I dp not believe that, judging by such signs of 
public opinion as come to us all, the view of 
the country upon them is in any way different 
.from the view which I have ventured to ex- 
press tonight. (Cheers.) 

The Problem of Unemployment 

But we are face to face not merely with the 

■ remote results of this ill-thought-out measure. 
^Ve are face to face as you know, 'in the com- 
ing winter, with the great problem of the want 
of employment,' and notice with some enter- 
tainment that each minister is of opinion that 
his own particular legislative crotchet is going 
to contrilnite to a sidjstantial solution of that 
great difficulty. Mr. Haldane thinks the Ter- 
ritorial army; the Chancellor of the lixclieriuer 
thinks some arrangement of : the post office. 
(Laughter.) I do not remember them all. Ohl ' 
yes, I think it was the'' Secretary for Scotland 
who thought that the Small Holdings bill was 
going to help uncmplo3'menl. (Laughter.) 
On that point I got a letter this morning v.diicli 
rather — I will not say it amused me, because 
the subject was rather painful — but it tiirew 
a curious light on this contention. A friend of

mosphere. •

women in society, and have for years em-s 
ployed the most noted faiseurs in London and . 
Paris. Pale soft -colors seem to be your, favor- 
ites; oddly enough you never look welLin 
black, which is strange with such a perfect 
complexion.

mine wrote to me that a certain number of 
small holdings had been thrown on the land- 
lord's hands in a country, not a crofter coun- 
try — I think it was in y\herdecnshire.

Well, what are the facts? The facts are that 
these small holders had no controver.sy or 
quarrel with their landlords at all. They were 
content with terms on which they held tlieir 
holdings; but they could only live if, in addi- 
tion to their holdings, they had other cniploy- 
ment. as is the case with many small hnldcr-; 
in England and man}- in the sruith of v'-^crjl- 
land. That emplo}-menl had left them, and 
they were obligetl to throw up their lujldings, 
or thought themselves obliged to throw up 
their holdings, and to seek employment in the 
new world. There you have a case, not of 
sniall holdings being the cause of employment, 
but want of employment being the destruction 
of small holdings. You have an exactly in- 
vc-sc case froni that which the Secretary for 
Scotland so glibly proposed, but for my own 
part, turning from these mock schemes and 
looking at the difficulty as well as I can, I do 
not profess to have come before you with any 
complete solution. 

Fiscal Reform 

I am a profound believer in what fiscal re- 
form can do. (Loud cheers.) I am a pro- 
found believer, I say, in what fiscal reform can 
do, first, in the unity of the empire (hear, 
hear) ; secondly, for the .stability of trade and 
for the growth of national, industries. (Hear, 
hear.) But though I thitik fiscal reform can 
do these things, and I believe will do them 
(cheers), I dp not pretend that the alterhatidns 
of affluence and .depression, ,of feverish over- 
])roduction ',and melancholy under-production, 
can be cured by any system ot fincal reform. 
Fiscal reform can improve the general condi- 
tions of trade. It cannot — nobody who de- 
sires to fix their thoughts upon it and be cle§r. 



moderate, and sober will say that it can — do 
away with all those oscillations; that it can- 
not do, but though I tell you what in my own 
present conviction fiscal reform can do for you, 
and though I accompany that, as I am bound 
to do, with a caution as to what 1 think it can- 
not do for _\'ou, there is ouc proposition which 
e\-er yl)( idy , I think, must admit, which is that 
the welfare nf the wagc-caniing classi.-s of this 
country deijcnds more than an)-thing upon that 
confidence which i,> the rout of all enterprise — 
manufacturing,, agricultural, commercial — and 
which, as far as I can see, this government are 
doing their very best to undermine. (Cheers.) 
Their very prujects of legislation — those, I 
mean. ili;U ihev- lia\'e not ])assed, wdiich they 
li.ave (inly t.alk'cd about (laughter) — ha\-e done 
much 1(1 destro}' public (-(mi fidenco (hear, 
hear), lia\e made it more difficult both fcjr the 
tenant farmer and fur the owner of land to 
find capital for the greatest of our industries. 
(Hear, hear.). They ha\e spread a wdde spirit 
of mistrust and anxiety through every class of 
the producing world; and nothing apparently, 
will teach some of their members that this is 
not only bad for them as a party, but bad for 
tiiem as representing the interests of the em- 
pire. (Cheers.) 

The Attack on Rich Men 

I was astonished to read in a speech of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer' delivered orily a 

few hours ago, holding up to public odium — 
l(ir it was no less — 7 2 very rich men, whom he 
did not name, but whom he said all his audi- 
ence could name it they wished; for it was no 
official secret, he said, that the income of 
these ])e(J])le — 1 do injt know whom he was re- 
ferring to — but the income of those 12, who- 
ever I hey might be, could siipport, I forget 
how many families out. of enipioymcnt in a 
distressful, winter. • T.he'Chaihcqllor of the Ex- 
chequer is) of all mims|ers, the one who ought 
to have under his guardianship the financial 
interests of the country;' and who ought to 
know better than any man that the greatest of 
all our financial interests is confidecne in the 
honesty of our rulers. (Cheers.) He' never 
seems to have asked himself either how much 



employment the income of these unknown 12 
already gives. He never seems to have asked 
himself whether they hold their wealth by any 
title leso sacred than that of the man belonging 
to a building society who, through the opera- 
tions of that society has bought his own little 
plot of land and his o\yn house. Above all, he 
has never asked himself what kind of effect 
utterances like these will have upon the con- 
fidence of those producing classes in the coun- 
try on whose energy, effused at home and not 
abroad (cheers), so much of the welfare of our 
working classes absolutely depends. (Cheers.) 
Mr. Lloyd-George is, indeed, good enough lo 
say that no man who invests his money in 
honest industry has anything to fear from "aim. 
(Laughter.) But Mr. Lloyd-George is himself 
apparently the judge of what he tliinks honest 
industry. (Laughter.) It is not the courts 
of law; it is not the legislation of the country ; 
it is not use and wont; it is not immemorial 
possession ; it is Mr. Lloyd-George's view of 
wdiat is an honest investment of money in 
productive enterprise which is henceforth to 
be the charter of security of the EngHsh man- 
ufacturer. (Laughter and cheers.) Th.e com- 
mercial classes of this country are excellent 
judges of good paper and bad .paper. (Hear, 
hear.) They know what constitutes sound se- 
curity, and what , is absolutely worthless ; and 
I aiTi perfectly convinced' there is not one of 
them who will not think, as I most assuredly 
think myself, that this promise of Mr. Lloyd- 
George is not worth the reporters' paper on 
which it was written — (laughter and cheers) — 
or the stir of the sound waves b}' which he 
gave it out to an enthusiastic Welsh audience. 
(Laughter.) My lords and gentlemen, this i.s 
no laughing- rnatter.,_^^^ T^^ of the 

Exchequer is' ai raanj' to vvhatever party he be- 
longs, who ought to be the guardian of the 
.sources of all productive wealth in this coun- 
try; and I say that the present Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has proved hiinself false to that 
trust. (Cheers.) What is the use of talking 
to me of v.diat the Territorial army is going to 
do for unemployment, of what sniall lioldings 
are going to do, brought into being under the 



government bill by infinitesimal homeopathic 
doses? (Laughter.)„ j ^5ha,t i all empty and 
vain talk; The'''talk which is not empty and 
which is not vain is such disastrous utterances 
as those for which the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer has just made himself responsible. 
They fit in only too well with the whole 
scheme of so-called social reform which the 
government have paraded before the eyes of 
an unimpressed electorate. Tliey are intended 
to .catch votes, but they will destroy confi- 
dence, and by destroying confidence they will 
do more than -ail the unknown, but drastic, 
measures which the Prime Minister has prom- 
ised to deal with unemployment— they will do 
more than all the territorial armies, or all the 
small holdings in the world, to destroy that 
prospect of employment on which the great 
mass of our fellow-countrymen depend now,, 
and must always depend, that employment • 
which is itself born of enterprise, of co-opera- 
tive, energy, of social skill, above all, of that 
confidence which every man, except the publi- 
can, has hitherto felt thst he may enjoy the 
results of the fruits of his own labor — a confi- 
dence which the present government, partly 
by their reckless schemes of legislation, partly 
by their reckless utterances, hsve done more 
to destroy in three years than all the dema- 
gogues of the last five generations. (Loud 
cheers.)

OUTLOOK FOR THE CEMENT INDUS- 
TRY 

In'comfnenting upon the conditions pre- 
vailing in the cement industry, an editorial 
writer in Cement Age, New York, says that* 
the situation is not as gratifying as manufac- 
turers would like to have it, but it is only 
natural that the recent unprecedented demand 
for cement, resulting in the establishment of 
many new plants, should have given to its 
manufacture an impetus certain to carry it be-; 
yond reasonable bounds. Moreover, this' hav-.' 
ing occurred at the moment financial depres- 
sion became general, there were two pro-- 
nounced factors, operating to the disadvantage/ 
of the cement industry, namely, an output ful-. 
ly up to normal requirements suddenly met by; 
a decline in demand througih postponement of 
structural enterprises, although nobody be- 
lieves that the many important improvements 
contemplated by corporations and municipali-': 
ties will be abandoned. Not only will these, 
projects be developed in due time, but count-' 
less lesser undertakings will continue. As a' 
matter of fact the present year has been term- 
ed "a good building year" by many, owing to 
the low price of materials and labor. In all 
these small operations cement has been used in 
increasing quantities. While they have not 
been suffipient in number to restore prices to, 
normal they will undoubtedly have .a .marked , 
influence upon :future conditions. Eyeriy con-; 
crete structure erected this year will encourage 
a more e:ttended use of cement in future.

Life and Letters of Lord ALicaulay," 
by liis nephew, tlie Right Hon. Sir 
C.corfje Otto Trevclyan. 

Sir (.^.eorgc Trevelyan's "Life of 
^Macaulay" is one of the best biog- 
|3;;i^phies in the English language, • and^fpoKwell; 
'" "knpwn to require notice on" its' bwn ' accoitnL'- 
But thif. new and cheap edition of the book is 
enriched witli some of those marginal notes 
wliicii isfacanlay was in the habit of writing- 
upon tlic tnisccllancous voiunies of his library, 
^lost of these specimens have already appear- 
ed in a separate form, and been reviewed in 
ihsc columns. They form an agreeable addi- 
tion to a }vork ip>v published a price which 
brings it \WtHi'n'reach of the' widesriirtelle'c't- 
public. It is hardly possible that anythincf 
'■'sTiould be discovered about Macanlay which 
has not Itcen anticipated b}^ Sir Gcorg^c Tre- 
vclyan. Not even Dr. Johnson was subjected 
' lo a severer test. The cxtraordinar}' popular- 
ity of Macaulny's own writings has been 
shared by the contributions of his biographer, 
\ : and even, those who already possess the Life 
-.vill probably like to have this final version 
of itj as the best because t'le most complete. 
It has become the fashion to say that Macaulay 
never doubted. But in his Notes he embodied 
tlie impressions of the moment, which he 
readily corrected by later knowledge and fuller 
thought. The}' were, indeed, a way of talking 
to himself, adopted when he had no other 
audience; and colloquial without being slov- 
enly in style. They range over every variety 
of book, grave and gay, good and bad, ill 
Greek, Latin, French, and English. Except 
, .Swift's notes to Burnet's Historv, it would be 



difficult to find a case of an eminent author's 
casual jottings being thus laid before the gen- 
eral reader. But Sir George Trevelyan's rc- 
bu;-.t faith in his uncle has been confirmed by 
experience, and iiis own book has been treated 
with a minuteness of scrutiny which he mod- 
. estly afctributes to the subject.(,-.".In several in- 
stances," his new Preface; tells iiis; "a niisprint 
or a' verbal error has been -broiVght lo my no- 
tice by at least fivc-and-twenty'difffrcnt per- 
sons ; and there is hardly a page in the book 
which has not afforded occasion for comment 
or suggestion from a friendly, and in some 
cases :i sceptical, correspondent." 

It would, therefore, be mere affectation up- 
on Sir George's part to doubt the permanence 
of the intere.=it which the Avofkings of MacauV 
ays mind have for his countrymen, whatever 
form the expression of them may take. His re- 
marks on Shakespeare's Plays are naturally 
among the most characteristic and valuable of 
these literary jottings. "I believe," he wrote in 
his Sliakespearc, "tliat Ilamlct ^vas the onl}' 
play on wdiich Shakespeare really bestowed 
much care and attention." He studied it 
minutely him.self, and his con'iments are very 
much more to the point than most Shakes- 
pearian criticism. AVhile he considered the 
opening- dialogue as "beyond praise," he did 
not hesitate to describes "the long^ story about 
Fortinbras, and all that follows from it," as 
"a clumsy addition to the plot." He compares 
Shakespeare, not with liis Elizabethan contem- 
poraries, ,n6r with any English dramatists, ;hut 
with 'the Greek drama, of which he was siich a 
devoted student.- For example, of the Royal 
audience near ihe begifiriing of the Play, he 
savs : "The silence of l lainlot during the earlier 



part of this scene is very fine, but not equal to 
the silence of Prometheus and Cassandra in 
the Prometheus and Agamemnon of ^^Jschy- 
lus." For the language of the strolling phi)'- 
ers he has a most ingenious apology. 

"It is (he writes) poetry within poetry, a 
])la3' within a play. It was, lhereforL\ pro[)er 
to make its language bear the same relation to 
the language in which Hamlet and Horatio talk 
\sdiich the language of 'Hamlet;" atid" Horatib 
bears to the cpmnion; style qf' conversi^tion 
among gentlemen. This is a," sufficient defence' 
of the style, whicli is>undonbtedly in itself . fair 
too turgid for dramatic or even. for lyric com- 
position." 

Professor Raleigh has severely censured 
Macaulav for condemning Joh.nson's edition of 
Shakespeare as slovenly u-uid worthless. The 
Jill rase, udiich may be found in the article on 
Johnson contributed by Macaulay to the F.n- 
ovcI<M)aedia Britannica, is of course too"cDn- 
teiniituous. Macanla}-, however, had mailc 
!uni:-olf .acquainted with Johnson's notes before 
he used it, and had his reasons for the opinion. 
Johnson, for instance. Was horrified at Ham- 
let's malignity in declining co kill his uncle at 
his prayers, lest he should go straight to 
Heaven. Macaulay observed : 

"Johnson does not understand the charac- 
ter. Hamlet is irresolute; and he makes the 
first excuse that' suggests itself for not strik- 
ing, ff he had met the Icing drunk, he v^ould 
have refrained from avenging himself lest lie' 
should kill both soul and body." 

Macaulay, however, did full justice to 
Tohr.son's own pcrsoi-.al bbserVations, drawn. 



from life, and regarded the famous note on the 
character of I-\ilonius as Johnson's juaster- 
piece. His attack v-as directed against the 
want of scholjlrship and research, which is 
proved by the absence of quotations from the 
other Elizabclhan dramatists to explain or il- 
lustrate Shakespearean phraseology. In. .the 
IJictioiiary itself there are no specimens of 
Elizabctliaii literature outside Shakespeare 
and l)cn Jonson. Macaulay had his own view 
of Hamlet, which he expounds at the opening 
of the fourth scene in the fir.st .-Vet: 

"Nothing can be finer than this specimen 
of Ilr.inlet's peculiar character. His intellect 
is out of all proportion to his v.'ill or his pa.s- 
sions. Under the most exciting circumstances, 
while expecting every moriicrit' fo'seie the ghost 
of his father rise before him, he goes on dis- 
cussing questions of morals, manners, or poli- 
tics, as if he were in the schools of Witten- 
berg." • * 

Again, of the convers'atLon betvyecn -Ham- 
let and Osric in the fifth Act: 

"This is a most admirable scene. The fool- 
ing of Osric is nothing; but it is most striking 
to see how completely Hamlet forgets his 
father, his mistress, the tCifrible dutj' imposed 
upon him, the imminent danger which he has 
to run, as soon as a subject of observation 
conies before him — as soon as a good butt is 
offered to his wit. The ghost of his father 
finds him speculating on the causes of the.- de- 
cline of the fame of D.eq^mark. .^Immedia^tely 
before he puts His uncle's consciende to the' de- 
cisive test, he reads a lecture on the principles 
of dramatic composition and representation. 
And now, just after Ophelia'.-, burial he is 



analysing and describing the fashion-iblc follies 
of the age, with as much apparent case of 
heart as if he had never known sorrow." 

That Macaulay should be as much read as 
ever is;; not ^surprising,J4:;^ careful to- 

avoid fashioiiable Tliahnensms''an(i temporary 
caprice that nothing he wrote has become ob- 
solete. But the interest still shown in his life 
and character goes bej-ond any literary explan- 
.ation. His political career was not in itself re- 
markable, and the records of his conversation 
are no more. Perhaps something may be due 
to his intensely rational fibre. Never was therR 
a ntore typical Englishman in princij>|e .and . 
prejudice, in mind and feeling, in tastes -and 
habits. His homeliness of temper and dispjoi^: 
sition was as visible at Calcutta as at Glap- 
ham, nor did he ever lay aside any of the cus- 
toms to which he had become used. What he 
saj's of Bacoia's philosophy is true of his own 
mental processes. They are so clear that they' 
make every one feel as if they were his own. 
Macaulay never attempted to deal with v^haf 
he did not understand. His methods are trans- 
parent, and the force of positive conviction 
which grates on subtle or confused minds ac- 
counts lor the influence which b.e still exer- 
cises o^'cr the ordinary reader. The honesty of 
liis historical judgments was of a piece with 
his wdiole nature, aiid he could no more be ob- 
scure than he could be disingenuous. At the 
same time he made jeverythitig seem -vixid by 
the raciness and enet'gy' "of His 'treatment, it 
is this union of force with clearness, and of 
power with simplicity, which attracts such 
iTiultitudes of readers to all the manifestations 
of talents so variously and--j'et so bohsistjently' 
applied. 



Teaching of Psf #0k)gy 




IIE winter session at King's, College, 
London, was opened w-ith an intro- 
ductory lecture by Professor C. S. 
Myers, wliose.- subject was "The 
-Aims and Position of Experimental 
Psychology." The Principal of the 
College- (Dr. licadlam) was in the chair, and 
there was a large audience. 

Professoi Myers began by defining the re- 
gion of psychology which, he said, dealt with 
mental jjhenomena c|ua phenomena and, al- 
though., closely related both to philosophy ami 
.ancl to. physiolpgy, was in itself an independent 
scieri'be. ' The most striking ■results of the ex- 
peri^nental method in psychology had been 
achieved in the investigation of the differences 
between different individuals in relation to the 
.same external influences — differences as to the 
a^•erage number of objects a man can perceive 
at a single glance, the avera'gfe 'number of 
figures one can remember after a certain num- 
ber of readings, differences in sensations, imag- 
ery, 'liability to fatigue, important differences 
m thought, feeling, and action. He had his 
first introduction to experimental psychology 
wdicn he helped to investi,gate the characters 
of primitive Islanders in the neighborhood of 
I\ew Guinea; he and his colleagues then de- 
termined such questions as the distances at 
.which those islanders could see and hear, their 
insensibility topain, to small differences in lift- 
fed weights,' to small differences in the pitch 
of musical instruments, their liability to fa- 
tigue, and so on. Tiie in ve.-tigators had not 
only to institute a comparison between the re- 
.sults given in the case of those primitive 
people and the results of similar experiments 
in more advanced communities, but they had 
to .study also the great individual differences 
^..jamong the islanders themselves. The experi- 
ment of showing one individual after another 
a color and askin.g him if he liked it and wdiy, 
revealed extraordinarily great individual dif- 
ferences. Some disliked or liked a color be- 
cause it Av.as more or less nearly v.diat a good 
color should be — they liked it because it was 
well saturated, or they disliked it because it 
was too pa(e. Others liked or disliked some 
color because of the effect it produced upon 
them — they liked it because it was bright or 
warm, the)' disliked it because it was heavy 
or glaring. Others again based their prefer- 
ences on association' — they associated a coloi' 
with some scene disagreable to them; and yet 
others ])ersonificd colors and spoke of an 
"honest,"' a "friendly," a "jealous," or an 
"angry" cdlo'r"""One person had spoken sin- 
cerely of a color which lookerl "as if it had a 
past." All these types had been investigated 
by the experimental method, and they were 
r.il as ready to discredit one another as the per- 
fion who Avas destitute of visual imagery Avas 
to ridicule the claim of some friend to be able 
to..see the furniture of his dining-room in his 
mind's eye. Dr.iMyers, turning to the study of 
abnormal differ'dhces, showed that experimen- 
1al ps3.-chology had thrown a great deal of light 
upon the physiological problem of color 
blindness, and had established the existence of 
l\-/o di-itinct systems of cutaneous sensation 
.which, in abnormal conditions, may be /lisso- 
ciato l. Speaking of the relation of psychology 
to disorders of pensonalit}-, he said there were 
many cases on record in which the personality 
of the subject had become quite changed, and 
in whicli the subject had forgotten all that had , 
occurred in the reign of his previous person- 
ality. In some cases there was an alternation 
(li personalities, and in others there was a mul- 
tiplication of jiersonalities. In one case of such 
Miultiplicatio); it seemed .that.p.ne personality 
v^ as present and lying behind during the reign 
of the others and knew wdiat was going on all 
llic .tiniCji though the other £crsonalitics .did 



not know what was going on when that per- 
sonality alone predominately;. This indicated 
the dissociation of functions "which in normal 
conditions, wer^e uriited. Dr. Myers merely 
mentioned such 'other psychological problems 
as the strength of association, the "rate" of 
forgetting, the influence oftimc on associations 
of equal strength but different age, the in- 
fluence of the distribution of repetitions upon 
retention (the greater number of groups the 
learnc;rcan''divide his repetitions into the bet- 
ter th'e lesson can b'e retained), the most econ- 
omical method of learning, the influence of re- 
troactive inhibition, the influence of drugs up- 
on mental activit}-, the behavior of adults, cliil- 
dren civ;! animals mider strong emotions, the 
jrsychology of religion, and the p.;ychology of 
evidence. The closing part of his lecture dealt 
with what he described as the inadec|uatc pro- 
vision of the London University for- the teach- 
ing of psychology. The subj(;ct was recogniz- 
ed in six separate couiacs of study in the Uni- 
versity, but that distribution was harmful in 
its ])rogresa. It was an independent science, 
with methods which weie distinctl}' its own. 
Yet th.ere was no bodv of ])r('jfessed jis^'cholo- 
gist.s within the Univxersily. lie pleaded for 
the institution of a board of studies in psychol- 
ogy in order that the teaching of the subject 
should be reorganized and co-ordinated. Des- 
cribing the i^rovision made for the teaching of 
l)sychology on the Continent and in the Lhiited 
States, Dr. Myeis show-d that London \vas 
conspicuously backward, and he said there 
were not more than half-a-dozen medical men 
in tiie country wdio could cirrx- out such ol)- 
servations upon a patient as w-ould satisi\' a 
psychologist. He advocated, the establishment 
of a psychological institute in a central jKirt 
of London where post-graduate teaching and 
post-graduate research could ,gn on hand in 
liand. With a Board of Studies in P.sycholo.gy 
and such a central institute, the London Uni- 
versity would be enabled to bring itself abreast 
of the foreign Universities in that important 
science. 

Professor Haliburton, in proposing a vote 
of thaijks to the lecturer, mentioned with re- 
gret that that was probably the l;i»;: ai)pear- 
ance of Professor .My er.s as a lecturer for that 
college, considerations of healtii ha\'ing oblig- 
ed him to resign. 

The Principal, in scci.mding the [)r(3])osition, 
complained of the iiuidetjuate suppoi't gi\-en 
to tlie college by the Government. Galway 
college, in the \vest of Ireland, which had [oo 
students, was to receive .£12,000 a year from 
the Government and £20,000 for new build- 
ings. In King's College there were 2,500 Uni- 
versity students, and the college received a 
.grant of £8,000 a year and nothing for new 
buildings. It was the same hi regard to other 
collc.gcs in London when contrasted with 
smallei' institutions in "the Celtic fringe." 
Wales got two or three times as much per head 
of population for its Universities as England 
received, and it Avas now claiming more.. Lon- 
don University got very' little help, and it'was 
met with suspicion, and sometimes, indeed, 
with active opposition, from those in author- 
ity when it asked for help. A great improve- 
ment had been made by the London County 
Council, but it was a fundamental mistake to 
organize education from below instead of from 
above. There could not be good elementary 
teachers without good secondary schools, and 
there could not be secondary .schools without 
Universities. The education authorities should 
have made it their first care to see that the 
Universities were strong and efficient.

Even in the opening chapters the 
edification was not as apparent as she expected 
it to be, for the story told of love-making and 
of fighting, and had an! unniistakeably worldly 
tone.

The Mother Superior, 
who was thoroughly interested in the story, 
was somewhat crestfallen, but she took the 
matter philo.sophically. "Oh, well,'' she said, 
"the book must he a good one, for I bought 
it from a pious bookseller. Now wt \vdvc. 
bought and paid for it, it would be wasteful 
were we not to read it to the end." And we 
presume they did.

Game Animals of Afriea 



History seems to be repeating itself in rail- 
way matters at the present time. The su.ggest- 
ed arrangement in the mater of sleeping pa.s- 
sengers between the Midland, the Great 
.Northern, and the London and North-'Western 
recalls, says the Pall Mall Gazette, the early 
day of the iron hor.se, when every little com- 
pany had to fight for its life. Keenest amongst 
the "strugforlifers" were the North Midland, 
the .Midland Counties, and the Birmingham 
and Derby Junction, which were doing no 
good to themselves or anybody else by their 
fierce and unrestrained competition. .Mr. James 
Hey worth, of the .Midland Counties, took the

The twenty-four .gasped, hut Jdey- 
worth carried liis motion iov a committee oi'~ 
investigation by a 75-per-ceiit iuajority, and 
l)a\'cd the way for the amal.gamatiun which is 
now- known as the Midland Railway. 



The Infant Dom Miguel (Michael ■Nfaxi- 
milian Sebastian Maria), of Braganza, whose 
betlirotlial to Mrs. Chaunccy, a wealthy 
American widow, lias latelj' l)een announced, 
is, says the Manchester Guanlian, the direct 
descendant of John VI., King of I^ortugal. liis 
father, Dom Miguel, Duke of Braganza, is the 
son of the Dom Miguel who attempted to seize 
the Crown of Portugal from his niece, Maria 
da Gloria, the greatrgrandmother of the pre- 
sent King, Dom Miguel's attempt would 
probably have been successful if it had not 
been for the "syniijathy" of the British Gov- 
ernment for the youthful Maria, who re])rc- 
sented the Liberal cause in Portugal.

liERE has just been issued from the 
pen of R. Lydekker, a book on "The 
Game Animals of Africa." It is thus 
reviowed .by;... the London Times; 
The besetting- "sin pf-f'sjbolo 
been the itch to niafc'p.>'jic\J^';:Sp.e^ 
been, perhaps, in ettVombfo^y^ and 
similar branches, wherein the- creatures arc 
small and specific differences often difficult of 
.determination, that the evil effects have been 
^ most felt; but in the opening up of Africa, 
rich in a fauna almost peculiar to itself and 
with an expanse o[ country giving ample room 
for local variations, there has been provided a 
hew field in which the mania has been able to 
run riot among nobler game tfian butterflies 
and beetles.' Thus,, if we choose to. "fbll6>v 
German precedent," we may have no fewer 
than 18 full species of African buffalo," ranging 
from the big black Cape buffalo to the small 
red bush-cow of the Congo region. The 
wholesome tcntlency in England is against this 
lavish multiplication of species, and Mr. 
Lj'dckker ])refers to class the different varie- 
ties ns local races onl}' of one and the same 
species. In the i)articular case of the buffalo 
the conservative course is the most desirable 
becrnise there is c'-i^h-nce that individuals; - of 
sui-iposcdly different "species" are found'not 
only in the same region, but actually in the 
same hcirds; while, as Mr. Scions has pointed 
out, Dr. jMatscliie based his differentiation of 
the species largely on comparison of the horns, 
and cspcciall}' on the difference in the length 
of the smooth tips thereto. But the length of 
the .-lUiootli tijis is miqucstioiiabl}' largely a 
m.'itlor of age. The longer an animal lives af- 
ter liis horns have attained their full develop- 
ment, the more he wjcars, them down and the 
"shorter do the tips beconie. .' '\ . 

Simila'rly, we may have ten species of gir- 
affe if we Avill ; but again Mr. Lydekker seems 
to do ample justice in allowing the varicti^i§*''td 
rank as local races. .-Vnd if the buffalos'-iiid 
giraffes furnish us with labyrinths of nomen- 
clature, the antelopes are a wilderness indeed. 
There arc, first, twenty-one antelopes of what 
may be called the Uartclicesl .group, followed 
by forl3'-three (.Inilccrs. Then come some four 
or five Icli])springcr.->, eight orihi, and eleven 
dik-dik. Next eight kobs, true and false, four- 
teen gazelles, ancl sixteen bushbucks, besides 
grysboks, steinbolcs, redbucks, gemsbucks, 
blaauwbolcs (now 'extinct), and palas, beisas, 
bongos, oryx, addax, elands, and kudbs, with a 
few ])l,'nn "antelopes" in addition. ;>It.;,is. un- 
lik«4y that all the truly "new" antelopes 'in'' Af- 
rica Iku'c 3'ct been disco\'ered ; hut even now 
there is not much difficulty, if avc allow specific 
rank' to locnl variations, in scraping together 
some 200 species. One sym[)athises \sdth the 
desire of the .sportsman to discover a ncv 
beast wjiich shall be named after him. It is 
a worthy ambition ; and, with such prizes as 
the okapi^ hidden , in the lucky bag of the for- 
ests, almost any ilrcam seems reasonable in 
Africa. At the worst no .sportsinan of perse- 
verance need despair of standing godfather' td 
a new duiker. But the time is coming when 
we shall know our African faiina better than 
we do now. There will be inevitable discov- 
eries of intermediate links between animals 
Avhicli at present stand clearly apart, and there 
will be closer scrutinizing of the patents con- 
ferring the right to rank as a full species. If 
any one can thread the; rnajzes . Of jAfrican zoo- 
logy today it is M^. Eydekfer-;" ''^^^^^ 
i)erfect our knowledge ' still is becomes ap- 
parent ill the 'mere fact that while this book 
was in the press no fewer than seven " new 
fipecies\(or sub-spccics' or^raccs) of game ani- 



mals were reported, which have to be included 
in some .supplementary pages , of ^ "addenda." 
Wc know also from other sources that tli'e re- 
cent expedition sent to the Ruwenzori country 
furnished the British Museum with sometihing 
like 130 hitherto unknown kinds of munirnals, 
birds, -reptiles, insects, and plants. In such 
circumstances a definite work on any depar,ty 
nicnt of African natural history is as yet im- 
possible, but what Mr. Lydekker has done] is. to 
bring the subject as nearly up. JoJdiatevas'^it 
can be brought. 

While new species are still being found, 
there is al.so the other iuid less cheerful side of 
the- picture — the sad procession of creatui:es 
which are already disappearing. In districts - 
where buffalo are now rare;- they miglit/jacj- 
cording to Mr. F. J. 'Jackson, have been' seen 
as late as 1889 "in dense black masses on the. 
open gras.sy downs at all hours of the day.''; 
The true gnu, tlie great herds of which Gordon 
Gumming described in the middle of the last-- 
century. is rapidly following its former chosen ', 
companion, the cpiagga, down the road to ex-'.' 
tinctioii. "Ai a truly wild animal," says Mr. 
Lydekker, "it no longer exists." The blaauw- 
bok has gone. The eland, with other animals; 
has disappeared from the greater part;^ql»j- ;it3- 
southern habitat.' The typical racf'c 6i:the"'tai6 ' 
or mountain zebra only lingers in a single clis? 
trict by grace of the rigid ' protectioir of -.the 
Cape government. The range of the hippo'- . 
potamus is now enormou.sly restricted. 
was once plentiful in Mntabcleiand, wdicre cer- 
tain h.irds, Mr. Scions tells us, were protected 
by Lo Ben.gula under penalty of death, but 
"within a few montlis of the conquest of 
Matabeleland in 1893. all, or nearly all, were 
destroyed by white men for the sake of tlicir 
hides"; and skin hunters also must be held re-, 
.sjponsible for the , extermination of the. giraffe 
in niany districB'.'wJh;efe; ''it once abbutiH^ilf 
Finally, lion?, everywhere dis^^ the

The matter of this book is not . altogethej;/ 
new, the plates being reduced reproductibtis 
(with some alterations) from those published 
in the large quarto volume "The Great and .. 
Small Game of .'\frica"; from which ahso the;, 
author has taken, though generally with re-." 
vision, his own contributions to the tej\t of 
that work. Besides this he has drawn freely, 
as is necessary, from the writings of others on 
the subject. Thus, from one source and an- 
other, he has succeeded in presenting us not 
only with as good descriptions as, . perhaps, 
can be made of the physical characteristics of 
each species, but also with a quantity of mis- 
cellaneous information about their habits and 
range, and the methods of hunting them. In 
addition to the fifteen plates there arc nearly a 
hundred photographs excellently reproduced. 
The volume is one of sound .scientific value, 
and it should be of the greatest service to any 
one who goes to Africa to shoot. . - . 



"Never," groaned the picture dealer, "never 
try to argue a Avoinan into believing that she 
ought to pay a bill when she thinks otherwise.

'Times. Tiiere is a general, quite vivid impres- 
sion of this fact,' as Mr. Thomas A. Edison 
I sees, or rather senses, in the future. 

He has emerged from the conmiercial as- 
pect of the magic that lies hidden in the ob- 
stinacies of nature. Canned opera arid moving 
picturcs have their prospect for improv-ement, 
■ .tKc storage ' battery is "being manufactured to 
the ultimate solution of economy n\ traffic, 
tlie phonograph is now but a child's wonder, 
and Edison dismisses lliem with n wave of 
the hand, as a conjurer smilingly bows liijii- 
self off the stage, in amiable acknowledgment 
bf his trade. 

"Wc only have five senses, that is the 
trouble ; we have to creep through the world 
at the best," he says. 

I he Uncertainty of Invention 
To the average mind there is thc iniprisoii- 
ment of a circuitous perception. We identify 
with our senses r^^ry thing— but mystery. A 
desperate uncertainty still perplexes the in- 
spired makers of invention. A sensitive co- 
relation between all phases of scientific dis- 
covery is the striking feature of modern ex- 
periments. These i.-;;- thoughts that, as an in- 
dex, point to the foresight of Edison's present 
activity. 

He is not "dreaming" in his laboratory ; 
there is no self-indulgent retirement. He finds 
himself, so he says, after three-score years of 
eager industry, to catch the secret whisperings 
of: natural phenomena, a- busier man than he 
'fever was before. 
1, Everything, Anything, Is Possible 

.**We know nothing; Ave have to creep by 
the light of experiments, never knowing tlic 
'day or the hour that we shall find what we 
are after," he says. 

Mr. Edison looks, as he always did, young 
for his years, for his time. 

He seems to have reached an autumn that 
.'does not change outwardly; an autumn that 
' •veils the ceaseless energy of his life. 

"Now that I've retired from the commercial 
aspect of my work in the laboratory, I suppose 
I shall really work harder than I ever did in 
iny life," he .said. 

"I've always got liiore than one thing in 
course of development, twenty things that I 
hope to do, or that I hope some one else vvill 
'do. Scientific discoveries are coming so thick 
anTd iast, there are so many of us working like 
beavers at them, that it is appalling merely to 
fhink about possibilities in the future." 

"Everything, anything, is possible; the 
world ^is a vast storehouse of undiscovered 
energy. 

"There is a great distinction, iiowcver, be- 
tween the scientific experiment that accom- 
plishes its end and the practical adaptation of 
it to humanity at large. We read of won- 
derful things being done experimentally, but 
whether they can be accomplished practically 
is another matter." 

"Shall we fly through the air?" 

"Ohj yes, undoubtedly we shall,, it's bound 
to come. It won't be the aeroplane, however, 
and it won't be the dirigible balloon. An in- 
dividual theory may suffice to make a very 
interesting scientific experiment, but it is not 
what one man himself believes that is the 
solution of a problem that must come out of a 
universal law in nature, dependent not upon 
the skill of one' man with one machine, but of 
a machine for all men. 

"The aeroplane is a remarkable experiment, 
but it comes as a theory, controlled by the 
man who has that theory, and is not yet ad- 
justed to universal uses. But I firmly believ e 
that some day avc shall know how to fly; it's 
otdy a matter of inventing a compact engine 
with sufficient power. It will be done. There 
is so much to do, though, such a lot of new 
discovery going on in the form of scientific 
experiment that promises uoav wonder, new 
sensation, new economy of life and time and 
money." 

"What is the immediate motive power of 
the future?" 

■ "Power that will be generated without 
stearii. It's not new. A lot of them are work- 
ing at it; have been working at it for some 
time. To generate electricity in any require- 
ment of great power now we have to burn 
coal, make steam to run the dynamo, The 
next step is to generate electricity direct from 
coal itself. Coal is a carbon, the accumulation 
of the sun's heat, and carbon is the best coni- 
Inistible we know of. I haven't done it: I 
hope somebody will. The power is there un- 
questionably. AYe know that electricity can 
'■be generated direct from coal because it has 
been done as a scientific experiment, but not 
' to an extent sufficient to call it a practical dis- 
covery. The first indications of a secret in 
nature that appear in experiment arc alwavs 
very feeble. ■\lan is slow to understand, his 
five senses are not enough to gather all the 
meaning of experimental science." 

Electrical Energy In Coal 
"There is a direct electrical energy in coal ?" 
• . "Of course there i.s.o One of. the difficulties 
we. have to oveirconie iii obtaining electricity 
at first hand from coal is the ashes-y-but it is 
there. We get it from zinc, .iron; vvhy not 
from carbon? So far, however, we have oaly 
/accomplished it in scientific c-xpeninent. I 



haven't done it yet, I may, anyhow; 1 hope 
some one will.' r- :■ '■.:-::*.

Most of them 
are getting old, slow to see and hear the pro- 
gress of events.' 

The wizard smiled dryly and his eyes 
twinkled mischievously. 

"The railway's are old-fashioned?" 

"The men who run theni are getting old. 
There may be an Exception, more than one, 



technical opinions against it.' The other • one 
was running smoothly, easily. But- these-. were 
merely questions for the men '.whoi- run the 
railways.

I don't believe that will work out." 

"Will the sun's rays be harnessed to do 
the work of machine powers?" 



;factories had not considered, but it 'was.'an 
indication,-' a 'Chance suggestion ol the increas- 
ing 'scope'' of Mr. Edison's' sweep of scientific 
■activity; 

■■ One of • the gentlemen who presides over 
the commercial destinies of the Edison factory 
in West Orange, N.J., described Mr. Edison 
as an "optimist who was inclined to elaborate 
the scope of his inventions," So much is -due 
to this "optimism," however, that it would 
seAn to be a. special responsibility of the times 
to' eneouraige it. 

"I've been five yea!rs and a half trying to 
get my storage battery perfected; that was a 
long pull, it came hard, but it has come. 
They're making them out there as fast as they 
can," said Edison, waving a hand in the direc- 
tion' of the storage-battery, .building^. , There 
was no optimism about this. The storage 
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perhaps, but the one I can think of now is J.' }. 
Hill. A portion of the Great . Northern rail- 
way is being run by water power now. But, 
of course, all men are not like Hill. It was 

just the same years ago when electrical power 
was proposed for the elevated roads in New 
York. Remember how Jay Gould ami Russell 
Sage delayed and blocked the installation of 
electricity? And then, think how glad they 
were v.'hcn it was installed and they found out 
how well it worked! There is alwiiys a techni- 
cal investigation of a new idea in science that 
is reliable and can be trusted !" 

No, Mr. Edison wouldn't be quoted, but 
there was one Eastern railway that adopted an 
impossible system of electrification, and an- 
other one that was using the correct and only 
system of electrical railroading. The one that 
was having trouble should have regarded the 
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Harnessing the Rays of the Sun 
"As a scientific experiment that's already 
been done. ' In fact, in a small way, there is 
a practical demonstration of it, I believe, in 
the "\\'cst. In .Vrizona 1 saw a thirty-horse- 
power mol(.ir run by the rays of tlie sun by re - 
flecting the sun's rays in mirrors and focuy- 
ing this light upon a copper boiler. 

"Oh! but wc don't know I Ouitc probably 
there is a inoti\c power in the light of llie sun 
as it reaches the earth that may be utilised 
some day. The indications of scientific dis- 
covery are so amazing ar.d the co-relation of 
all its various forms of progress are so intim- 
ate that we just begin to find out how feeble 
we really are to cope with them. Look at 
bacteriology, what wonderful advancement 
there is in it." 

This was a new interest that the Ivlison 



battery had lost its interest since it had; be- 
come commercial. 

"The resull of it all will be an electrical 
taxicah. I've been interested m that — in fact, 
I've helped to design a taxic.'ib that will run 
smoothly and easily by electricity." 

"Will tliie electrical taxicab be cheaper than 
the same veiiicle in New York now?" 

"Oh, well, that's a matter for administra- 
tiqji," said Edison. The commercial details 
were tiresome. 

"VVe have been giving the thing a final 
and severe test," he continued. . ' 

"We've driven an electriGal taxtca^ over 
5,000 miles at a speed of fifteen miles an hour 
over the v»'orst roads, hills and ruts wc could 
find in and around Montclair and Newark. The 
result was entirely satisfactory so far as the

It was found, 
however, that those in use did not run down 
any further, as we expected, but. retained a 
fixed degree of energy somewhat, less tnaii.wc

It had been announced that Edison was 
perfecting the discovery of a way to make 
black diamonds, treasures tbat are very scarce

"i have not discovered a way to make, ai- 
tificially, the black diamond, but I am working 
on it, among other things that interest me. 
The discovery, if made, is not one that the 
general public would fully appreciate, but itis;; 
importance to the mining world is very great. 
At present the black diamond is used ior drill- 
ing, but it is very rare and very expensive. The 
adyantage.of an artificial .black dianioiid;woitUI; 
render millions ' of 'ddirars' woi-th of precioiis" 
metals lying undiscovered in the earlh today 
accessible to the miner. I hope someone will 
discover it if I don't. .It ought to be done as 
a vast industrial necessity-of modern progress 
in scientific experiment." ' 
"Experiments indicate that the black dia- 
mond can be made artificially?" 

"There is an indication,- but while* a: practv: , 
cal theory is a good lead,' it is" not a' sure thing; 
but there is probably 85 per cent of the earth's 
hidden treasure untouched !)ecausc of the lack 
of facilities to drill thein out of the, .rock to 
the surface. That is incentive' eriough'> to the 
inventor, if he needs any." 

Under the earth, and over the earth since 
Edison has shaken off the commercial shackles 
of his, genius, are the broader fields of his 
sensitive industry to pry into 'their mysteries'.

"'riiere is an attempt being made now to 
gather the nitrogcii of the air and use it for 
fertilizing purposes of the earth," he said, and, 
jumping out of his chair, he stretched his arms 
wide apart in sheer distraction of the scientific 
possibilities of the future.

It is reported that tliicMriten the 
c olta gc does npt /icoitlport '^vi lias; respectable 
outer appearance ;• biit as the conclitions under 
v.'liicli it is now occupied have naught to do 
witii this tale, it will r.ot be necessary t.orefer, 
even casually." to its present inmates. 

The cottage, in 1S59, was built by a French 
merchant, named Aimie Lassal. He was a 
handsome young fellow of somewhat swift 
habits, and had for a wife a very attractive 
Parisian lady. Mmc. l^^assal was indeed a 
beautiful woman, and she was conscious of it. 
Her figure waa tall and graceful. ■ Her eyes — 
the windows of her soul— black as jet and deep 
as wells. Her .hair.sp dark that its color c^uld 
almost be described ' as blue-black. In de- 
meanor she was a perfect lady and her con- 
versation, which was carried on in English 
with a .slight French accent, was delightful, for 
she was witty and piquant and had a way 
wl'.ich made visitors think she sympathized 
with them in their - sorrp^ys andr joys. Her 
manner was sb^winsbnie .that .soon Mme. Las- 
sal came to the front socially ; ind her opinion 
was asked by the society leaclers on nearly 
every subject before a decision was reached. 
In this capacity she became the repository of 
many family secrets which the possessors 
should have kept safely locked in the recesses 
of their own hearts. But human beings, es- 
pecially women, are so confiding that, w^ien a 
person has once gained their confidence there 
is scarcely any 'limit to the secrets they will 
disclose. It often seems as though their hearts 
arc bursting to tell all thai the}' know, and of- 
,ten more than they know, to some one whom 
tliey think they can trust. When the spool has 
once begun to'turn it scarcely ever ceases to 
revolve until tlie thread has all run out and 
both ends are in another's possession. 

One afternoon iM. Lassal came home from 
his office, which was on Wharf street, in a 
frame building where Todd & Sons' establish- 
ment is now; 'and': complained of feeling very 
ill. He went to'b'e'd and a physiciari was^callcd-; 
in, who prescribed for an attack of 'pneumonia. 
He grew rapidly worse and 'the next day was 
'repoVted to have died, The announcement of 
his death was a .^^evere shock to the little com- 
munity, which then numbered only some 2,000 
souls, and the funeral was largely attended. 
The cofi'in was interred in the Quadra street 
cemetery in accordance with the ritual of- a 
secret society. The widow said the burial 
was temporary, as she, intended to take the 
body to France for'niiternient in the mauso- 
leum of her husband's' distinguished ancestors. 

At that time there was no registration of 
deaths rcquiredi.as''is now the case. A patient 
might die of 'almost' any complaint and be 
Iniried without a doctor's certificate, which 
was not often furnished, and as to the cause of 
death, it was seldom asked except in cases 
where death was the result of violence, and 
even then the inquest was hurriedly made and 
loosely conducted. 

The widow's grief was nnconsolablc. Bow- 
ed with woe and with streaming eyes she gaz- 
ed at the coffin (which had not been opened 
.It the house to the mourners) as it was low- 
ered into the grave and the service was read 
over the remains. On her return to the cot- 
tage site was waited upon by several ladies 
wiio took turns in watching over her for sev- 
eral days and nights lest in one of her par- 
oxysms she should make away with herself. 

Mme. Lassal had in her possession a da- 
guerreotyjie of her late Inisband. Of this she 
had S. A, Spencer, the ])ionecr daf^uerreotypist, 
make several copies and posted them to friends 
in California and France, as the last picture of 
le pauvre Aimie. In the course of a few weeks 
^Irs. Lassal held a sale of the household furni- 
ture and dispo,sed of the cottage and the lot on 
which it stood for a v^ry . small . figure. She 
then departed on the mail steamer for San 
Francisco, leaving behind licr many friends 
Who were sincerely sorry to part with the ac- 
complished and captivating lady who had won 
their hearts and who had been so . cruelly be- 
reaved. 

The cottage became the property of a .Mr. 
George Goodwin, who, with his wife and one 
child, went to reside there. Tlie house was 
comfortably fitted up and well furnisiu;d and 
was the favorite resort of the young ladies and 
gentlemen of that day, who were always made 
Vvelcome. Games at cards were indulged in, 
never for money and as there was a good 
piano in the house, and many of the visitors 
could play and .sing fairly well,- an occasional 
evening was devoted to mi^sic and dancing. 
At the Goodwin house were arranged the pre- 



parations for picnics and parties that took 
place in or about the town. One of these pic- 
nics was held at Elk Lake. Boats were sent 
out on trucks and launched on that pretty 
sheet of water. The girls and boys were row- 
ed about and duck shooting was indulged in. 
On shore a few. grouse .yyereiga^^^ in and, 
when fires had beeCvbuilii'the ha^^^^ were 
opened and the ; , lunch arid dri were 
spread upon table cloths and there was a feast 
of good things for the happy young people 
which they enjoyed most heartily. In the cool 
of the afternoon there was ilancing on a level 
sward that had been cleared of undergrowth. 
It was late in the evening when the party got 
home, tired, but happy. 

There were several married chaperones in 
the party, Among, .whom,^^^^ . the Goodwins, 
wBoyreachedlfheirVcottage about ten o'clock. 
Upon openihg-.the door their surprise was 
great when in the disturbed state of the in- 
terior they saw evidence that the place had 
been entered during tlr temporary absence. 
Nearly every movable a' 'e had been dis- 
turbed. Drawers had b*.. opened and the 
contents thrown on the floor. , Closet doors 
had been prised and . ,, the . -garments removed 
from the hoolcs. The covering of a s^^ttee 
vvdiich Mr. Goodwin had bought from theXa^- 
sal collection was ripped open and the"^ hair 
filling drawn oiit. Beds which had been care- 
fully made in the morning had' been unmade 
during the family's absence and the blankets 
and coverlids were tossed about. In one of 
the rooms the carpet had been raised and a 
plank ;tornjup.> > ■^■^'i.-u. . ^ ' . ■ - 

The disordered state of the rooms so ex- 
cited Mrs. Goodwin that she broke down and 
cried at the spectacle of her most cherished 
household effects lying thrown about in this 
mysterious and disorderly manner. A closer 
examination showed that while nearly cver}'- 
thing had been moved from its proper place 
nothing was missing. Not an article had been 
stolen. Her old-fashipjied^gold watch on the 
mantelpiece had nqt' been touched.^ A few 
pieces of jewellery in a bureau drawer had 
been moved, but not taken. A small collection 
of good, solid plate on the sideboard was left. 

The whole affair seemed wrapped in my.s- 
tery. Many theories were suggested, but a so- 
lution seemed far away, until one of the con- 
stables who had been called in expressed the 



opinion that the person or persons, whoever he 
ov they were, had been looking for something 
of value that had been secreted in or about the 
cottage and forgotten when the Lassals mov- 
ed away. The visitation was a nine-days' won- 
der, when it was driven out of people's minds 
by,.;Some other occurrence of local importance 
and.forgotten except by the sufferers and their 
immediate;. friends, who never tired of talking 
"of tlie iiiysterlbus affair. 

The exact date of the occurrence of another 
exciting incident at the Goodwin cottage has 
escaj^ed my memory. 1 only knov/ that it 
must have been early in August, i860, as the 
picnic excursion referffid to was in the latter 
part of July. Mr. arid Mrs. Goodwin occupied 
adjoining rooms, the lady sleeping in the front 
bedroom with the child, and Mr. Goodwin oc- 
cupying the back becboom. It was a Siuiday 
evening and they iiad retired early. In the 
middle of the night Mrs, Goodwin was awak- 
ened by what she afterward described as a 
"rustling sound." She listened with a wildly 
beating heart, but hearing nothing more was 
about to again seek repose when she distinctly 
heard a sound as of some one walking stcalth- 
iiy across the room. 

"IS'that you, George?" she asked, thinking 
that her husband had entered the room. 

There was no res])onse. She reached out 
her hand to strike a light, when her arm was 
grasped firmly and a man's voice hissed in her 
car : 

"Make a noise or cry out and you'll be a 
dcati woman : Hush 1" . - \ ■ ..^ : 

The woinan's heart stood still;. her tongue 

clove to the roof of her mouth. She strove to 
speak but could not articulate a sound. Her 
voice had left her. She weakly struggled to 
rise and then fell l)ack motionless on the bed. 

What happened after tlfat ]\Irs. Goodwin 
could never tell. She had an indistinct recol- 
lection of a noise apparently caused by some 
one moving about the>room Avith short and 
stealthy footsteps; that' was'- all. • 

Day was breaking when she returned to 
full consciousness and gradually it entered her 
mind that a stranger had been in the house 
during the night. She glanced timidly about 
the room, and as the daylight grew stronger 
and she discovered that everything was in its 
place and there was no one in the room save 



herself and the child, she took refuge in the 
woman's favorite method of defence and — 
screamed 1 

Her husband, awakened by the scream, 
hastened in, revolver in hand, and after hearing 
his wife's story of the night's adventure, went 
for the police. A vigorous search .revealed 
nothing. .No door or window had been dis-: 
turbed. All were as tightly, fastened as when 
the family retired. There were no marks of 
footsteps in the garden and no evidence of the 
presence of a stranger in or about the house 
during the night. y\s on the previous occasion 
nothing had been stolen. All was darkly mys- 
terious and the police could make nothing of 
the/af f ail) >:f or^ they * had. j'nottA e;jsligh teisf 2j|Juei;ft; 
After a sdleriiri cbrisultatibn*6rie "^^^^ 
stables remarked: '-'..'^''M^ '' 

"It's our opinion that as hothmg has' been 
stolen, it is not plunder the thieves sought. 
They were after something or somebody. 
Have you an — er — cr — that is to say, have you 
a pretty servant girl ? You'll excuse me for 
asking the question, madam, buc in the strict 
line of duty we have often 'to ask very dis- 
agreeable things." ,'• . ; 

Mrs. GoodAviri asisured'hirii that there .was 
ntt a servant "girl, either pretty o> ' ugly, on 
the premises. The men conferred together 
again for a feW moments and then one said: 

"Well, as you haven't a pretty servant girl, 
and as there arc no signs to show how the 
man got in or out, we've come to the con- 
clusion that this house is — is — haunted! 

Mrs. Goodwin again took refuge behind a 
scream and a faint, and tlie constables tqpk j 
their departure!' The little cottage became 
known far and wide as "The Haunted House," 
Superstitious people who had occasion to pass 
it after dark hurried by, and many took to the 
muddy street, fearing to follow the sidewalk. 
The pretty little evenings that Mrs, Goodwin 
was in the habit of giving were discontinued 
indefinitely. Strange noises were said to be 
heard by the occupants. In tile middle of the 
night Mrs. Goodwin, who no Idriger slept 
alone, would awaken her husband with 
screams of terror. She was always hearing 
footsteps in the dark, her arm was often grasp- 
ed by a strong hand and a raucous voice whis- 
pered in her ear, "Make an outcry and you are 
a dead woman." She grew pale and thin and 
black half-circles under her eyes showed how

HIS is an age of education, not only 
for the classes, but also for the 
masses in the English speaking 
VrOrlcl. Canada, although compara- 
tively a new country, stands prom- 
inently among the most highly edu- 
Her educational systen> is thprough 
and practical, comprising what is best in the 
systems of England, France, German}' and 
the United States of America. The progress 
of education in Canada, particularly during 
the last century, is marvelous. The first 
school was opened in 1632, with only four 
jjupils, at Quebec, which, with the exception 
of Jamestown, in Virginia, was the first per- 
manent settlement in . North America. The 
first grammar school was established in 1808, 
and the common school system Avas intro- 
duced in Upper Canada in- 1816. There are 
now in the Dominion over 20,000 public 
schools, attended by 1,245,000 pupils, and 
taught by 31,000 teachers. Besides these, there 
are 21 universities and 56 colleges, attended 
by over 15,000 students. Canada has taken 
an honorable' stand in carrying of tV Rhodes 
scholarships, a test of high scholarly attain- 
ments. This year that honor was secured by 
H, Logan, B.A., of Jj*,burne, whicli reflects 
no little credit on British Columbia, the most 
westerly province of our great Dominion, The 
territorial extent and economic resources of 
British Columbia assure possibilities of de- 
velopment and growth of population which 
•the most optimistic are ; not likely to over- 
estimate. The province is as large as Eng- 
land, iireland, Scotland, Denmark, Switzer- 
land and Italy, and is a world of rich valleys, 
and not as some supi^ose, a "sea of mountains." 
The possibilities of her horticultural and apri- 
cultural products, her fisheries, her forests 
-and her mines arc immense. Her religious 
denominations, in spreading the Gospel of 
Cltristianityi; the ,,' safety valve and, * balance 
wlieel bf flic "nation, have kept pace 'with the 
growth and development of the country. The 
Presbyterian cliurch, of whicli Westminster 
hall is one of her tlieological colleges, is among 
the slronf^rcst numerically, financially and 
infhicntially of the Protestant churches in 
Canada, having nearly 4,000 preaching places, 
300,000 members, besides adherents, and 1,800 
'ministers*, She has had for many years five 
thedrogical' colleps, located in Halifax, Mont- 
real, Kingston, Toronto, and Winniijcg. The 
Presbyterian church of the Pacific slope find- 
ing that the nearest college, that at \Vinni- 
jK'g, was too far away to provide men for the 
mission fields of the West, through the .synod 
of British Columbia and Alberta, in. 1906 
memorialized the general assembly to establish 
a college in British Columbia. The general 
assembly appointed a committee to consider 
the whole situation, and to gather informa- 
tion as to the probable cost of establishing and 
equipping sucli a college, and the amount 
of financial support it might count on in the 



synod. In the following year,^on the recom- 
mendation of the conmiittec which submitted 
a strongly optimistic report, the ;issembly 
agreed that "a tlieolo.gical collc.gc be estab- 
lished in British Columbia, to commence work 
in the summer of IQ08." Spme of the mem- 
bers from British Columbia were of opinion 
that stich a step was premature, and advocated 
instead the opening of a summer session, to 
be conducted by the professors of the colleges 
which had their session in the winter, as this 
would meet the present rccinirements in prc- 
]5aring men for the W'estern mission fieliis, 
and in a few 3'ears demonstrate to the church 
the wisdom of establishing a permanent in- 
stitutioni However, as soon as the assembly 
decided to establish a new theological college 
in the West, they loyally wheeled into rank, 
and took their place in the firing line to make 
the college a success. A senate and board of 
management were appointed, v;ith authority at 
a joint meeting to nominate a principal, which 
resulted in selecting the Rev. John MacKay, 
D. D,, pastor of Crescent Street churcli, 
Montreal, which nomination was unani- 
mously ratified by the general . assembly 
at its meeting last June in the city of Win- 
nipeg, Principal MacKay is a" native of Ox- 
ford county, Out,, but resided for some time 
in Bruce county. After a short but successful 
business career in Detroit, i\Iich., he studied 
for the nn"nistry. and graduated with the 
Governor-General's gold badge from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto in 1899. The- next three 
yeai-s were spent studying in the Free Church 
college, Glasgow, from which he graduated 
in 1903, winning the highest honors possible, 
and taking the regular four year's course in 
three. The same year he was called to Cres- 
cent Street church, Montreal, one of the most 
im])ortant churches in Canada, where he 
labored with great success until called to the 
princi])alship of Westminster hall. He was 
given the degree of Doctor of Divinity by the 
Montreal Presbyterian college, where he had 
given a course of lectures on Apologetics, 
During his course in Glasgow, Dr. MacKay 
accompanied Professor George A. Sniith'\ and 
a comjiany nf distinguished scholars on a tour 
of study arid cxidoration tlirougii Palestine; 
and he also tra\'eled widely on this continent 
and in Europe. 

The first session of this, the infant college 
of the Presbyterian church, Westminster hall, 
has been very encouraging, and was .^closed 
with academical ecl^t in St. Andrew's^chtirch, 
Vancouver, on the 29th of September;'" While 
the college is at present in the Terminal City, 
the understaridhig with the general assembly 
is that the permanent site shall be where the 
government of P,ritish Columbia may estab- 
lish the provincial university. The principal 
was assiste^: during the session by professors 
■widely ,k'ribwh~Dr. Eraser, of Montreal ; Prin- 
cipal Magill, of Halifax; Dr, Davidson, of the 
University of Toronto; Dr. Campbell, ex- 
moderator of the general assembly ; Dr. Tail- 
ing, of London ; together with local men of 



good scholarship, as Rev. Dr. T. Wardlaw 
Tavlor, Rev. J. A. Logan and Rev., J. K. 
Wright, B,D. 

Among the noted men who will give lec- 
tures during the session of 1909 is Professor 
George Adam Smith, D,D., LL.D, Dr. Smith 
was born in India, where his father held a 
position in the Indiari civil service. He was 
educated in Edinburgh University, and the 
New College, Edinburgh University; and . he 
studied in Germany and France. He was for 
many years pastor of Queen's Cross church, 
y\bcrdecn, which he made one of the best 
known churches in Scotland, Dr. Smith is ac- 
knowledged to "be the foremost Old Testa- 
ment scholar in the English speaking world. 
His famous commentaries on Isaiah, and ,the 
twelve minor prophets have made the Old 
Testameril: a ncvv book to hundreds of men in 
all communions. His Historical Geography of 
the Holy Land, and his epoch making worki 
in two volumes, on Jerusalem are without 
equal in any language. Besides his scholar- 
ship, he is generally considered to be the 
greatest preacher in Britain. 

Equally great as a preacher and teacher 
with Dr. George Adam Smith, is the Rev. 
James Demiy, D.D., of the same college, who 
will sfjcnd two months in British Columbia, 
and will give a full course of lectures on the 
New Testament. Dr. Denny was, educated in 
Glasgow and in Geririany, and' after a very 
brilliant pastorate of Droughty Ferry Free 
church, Scotland, he was appointed professor 
of .systematic theology in Glasgow Free 
Church coUe.ge. A few years later he was 
transferred to the chair of New Testament 
F,xegesis and Literature. He is the author of 
"Outlines of Theology," "The Death of 
Christ," ''The Atonement in Modern 
I'liQught." In Nev,' Testament work he has 
contributed many eommentaries. and studies 
of' different New Testament books, until his 
name is a household word wherever exact and 
reverent study of the New Testament is pur- 
sued. 

Nowhere in tiie whole theological world 
could two more distinguished men be found, 
and it says much ior Principal MacKay that 
he was able to induce them, although old 
friends, to come so far, and give lectures next 
summer at Westminster hall. It augurs well 
for the youngest college of the church. No 
doubt many pastors in British Columbia will 
so arrange their work next summer that the}' 
may be able to attend the lectures of these 
emminent Bible scholars. Sed non cuivis 
homini contingit audire Corinthum.
